Cabinet in line with Mr Prior

Cabinet ministers suspended 
their well-publicized disagree- 
msnis over trade union reform 
yesterday and agreed to go 
along with proposals for a firlt- 
stage limitation of unions 1 local 
immunities put by Mr Janies 
Prior. Secretary of State for 
Employment. 

The Government's proposal, 
to be published next week as a 
consultative document. is 
expected to restrict the present 
virtually absolute immunity 
v unions enjoy from civil suits 
for damages against secondary 
industrial action to actions 
. taken against so-called fir«>t 
customers and first suppliers. 

The language is apparently 
tougher than Mr Prior would 
originally have wanted but in 
essence he has. his supporters 
claim, woo over the Cabinet to 
his view cf how far the Gov¬ 
ernment can go in present 
circumstances. 

To pacify those ministers, 
including the Prime Minister, 

, who wanted to go farther, it 
was agreed that another great 
review of the whole issue of 
union immunities would he 
carried out by the Department 

■ of Employment. 

Tttat would lead to another 
Green Paper, and possibly 
another Bill in the next parlia¬ 
mentary session. 

Mr Prior has spoken of his 
willingness to consider a fur- 
.. ther Bill, assuming the changes 
being made in law bv the pre¬ 
sent proposal gain widespread 
acceptance. 

Yesterday’s two-hour mect- 
^ ing was argued firmly but, 
according to participants, it was 
• also constructive and not un- 
friendly. What surprised Mr 

■ Prior and bis supporters was 
that some of their toughest 
opponents now had little to say. 

Sir Geoffrey Howe, QC.

whose tough speech last neck- 
end caused some bi tic rnvss 
among MPs. now apparent Iv

One sceptical Cabinet minis¬ 
ter believed the meeting ended 
a draw, and it was clear that 
the Prior camp did not wish to 
claim a victory too loudly.

Britons

Britain is to send another 

- 500 people to Southern Rhode- 

■ sia in ao attempt to deal with 
: - the intimidation of voters 
which is creating a growing 
threat to the elections. The 
extra personnel will be at pol- 
• ling stations in rural areas. 

Sir Ian Gilmour. rhe Govern¬ 
ment's foreign affairs spokes¬ 
man in the Commons, announc¬ 
ing this first concession to 
growing pressure from MPs 
for an _ increased British 
presence in Rhodesia, made it 
clear that this would not be 
an addition to the monitoring 
force. 

They would arrive in Rhode¬ 
sia in time for rhe elections on 
February 27. Sir lan told the 
House yesterday the purpose 
was ro ensure tnar the arrange¬ 
ments for voting were scru¬ 
pulously fair. 

The composition of rhe new 
- group has not yet bsea decided 
although it will almost cer¬ 
tainly be drawn from groups 
^ such* as the police and the civil 
service. It is intended to have at 
least one member of this new 
^ group in each of the 500 polling 
stations. They will assist the 
returning officer in ensuring 
secrecy. 

Sir Ian admitted to MP* that 
prevention of intimidation 
would be no easy task, largely 
^ because of language problems

rimidation was happening. _

Majaheddin guerrillas, standing 
astride the main road from 
Jalalabad to Kabul and stop¬ 
ping every bus and truck at 
gunpoint. 

We had been told tbat they 
were poorly armed, tbat they 
only dared to appear at dusk, 
thac they were frightened of 
government retaliation. But 
there they are at midday in 
their turbans and Afghan 
shawls, each holding a new 


Kalashnikov automatic rifle, 
coolly holding up everything 
tbat moved on one of Afghanis¬ 
tan's mast important roads. To 
say the very least, it was a 
calculated and audacious display 
of self-confidence by the men 
whom the Soviet Army are 
pledged to wipe out.

BL’s Cowley car plant will 
bear the brunt of the big lay¬ 
offs forced on the company bv 
declining sales. All car assembly 
is expected to stop there in’ the 
next two weeks. About 10,000 
workers, half the work farce, 
will be laid off in the assembly 
shops, and tile adjoining body 
plant which supplies them. 

Manual workers at both 
plants have been luld that pro¬ 
duction of the Mariaa, Maxi 
and Princess models trill cease 
at the end of the day shift 
tomorrow week. Workers will 
be laid off for two weeks. 
Tbasc un the Marina lines will 
return on March 10. Workers 
on Maxi and Princess lines 
have been told that -they could 
be laid off'for a further two 
weeks, but a decision will be 
taken during the first fortnight. 

- Precise numbers of workers 
to be laid oil will be given at- 
factoities today. Workers will 
get foil pay for seven days, and 
then qualify for guaranteed 
•week'pay arrangements. 

.. Car assembly wilt also stop 
at Rover Solihull, which is al¬ 
ready on a four-day week 
because ol‘ the excessive stocks 
of- Rover saloons, which have 
built up .in the plant and in 
dealers' showrooms. About 
3,000 will be laid off. Long- 
bridge, the biggest car plant, 
wirh a labour force of more 
than- 20,000. escapes lightly.

President Tito's condition 
worsened today, with a further 
weakening of his heart and 
kidney functions, a- medical 
bulletin disclosed tonight. 
Doctors treating him were 
using intensive measures of 
treatment to halt the deteriora¬ 
tion in his condition and save 
his life. 

The President, whose left leg 
was amputated on January 20, 
is being treated in the medical 
centre in Ljubljana. On Sunday, 
it was disclosed that lie had 
developed kidney trouble and 
on Monday, another bulletin 
said thst the weakening of his 
heart bad made treatment of 
his kidney complaint more 
difficult. 

Today's medical bulletin 
hinted that there had heen a 
serious worsening in his con¬ 
dition and thar be had to be 


put back into intensive care in 
order to overcome the grove 
complications. 

The dramatic , turn for the 
worse in Marshal Tito’s condi¬ 
tion resulted in the convocation 
of Yugoslavia's Council for 
National Defence. It is compo¬ 
sed of the country's 33 leading 
politicians and senior generals. 
The chairman of the Council is 
President Tito. 

Today, the Council met under 
rhe chairmanship of Mr Lazar 
Kolisevski. the country’s Vice- 
President. who is in succeed 
President Tito at the helm of 
the state. 

The Council reviewed Yugo¬ 
slavia’s defence preparedness 
and _ political situation. No 
details of the discussions were 
disclosed apart from the fact 
that ail the members expre.-sed 
satisfaction over the degree of 
the armed forces’ preparedness 
and ihe country's unity.

Mr Murray welcomes 
Government’s 
‘real shift’on steel

The Government yesterday 
offered TUC leaders a face- 
saving formula designed to 
forestall official backing for 
the threatened strike by South 
Wales miners over steel plant 
closures. 

A letter from Sir Geoffrey 
Howe, QC, Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, promising consul¬ 
tations on the British Steel 
Corporation's plans to make 
one in three of its labour force 
redundant, was accepted as a 
real shift in ministerial 
attitudes. 

Mr Leo Murray, general 

secretary of the TUC, said: "I 

interpret this letter as being 
the first tentative move by the 
Government to move into. a 
genuine negotiating position 
and to reconsider some of the 

extreme difficulties that ir bas 
caused in the steel industry. 

"The fact that the Govern¬ 
ment has agreed that talks 
about the corporation's restruc¬ 
turing plans should include the 
basis for them—which T take to 
include the whole issue of 
timing and phasing—is some¬ 
thing that I take seriously and 
that the Government must take 
seriously too.** 

Two weeks ago the TUC 
gave warning that “ a very- 
rough time ” lay ahead if 
ministers did not facilitate 
genuine consultations between 
British Steei and the unions on 
the corporation's plan to axe 
52.000 jobs this year. 

Union leaders who put that 
demand to Cabiner ministers 
yesterday expressed some satis¬ 
faction at rhe reply and talks 
between British Steel and the 
TUC Steel Industry Committee 
are expected soon.. 

However, the militant South 
Wales miners have shown much 
less inclination to believe that 
rhe Government actually means 
what it says and their threat 
to stage an all-out strike from 
March 10 will be discussed by 
the National Union oE Mine- 
workers' executive this morn¬ 
ing. 

The texr of the Chancellor's 
response on this issue reads: 


* We have been assured by 
BSC that they are anxious for 
further consultations to take 
place as soon as possible 
between themselves and the 
unions about their proposals 
and the basis for them. The 
Government hope that these 
consultations can proceed just 
as soon as possible." 

While some progress seems 
to be forthcoming on the plant 
closure programme, there is 
still deadlock on pay. As the 
steel strike went into its 
.seventh week yesterday leaders 
of the two main unions spent 
an hour with Mr James 
Mortimer, chairman of the 
Advisory, Conciliation and 
Arbitration Service, explaining 
Why they rejected British 
Steel's final offer last week. 

Afterwards, the Iron and 
Steel Trades Confederation 
said thar the attitude of the 
confederation and the National 
Union of Blascfurnacemen 
remained the same. “ Unless 
there is more money on the 
table, we do not see any point 
in. further negotiations”, it 
said. 

Delegates representing craft 
and engineering workers in 
stare steel plants will give their 
verdict today on the 14.4 per 
cent pay and productivity 
package recommended by 
their negotiators. The pro¬ 
visional deal has been rejected 
by Transport and General 
"Workers' Union delegates, but 
the craftsmen’s vote is expected 
to be in favour of it. 

In pursuit of .TUC hopes oE 
winning extra money from the 
European Economic* Commun¬ 
ity, a high level delegation of 
union leaders will go to Brus¬ 
sels next Thursday to meet 
Commissioners Vredling and 
Davignon and give details of 
their support for the EEC 
policy on steel “which the 
Government is still rejecting”. 

Mr Murray welcomed the 
limited progress made in deal¬ 
ing with the impact of British 
Steels* closure proposed on the 
mining industry in South Wales, 
but said that the TUC and the 
mining unions would be seeking 
“ longer term solutions ”.

Workers at 
Hadfields 
ordered out 
again

Mr William Sirs, general 
secretary of the Iron and Steel 
Trades Confederation, yester¬ 
day told the 500 ISTC members 
at Hadfields plant in Sheffield 
that they had no dispensation 
to work on and they -were 
instructed to rejoin the steel 
strike. 

The response of the workers, 
who have voted once to ignore 
the strike instruction to the 
private sector, was uncertain 
last night. It appeared that the 
company’s Leeds Road works 
would answer the strike call; 
but members at' rhe East Hecla 
works might decide to work on. 

Hie instruction to strike 
came after the arrest of 10 
pickets in angry scenes at the 
East Hecla works, which 
prompted the threat of a 
G run wick type of picket - for 
today in an attempt to shut 
the works. 

Mr Edward Thorne, secretary, 
of the divisional strike com¬ 
mittee, said last night the steel¬ 
workers had been promised 
support on the picket line from 
miners and local engineering 
unions. 

“ We intend shutting them 
up,” he said. If the Hadfields 
men intended to work today, 
" thev bad better stop in there 
all night. There is no way they 
are going to get in there to¬ 
morrow m or rang ". 

Full-time officials of rhe ISTC 
may meet the Hadfields men 
this morning to persuade them 
to obey the strike instruction. 

The men had been clinging to 
a statement on television by Mr 
Sirs rim the company had dis¬ 
pensation to work provided no 
material left the plant. 

But Mr Stanley Sheridan, for 
the Rotherham strike com¬ 
mittee, said that the declaration 
was acknowledged by ISTC bead 
office to be “a mistake”. They 
bad never had “dispensation”. 

Yesterdays arrests came in 
two separate incidents. The 
first happened as 30 pickets 
tried to push past police to stop 
steelworkers entering a gate 
away from the main entrance 
to the works. Four pickets were 
arrested. 

Six more arrests occurred 
when a lorry load of limestone 
arrived at the works. The 
pickets’ numbers had swollen 
to about 300, with 150 police 
standing shoulder to shoulder 
to keep them on the pavements. 
There was shoving against the 
police cordon, and arrests were 
made as a wedge of officers 
pushed into rhe jostling crowd. 

The lorry driver turned away 
from the works to cheers font 
the pickets. 

All those arrested were 
charged with threatening 
behaviour and bailed to appear 
in court on March 11. 

Mr John Pennington, BSC 
divisional managing director, 
also faced an angry crowd of 
pickets when about 200 
marched on the Sheffield 
divisional headquarters to 
demand . that middle manage¬ 
ment join the strike. 


Dilemma’ of social workers in allowing girl’s return to man who later killed baby

Birmingham's Soda!'Services 
Committee said yesterday it 
wonld .nor accept or condone 
any situation where its officers 
might be involved in a case of 
intended or actual cohabitation 
by a person under the age of 16. 

The ruling came in the after¬ 
math of the killing of Claire 
Had don, aged 10 weeks, whose 
father, Robert Hadden, aged 23, 
was sentenced to life imprison¬ 
ment last month for her murder. 

Her mother, aged 15, was 
committed to care after admit¬ 
ting causing the child grievous 
bodily harm. The child suffered 
severe injuries over days be¬ 
cause of extreme violence by 

both parents. 

Mr Justice Stephen Brown, 


the trial judge, said he had been 
greatly troubled chat the mother 
aged 15 had been sent back to 
cohabit with a man aged 25 at 
premises where offences could 
be committed. It was a situation 
fraught with danger, he said. J 

Mr Ronald Liddiard. Birming¬ 
ham's Director of Social Ser¬ 
vices, told the- committee that 
officers did not condone the 
breaking of the law. The case 
had represented u an awful 
dilemma ” for police, clergy, 
doctors, social workers and 
! parents when it came to their 
knowledge that a girl was hav¬ 
ing KJicit sexual relations. 

“ You cannot take a blanket 
solution ”, he said. “ It is a very 
grey area which society is 
divided about.” In many cases 
police did not prosecute 


although they "know: the Jaw 
was being broken. 

No one coiild reasonably have 
foreseen tfaarthe baby would be 
beaten to death. To those res¬ 
ponsible. there had seemed a 
reasonable relationship between 
the .couple with a great deal, of ' 
social.support, and there was a 
chance that the'situation might 
have improved-' 

“They were wrong. I do .not 
'consider there was lack of care 
in arriving at their judgmem. 
They used their judgment to 
the best of their ability. They 
did their best hut all went 
tragically wrong. Bui .social 
workers did not kill this child.”

BSC faces smaller market after strike

Estimates made by the 
British Steel Corporation’s 
commercial planners suggest 
that its share of the British 
steel market will drop below 
half for the first time since 
nationalization, exacerbating 
the severe pressures on its 

finances, once the strike ends. 

Mr Gordon Sambrook, com¬ 
mercial managing director of 
the BSC, said yesterday: 

“ Fighting our wav back into 
the market after the restart 

will be a devii nf a job.'* 

The corporation’s share of 
the market has been under 

pressure for some years, mainly 
through shortcomings over 
quality and delivery reliability. 

Those difficulties prompted 
customers to increase the 
volume of steel purchased from 
foreign producers. But after 
improvements BSC managed to 


claw back its share and for mast 
of last year it was held at be¬ 
tween 54 per cent and 55 per 
cent. The balance was supplied 
by private sector and foreign 
producers. 

Now the BSC expects its share 
to fail by several percentage 
points, possibly for several 
months after the strike ends, as 
foreign producers take advan¬ 
tage of cheaper prices and 
favourable currency exchange 
rates. 

Total United Kingdom de¬ 
mand is expected to be about 
14.25 million tonnes this year 
against last year's level of 15.5 
million tonnes, but there is 
evidence that large consumers 
have placed orders abroad 
which otherwise would have 
been placed -with the BSC. 

The planned rundown of pro¬ 
duction by BL, a big customer 
for BSC steel, will add to the 
difficulties. 


The corporation's losses, 
which were running at about 
£Ira a day before the strike, 
have risen by a further £lOm 
a week since the strike began. 
Losses for the financial year 
will be well over £400m. 

Costs are continuing to rise 
and even without the additional 
labour costs of the settlement, 
there is no room for passing on 
the increased costs in prices 
because of poor market condi¬ 
tions and the high price of 
British Steel compared with 
European steel. 

Although manufacturing in¬ 
dustry is beginning to experi¬ 
ence shortages of particular 
types of sreeL the BSC estimates 
that overall stocks held by con¬ 
sumers and stockholders is still 
about 13 weeks at normal con¬ 
sumption levels of between 
280,000 and 300,000 tonnes a 
week.

Labour backbenchers* anger 
at the news that Mr Mark 
Thatcher, the Prime Minister’s 
son, is model clothes for a 
Japanese company was ex¬ 
pressed bluntly in a Commons 
motion tabled last night. 

The official reaction from 10 
Downing Street has been that 
Mr Thatcher’s activities are his 
own business and no concern of 
the Government. 

Labour MPs from textile 
areas, where factories are being 
forced to close because of the 
flood of cheap foreign imports, 
beieive that Mrs Thaiccher 
should be concerned. 

Led by Mr Jack Straw, MP 
for Blackburn, the Labour MPs 
“noted with concern the Prime 
Minister’s failure to convince 
even her own son of the need 
to support British industry”. 

They said that they believed 
that his action in agreeing to 
pose for advertising to promote 
further import penetration was 
detrimental to the British cloth¬ 
ing and textile industry “ at a 
time when, in the words of the 
Daily Express, this industry is 
threatened with extinction by 
cheap imports’'. 

Mr Straw said: ** The 

Thatcher family is almost as 
split as the Thatcher Cabinet, 
with Mr Denis Thatcher en¬ 
couraging the British Lions 
rugby tour in South Africa and, 
now, Mr Mark Thatcher encour¬ 
aging the Japanese textile 
industry, while his mother is 
trying to create the right con¬ 
ditions to get British industry 
going. 

“ Mark’s acion says little for 
the so<ailed * incentives sup¬ 
posed to be provided in Sir 
Geoffrey Howe’s Budget . last 
year to’ encourage enterprising 
young men to work for the 
success of British industry.” 

The British textilt industry 
bad been halved in ks capacity 
over the last 10 years because 
of rhe incursion of foreign pro¬ 
ducts. “ Over the last two 
months 481 of mv constituents 
have lost their jobs because of 
die damage done to the textile 
industry by foreign imports ”, 
Mr Straw said. 


Hospital 
officers 
to intensify 
action

Industrial action which could 
lead to delays in blood trans¬ 
fusions for hospital emergency 
cases is likely to be intensified 
tomorrow because of a pay dis¬ 
pute involving 16,000 hospital 
la bora tor v scientific officers. 

The dispute centres on the 
officers’ claim for increased 
allowances for providing emer¬ 
gency cover. The unions want 
the call-out payment for the 
first two hours increased from 
the £4.55 fixed in 1975 to £7.50. 

Since the breakdown of nego¬ 
tiations before Christmas the 
four unions involved have been 
negotiating deals Jocalty with 
health authorities. The dispute 
has come to a head because Mr 
Patrick Jenkin, Secretary of 
State for Social Services, has 
said that local deals are 
unlawful. 

He has told rhe health authori¬ 
ties to pay £5.40 for each call of 
up to two hours. That amount 
was rejected in December by 
the unions. 

Mr Reginald Bird, national 
officer of the Association of 
Scientific, Technical and Man¬ 
agerial Staffs said that the 
unions had set a deadline 
of tomorrow for local deals to 
be completed. He expected 
officers in many areas to with¬ 
draw emergency cover. In some 
areas of Scotland that had 
already happened. 

The officers' principal duty 
in emergency cases is to match 
blood samples for operations.

N Ireland devolution plan is 
denied by Mrs Thatcher

The 
ministry wili also have talks 
with councils in Dorset. Hamp¬ 
shire, the Isle of Wight and 
East and West Sussex to see if 
military help can be used.

Ban on off-side 
sidecars from 
August next year

Minister abused power, QC says

Mr Patrick Jenkin, Secretary 
of State for Social Services, 
misdirected himself, acted pre¬ 
maturely and was guilty of 
an imprper exercise of power 
when he appointed commis¬ 
sioners to run a south London 
area health authority which 
refused to make spending cuts, 
the Hight Court was told yester¬ 
day-

voted to defy the Government's 
order to make cuts. 

Mr Louis Blom-Cooper, QC, 
for the three London boroughs 
who are challenging the lega¬ 
lity of Mr JenJtin’a action 


before Mr Justice Woolf, said 
that Mr Jenkin had completely 
misjudged the seriousness of 
the position at the time. 

“ If on August 1 (when Mr 
Jenkin acted) it could be seen 
that wirhin a few weeks the 
authority would cease to func¬ 
tion because it had run out of 
funds, it might then be consti¬ 
tuted an emergency so great as 
to cause risk to life and limb.” 

But it was wholly premature 
to say that at that stage the 
authority was unable to put 
itself in balance by the end of 
the year, he argued- It was an 
abuse of the word “ emer¬ 
gency 

“ If the authority blew its 
total budget of £121 Bm within 
a week of being given it, 
clearly that would be a catas¬ 
trophe. Hospitals in the area 
would have to become extinct 
overnight” 

But the authority had over¬ 


spent by £3.5m at that time, 23 
per cent of its total budget 
compared with a total over¬ 
spending of 2.2 per cent in the 
National Health Service as a 
whole. 

Mr Simon Brown, for Mr 
Jenkin, said that the financial 
position of the authority on 
August 1 was very different 
from that existing in 
December, 3978, when Mr 
Blom-Caoper had argued that 
the previous Secretary of State 
had dealt with the authority 
differently 

In December, 1978, it had 
been agreed that the amount 
by which rhe authority was 
overspent, £4.3m, could be car¬ 
ried over and paid in 1980/81 
and 1981/82. “That solution 
was no longer available in 1979 
because _ that would simply 
have built up an absurd ana 
intolerable debt”

MP wants 
doctors’ 
judgments 
investigated

A Bill to give the Health 
Service Commissioner (Ombuds¬ 
man! power to investigate 
patients' complaints about 
doctors' clinical judgments is 
to be introduced by Mr Jack 
Ashley. Labour MP for Stoke- 
nn-Trent, South, under the ten- 
minute rule in the Commons on 
March 5. 

The issue has been simmering 
for some time. The Patients’ 
Association has until now 
aligned itself with the view of 
the medical profession that 
matters of clinical judgment 
could not properly be con¬ 
sidered by the Ombudsman. 
Because nothing has been done 
about such complaints, there 
are indications that the associa¬ 
tion may change its mind- 

Dasie Elizabeth Ackroyd, 
chairman of the association, 
said last night that it was her 
view that reference to the 
Ombudsman " would be an 
improvement on the present 
blank wall on complaints about 
clinical judgment". The asso¬ 
ciation would consider the 
matter next week, she said. 

Government ministers have 
so far accepted the view that 
the support of rbe medical 
profession would be necessary 
before any proposals could be 
implemented. 

The British Medical Associa¬ 
tion is totally apposed to such 
an extension of the Commis¬ 
sioner's powers. The move, the 
EMA says, would lead to defen¬ 
sive medicine, which would be 
harmful to patients. Doctors 
would begin to take more time 
with patients, carrying out addi¬ 
tional procedures m case there 
might be a greater risk. of 
complaint. The cost to the 
National Health Service could 
be considerable. 

The Ombudsman was not 
clinically qualified and, as his 
functions were constituted, 
there was no right of appeal 
against bis decisions. 

Mr Ashley said patients were 
entitled to have complaints 
investigated by an independent 
authority.

Down-to-earth advice 
on nuclear survival

Advice to people on how best 
to protect themselves and sur¬ 
vive a nuclear attack was pub¬ 
lished yesterday by Civil Aid. 
Some of the information is re¬ 
markably similar to that printed 
in Protect ' and fSurvive . the 
government booklet which the 
Home Office is refusing to issue 
until a short while before the 
bomb drops. 

The difference is in Civil 
Aid's approach, which is much 
more practical and down-to- 
earth. Whereas Protect and Sur¬ 
vive concentrates on survival of 
the individual family. Civil Aid 
places the emphasis on neigh¬ 
bours helping each other. Most 
of the ideas work better that 
way the pamphlet says. 

“ Preparations should be 
made for communal cooking, 
using one kitchen for several 
houses or by building a field 
kitchen ”, Civil Aid says. It is 
speaking from hard experience, 
having cooked at “ pop ” festi¬ 
vals, sometimes using ovens 
built in the field, and serving 
meals at a rate up to 10,000 
every 24 hours. 

The ideas hark back to those 
primitive days before the deep- 
freezer or refrigerator. Ways of 
preserving food from such 
appliances are being investi¬ 
gated, the pamphlet says.

Courses vital 
to industry 
threatened,; 
colleges say

Certain specialized engineer¬ 
ing, technology and manage¬ 
ment degree courses, which are 
crucial for British industry, 
are likely to have tn close 
within 18 months because of 
government policy on overseas 
students, the Commons Select 
Committee on Education, 
Science and the Am was told 
yesterday.. 

Professor R. N. Haszektine, 
Principal of the University of 
Manchester Institute of Science 
and Technology, said that even 
taking a moderate view of what 
might happen as a result of the 
huge increase in overseas 
student fees, the institute would 
have to begin to dose between 
10 and 15 courses from October 
1981. The closures were likely 
to include a power systems en¬ 
gineering course, one of the few 
courses of that kind offered in 
Britain. 

Mr David Bethel, Director of 
Leicester Polytechnic, said that 
a fall in the number of overseas 
students would put their knit¬ 
wear technology course at risk. 
British industry needed some 
highly specialized knitwear 
technologists, but was unable 
to absorb a sufficient number 
to make a course only for home 
students viable. 

Sir Alec Merrison, Vice-Chan¬ 
cellor of Bristol and chairman 
of the Committee of Vice-Chan¬ 
cellors and Principals of Univer- 
. si ties, said that a numbers iof 
un iversities cou Id be; ar risk- 
Mr Christopher Price, 'chair¬ 
man of the select committee, 
asked' if the vice-chancellors 
agreed with the view of the 
Department of Education and 
Science that the universities 
were being too alarmist about 
the possible effects of the in¬ 
crease in overseas student fees. 

Sir Alec replied: “It is all 
very well to take this detached 
view. We have to deal with .the 
corpse that is bleeding on the 
carpet in front of our eyes.” 

Sir Rex Richards^ ; Vice- 
/CbanceUor of Oxford, said that 
■die university had conducted 
its study on -what the effect of 
die increase in overseas student 
fees would be on colleges and 
departments. The average pre¬ 
dicted drop in overseas stu¬ 
dents was 40 per cent. The 
university considered that too 
pessimistic, and was planning 
ror a 20 per cent drop. 

The Committee of Directors 
of Polytechnics and the Associ¬ 
ation of Principals of Colleges, 
representing colleges of higher 
and further education in the 
maintained sector, said that 
although overseas students con¬ 
stituted about 10 per cent of 
their total student body, the 
difficulties associated with the 
increase in fees was negligible 
compared with their other 
financial and administrative 
difficulties.

“ The Resurrection of Christ” by the Flemish painter Dieric Routs, 

‘Lost’ Dutch Master to be sold

Sotheby’s has been commis¬ 
sioned to sell an important 
Flemish painting, Dieric 
Bouts's “The Resurrection of 
Christ ”, which had been lost 
to scholars for more than 30 
years and is the pendant of 
Bauts’s “ Entombment ” that 
hangs in the National Gallery. 
It is remarkably well preserved 
and Sotheby's ‘is suggesting a 
price of more than £200,000 
when the painting comes up for 
auction on April 16. 

With Rogier van der Weyden, 
whom he particularly admired. 
Bouts was one of th'e pioneers 
of easel painting in Flanders in 
the mid fifteenth century, and 
thus one of the pioneers of 
easel painting in Europe as a 
whole. But those two paintings 
are curiosities even in the con¬ 
text of the painting of the time. 
They are both painted on finely 
woven flaxen doth in tempera 
colours. Most paintings of the 
period are oil on panel. 

The result of this technique 


is a matt, almost gouache effect, 
with the weave of the cloth 
showing through. It is a far cry 
from the glossy finish of con¬ 
temporary oil paintings, but 
helps to underline the realism 
and fine quality of the painting. 
It has been suggested that they 
were painted as banners, but 
some elaborate detective work 
by Mr Derek Johns, Sotheby’s 
Old Master director tends to 
disprove that 

He suggests that the two 
paintings belonged to a large 
altarpiece, whose other com¬ 
ponents are lost or lost sight of. 
The main evidence for that 
comes from the notebooks of 
Charles Eastlake, the famous 
late nineteenth-century director 
of the National Gallery, who 
bought the ‘'Entombment” from 
the Guicciardi family in Milan 
In I860. He records having seen 
several other works by the 
same artist in the Guicciardi 
collection. 

Mr Johns suggests that a 
large “ Crucifixion ” was the 
centrepiece of a triptych. To 


one side, he believes were the 
“Entombment” and “Resurrec¬ 
tion ” scenes that we know, 
one above the other, perhaps 
let into a panel. On the other 
side he envisages the “ Annun¬ 
ciation ” and “Adoration of the 
Rings”, to which Eastlake 
referred, mounted in the same 
way. 

There seems to be 'no record 
of what has happened to the 
last two paintings- A candidate 
for the central “ Crucifixion ” 
painting is. however, known. 

An exhibition devoted to the 
work of Dieric Bouts in Delft 
in 1958 included a large 
“ Crucifixion ” painting, also in 
this curious and most unusual 
medium of tempera on flax. 
Moreover, irs measurements 
indicate that it is precisely 
double the height of the “En¬ 
tombment ” and “ Resurrec¬ 
tion”. In 1958 this painting 
belonged to a private collection 
in Bergamo; its whereabouts 
now appear to be Wknbwn.

The issue 
will have to come before the 
House for the approval of the 
order for the census. 

Mr Lyon said: “ I have asked 
the minister to ensure that the 
order is presented in such a 
way that there can be a vote 
in the House on the issue of 
whether the ethnic question is 
to be included. He would con¬ 
sider that favourably if it were 
possible within the rules under 
the Act.” 

Mr Lyon does not th-ink the 
Government has any clear 
party view about the issue. 

“ The only issue is whether 
the question would so alienate 
some members - 5f the ethnic 
communities that they would 
not complete all of the census. 
I am very anxious to persuade 
black people in this country 
that it is in their interests to 
fill in the census and the ethnic 
question.”

Call for more money to halt rural neglect

There must be positive dis¬ 
crimination at national level in 
favour of rural areas if decline 
in the countryside is to be 
halted, the National Association 
of Local Councils says in a re¬ 
port published today. 

It was not enough merely tn 
point to improvements in rural 
areas; they must be shown to 
be improvements compared 
with urban areas so that die 
backlog of neglect was made 
good. 

Because rural services are 
generally more costly, com¬ 
paratively more money must be 
made available to support rural 
activities, either directly or by 
concessions in charges, levies nr 
fees, the report argues. 


The association, representing 
about 8,000 parish, town and 
community councils in England 
and Wales, says that public and 
commercial services in and for 
the countryside have been de¬ 
clining for many years. Vigor¬ 
ous campaigning has only de¬ 
layed the withdrawal or reduc¬ 
tion of services. 

.Asking that rural areas, be¬ 
cause of their sparse popula¬ 
tions, should be given special 
treatment, the report says the 
belief that rural and urban dif¬ 
ficulties are the same had_ led 
to national policies and adminis¬ 
trative arrangements being 
framed for the whole country 
without regard to the differ¬ 
ences. 

The report calls for local 
councils in rural areas,to be¬ 
come the focus of initiative and 


enterprise in the parishes and 
communities. With their great 
variety, economical habits and 
ability to appreciate what is 
essential they should be the 
places ** to act and to be used 
as the inspirers of more ex¬ 
amples of self help ”, 

“It cannot be expected that 
every small rural place will be 
able by irs efforts to provide 
itself with ail the facilities 
which are now recognized as a 
normal part of ordinary life, 
but imaginative and cooperative 
enterprise between loco] coun¬ 
cils and their inhabitants and 
local councils and other bodies 
can replace some of the more 
harmful gaps in local rural 
services.” 

Services were withdrawn be¬ 
cause they were too costly. 

Trains, buses and schools dis¬ 


appeared because they were not 
paying their wuy. “ Yet railways 
are not noticeably more solvent 
because of a wholesale abandon¬ 
ment of rural lines. One round 
of bus reductions is die pre¬ 
cursor of the next, and no oae 
expects country rases to faU be¬ 
cause -village schools are 
closed ” 

The repnn says chat the total 
population of toe rural areas ia 
rising, agricultural production 
has increased and ‘ tourism ia 
more significant. 

“It might be expected that 
the countryside was prospering, 
even booming.

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WEST EUROPE 
Strauss visit 
to France 
ends on note 
of accord 

From Our Own Correspondent 
Paris. Feb 33 

Herr Franz Josef Strauss has 
returned la Germany well 
sarisfied with his private [wo- 
day visit to Paris, which 
enabled him to meet the Prime 
Minister and other leading 
personalities and tn express the 
German Opposition view in this 
country, where the Federal 
Republic tends to be almost 
completely identified with Herr 
Helmut Schmidt. 

His talks here also enabled 
him to reach a more positive 
assessment of the French 
Government's attitude to the 
Soviet intervention in Afghani¬ 
stan and to detente than his 
remarks about the Francn- 
German declaration last week 
had indicated. 

The West German Opposi¬ 
tion leader had sharply criti¬ 
cized the ambiguity of the text, 
insisted on the need for an 
active solidarity with the United 
States m the present crisis, and 
described as idotic the passage 
which said that deLeittc would 
not withstand another shock of 
the same order. 

In _ an interview with Le 
Quotidian dc Paris last Monday, 
he said that Europeans and 
Americans were in the same 
boat. The formulation of 
the Franco-German declaration 

which sought to shock uo one 
and to please everyone ” did 
not seem to him tn meet the 
requirements of the situation. 
He added, in an interview on 
the French radio, that he was 
not in favour of the Europeans 
trying to detach themselves 
from the United States. 

“One day. they would pay 
for this very dearly ”, he 
declared. The Americans had 
the right to rely on European 
solidarity. “ It 1 am elected 
Chancellor ”, he went on, 

" Franco-German relations will 
be even closer than they are 
today ”, which seems something 
of a tall order. 

Such views expressed by 
Herr Strauss did not seem tn 
be the best introduction to a 
meeting of minds with members 
of the French Govmment. 

But after his talks yesterday 
with M Raymond Barre, rhe 
Prime Minister, which went 
very well, he told the press 
that “a great misunderstanding 
has been removed”. He could 
only agree with M Barre that 
“detente was inseparable from 
a normal policy of vigilance”. 

Tbe Prime Minister had told 
him that French policy rested 
on three basic principles: 1. 
That France would continue to 
pursue her independent policy 
after the Soviet intervention in 
Afghanistan. 2. France would 
stand by her obligations 
towards the Atlantic Alliance. 

3. The French Government was 
opposed to a policy, of blocks, 
which inevitably led to new 
confrontations. 

The Afghan intervention was 
an act of weakness on the part 
of Moscow, not of strength. 
Developments there showed 
that its influence on the satel¬ 
lites was weakening. A return 
by the West to a policy of 
power blocks would thwart this 
process, and have s negative 
impact on the _ attitude of 
developing countries. 

In addition to M Barre, Herr 
Strauss had talks with M 
Frangois-Poncet, the Foreign 
Minister, M Alain Pohcr. Presi¬ 
dent of the Senate, and M 
Chaban-Delmas, President of 
the National Assembly- He also 
met a variety of political 
leaders over dinner at the 
German Embassy. 

On tins occasion he said that 
for 15 years he had worked 
so chat Europe should be more 
independent of the United 
States. It would achieve this 
only if it became more united. 
He emphasized the need for a 
more realistic policy of detente 
as opposed to an illusory policy 
of detente based on business 
and conferences. “ American 
paralysis ”, he commented. 

“ would have caused a real 
catastrophe in Africa if France 
had not taken over in Shaba”. 

He did not think German 
troops sboidd be sent to Africa. 
But Germany could help her 
French. British, and American 
allies with logistic, materia] and 
financial support and troop 
transports. “It would be a 
reasonable division of labour ”, 
he said. 


More avalanches 
feared after 
slide kills two 

Briancon, France, Feb 13.— 
An avalanche killed two people 
and injured four others when 
it swept tons- of mud and snow 
into a holiday home here dur¬ 
ing the nighr, police reported 
today. 

Over 100 police, firemen and 
volunteers . were digging 
through the mud and wreckage 
for two people still missing. 
Tbe ayalanche missed one 
corner of the six-apartment 
building and eight survivors 
were able to give the alarm 
quickly. 

Police said the slide was 
■obablv caused by a pocket of 
water, ‘following recent warm 
weather. They added that the 
disaster caught them off guard 
since it had been freezing for 
two days and the snow should 
have hardened. ... 

Other slides are feared m the 
region and observers noted 
similarities between this acci¬ 
dent and a huge mud avalanche 
years ago. It buried a sana¬ 
torium in " a resort near by, 
killing 72 people.—Ageuce 
France-Presse.

Victim free and officer killed in kidnap case

Paris, Feb 13 

Fifteen days after he was 
kidnapped, M Guy Pitnun, an 
Antilles businessman and mana¬ 
ger of a big furniture chain 
store, was set free in the 
neighbourhood of Gras sc. 

Earlv yesterday police 
arrested an Iiaiin at Menton to 
whom M Adolphe Guggenheim, 
M Pitoun’s brother-in-law, 
wealthy owner of a furniture 
company, was about to hand 
over rhe ransom of 4.5m francs 
(£51)0,000) in a suhcaie. 

This led to five other arrests 
at Vjfiauris and at San Remo, 
in cooperation with the Italian 
police. 

But lack of coordination in 
the investigation led to the 
accidental shooting of a plain¬ 
clothes inspector who -with two 
colleagues was watching a villa 
in Vallauris, where the Italian 
had Indicated that iM Pitoun 
was being held. 


The inspector was killed when 
members of the police squad 
who surrounded the villa and 
were about to break in mistook 
summons of members of the 
him for one of the gangsters. 
He was sitting in a car outside, 
waiting for his two colleagues 
to return, and did not hear the 
squad, but got out and drew his 
pistol. He was shot in the head. 

The head of the criminal 
branch in Nice described rhe 
accident as a “ dreadful stroke 
of fate ". But the Federation of 
Police Unions blamed the 
“flagrant lack of coordination 
between different branches of 
the force”. It said it had 
repeatedly drawn attention to 
tbe dangers of these different 
missions carried out without 
unity of command or adequate 
liaison. 

The police union . in the 
Confederation Franpaise Demo- 
cratiqus du Travail declared 
today that it did not accept the 


fate invoked by tbe police 
authorities. “ One intervenes 
without jiny coordination, with¬ 
out an exchange of information, 
without a precise plan, in a 
muddle, to get m first and thus 
keep up a baneful competition. 
The war of police services is 
not only the title of a film ”, it 
said. 

M Pitoun, aged 42, was kid¬ 
napped on the evening of Jan¬ 
uary 30, as he drove from An¬ 
tibes to his home in Valbonne 
on a minor road through a pine 
forest. His car was found by the 
police soon afterwards and his 
wife received an anonymous 
telephone call warning her not 
.to inform the police. 

For a week, in spite of exhaus¬ 
tive police investigations, no 
trace of the victim was found. 
The family then decided to take 
matters into its own hands, but 
tile police tapped M Guggen¬ 
heim's telephone and heard the 
kidnappers giving details nF a 


meeting place. A bar near the 
Italian frontier, for payment -of 
the ransom. 

Mr Pitoun told the press that 
he owed his liberation to the 
shrewdness of a nighr watchman 
on a building site near Vallauris, 
who noticed that the door of a 
villa under construction had 
been forced and window panes 
broken. He went in and found 
M Pitoun chained to a bed¬ 
stead and guarded by two men. 

The watchman was beaten up 
and taken away soon after by 
car with.M Pitoun, and released 
in the region of Grasse. 

The kidnappers, belonging to 
a gang from Calabria known to 
tile police for petty thefts in 
the area, had began by demand¬ 
ing a ransom of 50m francs but 
gradually reduced rbeir claim, 
according to M Guggenheim, 
who was in constant touch with 
them through an Antibes doc¬ 
tor. 


Pope mourns 
murder 
of judicial 
leader

Rome, Feb 13 

The Italian Government today 
approved a state funeral for 
Signor Vittorio Bacheler while 
tbe Pope expressed his sorrow 
to the family of this latest vic¬ 
tim of terrorism. 

He told his general audience 
that he had known Signor 
Bacheiet, a leading figure among 
Italy's judicial authorities, when 
they worked together iit 1969 at 
the Vatican Council 

The Pope said: “I know the 
stature of this man who has 
now fallen under the violence 
of murderous hands. He has 
been the victim of the destruc¬ 
tive action of terrorism. T am 
aware of rhis, and so is Mother 
Church, tied by 2,000 years to 
the history of this country and 
this people.” 

About 20,000 people today 
too kpart in a demonstration at 
Rome University against the 
killing. Professor Bachelor was 
shot as he was emerging from 
the political sciences faculty 
after his lecture yesterday. 

Several thousand people paid 
homage beside the bodv, which 
was laid .out in the building of 
the Higher Judicial Council of 
which Signor Bacheiet was 
deputy president. 

Police ' now estimate that 
about eight terrorists were 
involved in the shooting and 
that they probably escaped in 
two cars and on a high-powered 
motorcycle. 

The Government derided 
today to call a special meeting 
of the Council of Ministers to 
be devoted to the subject of 
terrorism.

Naples, Feb 13.—Opening 
night of Wagners opera The 
Valkurie at rhe city's San Carlo 
opera house was* cancelled 
because of an orchestra strike 
over what the musicians called 
“ primitive and incompetent ’* 
management at the theatre.

Budget, in 
Strasbourg tomorrow the re¬ 
draft of ihe Commimity budget 
for' 1980 may -have as a, key 
proposal a reduction of tip to 
10 per cent in the demand for 
"own resources.” 

Own .resources consist of up 
to .-one per : cent of -national 
VA.T -duties on - Commaniiy 

imports, agricultural levies,' and 

a- levy on coaj and steel pro¬ 
duction. 

Hie parliamentary budget 
committee has met three tunes 
this week, and last night ie 
heard Mr Tugendhafs summary 
of the'budget proposals he will 
announce' tomorrow so that 
committee members may report 
to group meetings before 
Parliament sits. 

Among many members of the 
budget committee, including 
Conservatives of the European 
Democratic Group,' there is 
rising hope that tne Tugendhat 
statement will win the approval 
of the Parliament which almost 
contemptuously rejected .the 
Council of Ministers’ revised 
budget for 1980 in December. 
But where the Commission pro¬ 
poses, it will still be for the 
Council of Ministers to dispose. 

Mr John Taylor (Easr Mid¬ 
lands), spokesman for the Con¬ 
servative budgeteers, tonight 
commented optimistically about 
the Commission’s redraft be¬ 
cause it recognizes Parliament's 
intolerance of agriculture ab¬ 
sorbing an ever-increasing pro¬ 
portion of Community resources. 


He called on the Council of 
Ministers to give us the lead 
we heed' with an. enlightened 
and progressive-response to the 
Commission’s proposals *. ; 

The vital element in the re, 
written budget is the severe 
containment of farm-price in¬ 
creases for surplus production, 
as announced qjr Mr Finn Gun* 
detach, the Agriculture Commis* 
sinner, without gaming the sup* 
-port of either, the farmer or 
consumer lobbies in Parliament. 

Dr Guido Brunner, Commis¬ 
sioner for Energy, today-chal¬ 
lenged politicians of the Nine 
and national governments by 
strongly advocating K a modest 
tax on oil imports and domestic 
oil production ”. 

He suggested that the revenue 
could be used to finance devel¬ 
opment of alternatives to oil. A 
tax of two European units of 
account per tonne on oil would 
yield roughly LOOOm units of 
account a year (one unit is now 
£0.64). 

Dr Brunner _ said consumer 
prices would rise by only ona 
half per cent after such a tax 
and it would help to put a brako 
on o-il prices. Anticipating re¬ 
actions from the governments 
of the Nine, he. added that all 
tho Commission wanted to do 
was to act as coordinator .to 
avoid' distortion in competition 
rules between, member states 
and also avoid problems with 
the United States and Japan. 

He admitted that voters would 
dislike paying more taxes, yet 
he still appealed to .politicians 
and groups in the European 
Parliament to support the oil 
tax proposal. The. Commission 
will further discuss an. oil tax 
levy next Wednesday. :

Strasbourg 
fight to be 
EEC capital

-Strasbourg, Feb 13 

Always at. least one jump 
ahead of Luxembourg in its 
claim to be the democratic capi¬ 
tal of the EEC, Strasbourg 
today announced a new contract 
with the French Government 
and the Bas Rhine department 
that will bring in large sums of 
state and regional finance to 
improve air and road commu¬ 
nications, hotel services, cul¬ 
tural attractions and the most 
modern telecommunications. 

The French Government has 
undertaken to bear 6fi per cent 
of the loss on air services to 
Entzheitn from London, Brussels, 
Amsterdam, Milan; Rome and 
Frankfurt,' and a suppTemehtary 
air -service direct - between 
Strasbourg and London will be 
maintained when the European 
Parliament sits. -The airport is 
to be enlarged. 

Moaey is to be lavished on 
motorways and other roads, 
especially between Strasbourg, 
Luxembourg (the administra¬ 
tive headquarters of the 
European Parliament) and 
Brussels (the seat of the 
Commission). 

The developments will be 
seen by some Euro-MPs in the 
context of Luxembourg's com¬ 
pletion of a new Parliament 
building. The European Parlia¬ 
ment has deferred a decision on 
using it, although no parlia¬ 
mentary - location has been 
sealed beyond the June plenary 
session. 


Meanwhile, the Conservative 
group in the Parliament today 
reactivated its campaign. to 
save European taxpayers £15m 
a year by fixing on one perma¬ 
nent, site for plenary sessions 
and most committee and group 
meetings.

Other instances have invol¬ 
ved the murder of an African 
priest and lay assistant from 
Gokomere, the disappearance of 
candidates belonging to the 
Patriotic Front anjd the Rev 
Ndabaningi Sithcde's Zanu 
Party ,tbe abduction of a woman 
party worker and the death of 
a UANC supporter, killed by a 
grenade, while on the way to a 
rally. 

There have been many more 
complaints by all parties—some 
proven, some not—or acts of 
violence, hugs are said to have 
broken up party rallies, buses 
carrying party supporters have 
been stopped and the occupants 
beaten up. 

However, the most serious 
charge in terms of the fairness 
of tne election, and hardest to 
prove. Is that the tribal trust 
lands, wbera most of the popu¬ 
lation live, are virtual “no go” 
areas to all but Zanu (PF). 

Mr Barratt estimates there 
are about 400,000 people of 
voting age living in Victoria 
province of which about 162,000 
live in what he calls “ protected 
areas ” where there is a security 
force or auxiliary presence.

“ Furthermore, the people 
here know that as Zanla was 
responsible for fighting the 
war, only it has the power to 
stop the war. The people want 
peace above all else. Bishop 
Mazorewa said he would stop 
the war but it got infinitely 
worse. Now people hope Mr 
Mugabe will stop it.” 

Several black and white mis¬ 
sionaries who have worked for 
years in the tribal areas also 
talked about what they des¬ 
cribed as u the collective will 
of the people” in support of 
Zanu (PF). 

“It is InconceivaWe”, said 
one, “ that people living in the 
same kraal or even die same 
area should support different 
parties. Africans in rural areas 
operate as a community and not 
as individuals and take deci¬ 
sions on a communal basis.” 

Another said: “Zanu (PF) 
does not have to intimidate 
people because everyone around 
here is Zanu (PF) without 
intimidation ”. 

The missionaries believe the 
auxiliaries and the: security 
forces are more guilty of acts 
of intimidation rimn Zanu (PF). 
However, many of the- allega¬ 
tions made against die auxili¬ 
aries are very generalized and 
few are formally reported to 
the authorities. Even fewer are 
proven. 

One reason for dhis is, of 
course, that peopjle are afraid 
to go to die police. When Mr 
Simon Muzenda, Zanu (PF) 
vice-president, urged party sup¬ 
porters at last Sunday's rally 
to report auxiliary excesses to 
the police he was shouted down 
by people saying they would be 
beaten up if they did so. 

Mr Barratt believes there is 
some basis for complaints 
against tire auxiliaries but feels 
many of the charges against 
them are exaggerated.

Every 
hour or so, the helicopters, 
which have a large red star on 
a white background clearly 
mfrked on their bulls, fly very 
low over Jalabad carrying 
rockets beneath, them. When 


they return, the rockets are no 
longer, there. 

Townspeople consistently 
name three villages — Karma, 
SukhRudd and Mehtarlam — 
which, they say are being re¬ 
peatedly bombed. 

The village of Sukhrudd is 
reportedly taking a good deal 
of artillery fire from the 
Afghan Army. Truck loads of 
troops, four fieldguns and three 
tanks-—all crewed by Afghans— 
could be seen returning from 
the village yesterday. 

But the guerrillas are strik¬ 
ing back along the main road 
daily and there is now a hole 
which aws blown in a bridge on 


the Kabul road. It bas been 
partially mended—though only 
enough to allow one vehicle to 
cross at a time. The Russians 
are wisely treating the area 
around Jalalabad with caution. 

Although historical considera¬ 
tions are far from peoples’ 
minds in eastern Afghanistan, 
it is worth recording a report 
from three independent sources 
that the mustum containing the 
statue of Buddha at Hadda. 
dating from between the 
Second Century and the 
Seventh Century and a most 
sacred Buddhist site, has been 
burnt down, destroying a 
number of priceless antiquities.

tomorrow. 

Last night both sides bad 
agreed to consider troop with¬ 
drawals at the end of three 
hours- of talks between Mr 
Gromyko and Mrs Gandhi 


during which she had told him 
the Soviet armed intervention 
was “ inadmissible ”. 

Not surprisingly, it was Mr 
Gromyko, speaking after the 
two hour morning session had 
ended, who emphasized that the

One exception, and an im¬ 
portant one given its athletic 
prowess, is Kenya, which says 
it amends to boycott the games. 

Bom the position of most coun¬ 
tries is unclear: for example, 
the 36 nations which attended 
the recent Islamic conference 
m Pakistan and condemned the 
invasion of Afghanistan, signed 
a resolution calling for a boy¬ 
cott of the games. But in most 
cases tins has yet to be rein¬ 


forced or ratified by political 
decisions.

Announcing tins last night. 
Administration officials said 
that the task force wnt»Id be 
made up of about 1,800 Marines 
and four ships—tiie assault 
vessel Okinawa, the dock¬ 
landing ship Alamo, the tank- 
landing ship San Bernadmo and 
the cargo ship Mobile. They 
will'be equipped with 18 heli¬ 
copters, a number of M60 tanks, 
small amphibious assault 
vehicles, howitzers and anti¬ 
tank weapons. 

The force is now engaged in 
exercises off the Philippines and 
when these are completed will 
proceed to the Arabian Sea, 
arriving there probably in mid-

craft carriers.

UN strives 
to halt

As shelling between Pales¬ 
tinian guerrilla forces and 
Israeli-backed Christian militias 
continued in south Lebanon to¬ 
day, a United Nations spokes¬ 
man in Israel formally acknowl¬ 
edged the break down of the 
ceasefire which came into effect 
on August 26 last year. 

Describing the situation in 
the region as “ very serious ” 
the spokesman explained that 
senrnr United Nation officers in 
Lebanon were now attempting 
to patch regerhsr a new cease¬ 
fire agreement. In private, it is 
acknowledged that rhey can do 
little more than carry "messages 
between the two sides. 

The extent of the til tiling In 
the area was underlined in 
figures issued to The Times on 
behalf of Unifil (United 
Nations Interim Force in 
Lebanon). The-'e show ttet In 
the violent 43 hours from dawn 
on .Monday, the Christian 
militias under the command of 
Major So ad Haddad fired a 
ratal of 504 artillery, mortar, 
and tank rounds compared with 
1.243 during the whole month 
of January. 

In the same period this week, 
the Palestinian guerrillas fired 
57 rounds of artillery and mor¬ 
tar fire compered with 223 dur¬ 
ing the whole of last month. 
Although the statistics do not 
cover the booby-trrp bembs, 
and anri-personnel mines 
planted by Palestinians in 
Christian villages this week, 
they clearly illustrate tba-t the 
bulk of the hesw bombardment 
is being launched from Christian 
petitions. 

The United Nations also con¬ 
firmed today that many 
thousands of Lebanese civilians 
have been fleeing the cocsul 
port of Tyre as a result of ti.’a 
heavy attacks by Christian 
gunners. It reported thet the 
attacks had caused widespread 
damage and were taking piece 
in the vicinity of some or the 
historic sites around the old 
Crusader port. 

Reports from south Lebanon 
today indicated that shelling 
was less intense than earlier in 
the week, but the atmosphere 
of tension still remained. Israel 
radio claimed ti.'tit larje num¬ 
bers of Christian villagers were 
also fleeing their homes as a 
result of the renewed clashes. 

In its first official comment 
on the reasons behind the 
rabidly deteriorating situation, 
Unifil today blamed continuing 
rumours about the possible 
arrival of Iranian volunteers to 
figbt alongside the Palestinians 
as one of the causes of the 
increased tension noticeable in 
south Lebanon from the end of 
January. 

The statement also blamed the 
general position in the Middle 
East, the recent large-scale re¬ 
deployment of Syrian troops 
inside Lebanon, and rumours 
about the possible move of 
Lebanese Army units into the 
south of the country as the 
other main causes of the flare 
up. 

It disclosed that In recent 
weeks there has been a signifi¬ 
cant increase, in attempts by 
both Palestinian and Christian 
fighters to infiltrate the sector 
under Unifil control. 

This disclosure supports 
recent controversial allegations 
by Israeli Army sources about 
the increase of Palestinian 
activists in the United Nations 
held region. The Israelis claim 
that since the now defunct 
ceasefire was negotiated last 
August, the number of Pales¬ 
tinian terrorists inside the 
United Nations sector has risen 
from 500 to 700.

Thailand

' Mr Richard Holbrooke, an 
American Assistant Secretary of 
State, said here today that he 
had not (focussed the use of the 
bases. But Thai officials said 
that informal discussions with 
- the Americans about the bases 
had been going on for some 
weeks. 

The bases are rhe air base 
at Tu Ta Fan, south of Bangkok, 
and Satrahip naval base on the 
Gulf of Thailand. 

Mr Holbrooke said he and 
Admiral Robert Long, Comman¬ 
der nf the United States forces 
in the Pacific, had discussed 
Thailand’s security needs in 
general rerms with General 
Kriangsak Chomanan, the Thai 
Prime Minister. 

Delivery of military equip¬ 
ment to Thailand bad been 
accelerated, Mr Holbrooke, 
said. There had been a signifi¬ 
cant upgrading of American 
military support for Thailand. 

Admiral Long said naval units 
had been moved from the Atlan¬ 
tic to the Indian Ocean. The 
hu cl ear-powered aircraft car¬ 
rier, Nimitz was now operating 
there. 

Australia had offered to de¬ 
ploy more forces in rhe Indian 
Ocean and offered additional 
facilities for United States 
forces.

If a member withdraws a 
statement it will be automati¬ 
cally expunged from Hansard. 
Newspapers which publish such 
statements will do so at their 
own risk since parliamentary 
privilege will not apply. 

The decision was made after 
a report by Mr Ranil 
Wcerasinghe, Minister of Youth 
and Employment, on cases 
where some opposition mem¬ 
bers had made defamatory 
statements about public servants 
who had no means of defend¬ 
ing themselves.

20 killed in 
El Salvador 
clashes 

San Salvador, Feb 13.—About 
20 people were killed and 
dozens were wounded in El 
Salvador's capital yesterday 
during a series of violent 
clashes between security forces 
and left-wing guerrillas and 
demonstrators. 

About half the dead fell vic¬ 
tims to a military patrol which 
stormed the Christian Demo¬ 
cratic Party’s headquarters, 
where leftist militants of the 
Popular League of February 
28 (LP-28) movement were 

holding hostages. 

Colonel Adolfo Majano, bead 
of die ruling junta, said the 
assault was nor ordered by the 
Government but that the patrol 
reacted to .ooe of its men being 
shot by a rooftop sniper at the 
Christian Democrat's 1 headquar¬ 
ters. It is the only party 
actively supporting the junta. 

Colonel Majano said the | 
troops killed four guerrillas in 
the building and arrested rhe 
rest. The hostages, including 
the wife of Senor Eduardo 
Coluvdres, the Education Minis¬ 
ter, and a daughter of Sefior 
Jose Antonio Morales Erlich, a 
civilian junta member, were 
rescued unharmed. 

The storming of the party 
headquarters contrasted with 
the peaceful evacuation of the 
Education Ministry by student 
radicals earlier in the day at 
the end of their week-long 
siege. They freed their hos¬ 
tages, including Senor Ctrl in- 
dr es, after the Minister signed 
a 16-point promise to try to 
satisfy their demands, which 
were mainly for education 
reform. 

Senor Carlos Argueea, aged 
21, the guerrilla leader holding 
Sefior Victor Sanchez Mesa, 
the Ambassador, and five other 
people at the Spanish Embassy 
allowed Senor Sanchez to go 
home. But the occupation of 
the embassy continues until a 
group of their comrades is re¬ 
leased, the guerrillas say.— 
Age nee France-Fresse. 


Single news agency plan 
revived by Gandhi Cabinet

The revival of a single 
national news agency is being 
seriously considered, by the 
Indian Government, according 
to Mr Vasant Sathe, the Mini¬ 
ster of Information and Broad¬ 
casting. 

The Samachar news agency, 
the product of a government- 
enforced merger, was used dur¬ 
ing Mrs Gandhi’s emergency 
rule to hinder the press, radio, 
and television from accurately 
informing the country. When 
the Janata government took 
office it dissolved Samachar and 
re-formed it as four rival news 
agencies, two in English and 
two in regional languages. They 
are now suffering economic 
difficulties. 

.. Mr Sathe’s main argument 
has been that, apart from the 
United States, all the Western 
countries with a vigorous press 
have only one national news 
agency each. That argument 


overlooks the fact, however, 
that in India, it has proved 
more difficult to pressure rival 
news agency editors than one 
government appointee. 

Mr Sathe has also been tell¬ 
ing the Indian press that it 
must be “ de-linked from the 
big business houses to avoid 
their direct or indirect con¬ 
trol This would be a good 
deal le$s innocent ' than it 
sounds. 

Experience here has shown 
that, with very few exceptions, 
it is only large-circulation news¬ 
papers, which are economically 
strong and are often owned by 
industrialists, that perform a 
critical newsgathering role. 

The Government has started 
cultivating small and medium 
circulation newspapers, many 
of which are far from flourish¬ 
ing financially. There are esti¬ 
mated to be about 14,000 such 
newspapers in the country and 
some bave made it clear that 
they would like more adver¬ 
tising from the Government. 


When Winston.:’ Churchill 
spoke of parliamentary democ¬ 
racy as the 1 worst political 
system in the world, except all 
the others, he : gave- voice to 
What ‘ has always been, and 
always will be, the-typical mood 
end-feeling of democrats every¬ 
where. • 

They are’ constantly aware of 
all the faults'and. blemishes of 
democracy; self-criticism being 
an essential characteristic of 
democracy, necessary for its 
own survival and progress. But 
tbeir reason, their knowledge of 

history, their experience of the 
world tell them that, however 
Imperfect, democracy is better 
than any other political system 
Invented by man. 

Since crises are the natural 
process through wbicb democ¬ 
racies constantly change and 
renovate themselves, democrats 
lead apprehensive lives and do 
not usually share tbe arrogance 
of believers in the totalitarian 
state. 

They often live in fear of a 
crisis greater than ail others, 
which may destroy democracy: 
although democracy has also 
been compared to a raft, un- 
sinkable though your feet are 
always wet, while a totalitarian 
state is like a powerful cruiser 
which may sink to the bottom 
all at once, to everybody's sur¬ 
prise 

Democrats are-instead always 
surprised by their own suc¬ 
cesses. During the past decade, 
nothing bas astonished tbe West 
as much as the spread of de¬ 
mocracy to former totalitarian 
states in Europe. 

While good democrats every¬ 
where loudly lamented tbe 
existence of a genera] crisis of 
democracy, a universal illness 
which in some cases (“ Italy in 
agony") looked like being fatal, 
democracy was being painlessly 
resurrected in Greece, Portugal, 
Spain, all countries long dom¬ 
inated by dictatorships. 

At the same time the totali¬ 
tarian eastern faatf of Europe 
showed strong and irrepressible 
longings for the last civilities 
of democratic Ufe, while in the 
West totalitarian ideologies 
seemed to be fading and totali¬ 
tarian parties had to change 
their make-up, if not their 
nature, in order to survive 
and prosper. _ 

Revolutionary wave 
swept universities 

But democrats can never rest 
on their laurels. At present 
they are not oaly haunted by 
the fear of war, or of oil crises. 
They are harassed by enemies 
from within, of which the most 
hateful, as well as the most 
mysterious, is terrorism. 

In at least three European 
democracies (not counting 
Turkey) terrorism is very much 
alive. In two out of three cases, 
those of Ulster and the Basque 
countty,' it is rooted in the 
oationatistic passions of once 
oppressed minorities—although 
these now have more freedom 
and more rights than they ever 
had before. 

In Italy terrorism is the child 
of the revolutionary wave that 
spread throushorn the universi¬ 
ties of the West in the latter 
half of the sixties, as well as of 
the many social tensions and 
conflicts related to Italy’s 
deiaved development and ex¬ 
plosive modernization, although 
Italians, of course, never bad it 
so good. 

In all three cases acts of tec* 
rorrsm are frequent enough to 
have become a significant poli¬ 
tical problem. Italy bad 40 
people murdered by terrorists 
in 1979, almost as many as 
Ulster had in tbe first half of 
the same year. 

Spain must be nearer the 
Irish level. In Italy the acts of 
terrorism of all kinds were 
more chan - 2.000 in 1979, 771 of 
which were in the Latium 
region, from two to three hun¬ 
dred each in Piedmont and 
Lombardy, rhe rest being mosrlv 
concentrated in the north 
(Lucania had only one act of 
terrorism). 

Thanks to harsher laws and 
stronger police action, Italian 
terrorism has lately received 
some severe blows. But it is not 
yet on the way out.. Tbe same 
can certainly be said of Ulster 
and Spain. Why has it not been 
destroyed ?

Vitamin D may have cancer role

Vitamin D could have a pro¬ 
minent- role -in breast cancer, 
according to a research team 
at the Heidelberg Repatriation. 
Hospital in Melbourne. They 
say they have discovered that 
malignant tumours are stimu¬ 
lated by a potent hormone pro¬ 
duced by t±fe vitamin. 

Professor Iain MacIntyre said 
the hormone helped the body 
to absorb calcium and to pro¬ 
duce it in mother’s milk. Their 
research indicates that can¬ 
cerous cells misuse the hormone 
and a«ack bones. 

The significance of this, said 
Dr MacIntyre was shown by the 
findings that in 86 per cent of 
advanced breast tumours, the 
cancer cells proliferated and 
destroyed bone tissue, often 
causing deatlf. 

“Since the calcium-trans¬ 
ferring activities of vitamin D 
are at the root of the cancer’s 
ability to go into the bone, it 
appears likely that the rate of 
growth of breast cancer which 
has spread to the bone is under 
the control of vitamin D . 

Dr Macintvre is a visiting 
endocrinologist from the Royal 
Postgraduate Medical School, 
London, and his research col¬ 
leagues in Melbourne are 
Professor Jack Martin and Dr 
John Eisman. 

He Slid it had been recog¬ 
nized for 10 years that breast 
cancer which worsened under 


the influence of hormones could 
be treated more successfully 
than cancers which did not. In 
general, the female hormone, 
oestrogen, had a bad effect but 
this could be treated by a drug 
wttich blocked its action. 

Dr MacIntyre said this was 
the medical alternative to 
removing a woman’s ovaries and 
that he hoped that a neutraliz¬ 
ing drug could be found for 
vitamin D. If this were so ic 
might be possible to control the 
rapid spread of certain cancers. 

The analogy he gave of hor¬ 
mone activity was that of a key 
sliding into a lock and causing 
a cell to burst into a certain 
mode of activity. “ If the hor¬ 
mone arrives at the cell and 
finds a faulty key already in 
its place, it can’t art;” he added. 

Vitamin D is formed in fatty 
tissues when the skin Is exposed 
to sunlight or _ .other ultra¬ 
violet rays. It is also found 
naturally in a few foods such 
as fish, liver oils, egg yolks, 
fats and milk. 

Meanwhile, a survey carried 
out by the department of health 
at Melbourne University shows 
that despite rhe money and 
effort spent on cancer research, 
there has been little impact on 
the diseases! mortality rate in 
Australia in the past 27 years. 

While mortality rates from 
'all causes declined between 
1950 and 1977 the lung cancer 
morality rate for men aged 
between 45 and 64 doubled 


while the rate for older men 
more chan tripled. There was 
also a significant increase in 
lung cancer deaths among 
women. 

The survey also showed that 
death rates from cancers of the 
digestive organs declined sig¬ 
nificantly in men and. women 

older than 55. 

Death rates from breast can¬ 
cer remained largely un¬ 
changed, while in women over 
30 there was a progressive 
decline in death rates from 
cancers of the reproductive 
organs. 

Another medical development 
in Melbourne this week involves 
a doctor who claims to have 
used acupuncture to deliver a 
baby by caesarean section. This 
is the first time acupuncture 
has been used with this type 
of surgery in _ Australia. The 
doctor, who wishes to remain 
anonymous, said the operation 
was performed last September. 
The mother was 29 and it was 
her third baby. 

“She had a general anaes¬ 
thetic on preyious occasions and 
she said she felt cheated by 
missing the birth. This time 
she was awake and experienced 
all the joys - of childbirth ”, he 
said.

Conservative Party 
Politics 

Edited by Zig Layton-Henry 
[Macmillan, £6J95) 

In 1979 a radical challenger, 
high on ideology, displaced her 
elderly, conservative predeces¬ 
sor, and broke with the tradi¬ 
tion of the previous five prime 
ministers. She may not yet, as 
the wags predicted, have 
changed the name of Milton 
Keynes to Milton Friedman, but 
in every other way she and her 
lieutenants are set on achieving 
die dream of the Perfect Master 
from Chicago, the full social 
market economy. So we turn 
to a book on "Conservative 
Party Politics ” anticipating an 
account of the romance of the 
back bench revolt which over¬ 
threw Edward Heath and his 
dirigiste pinkoes. Its editor, 
Zig Layton-Henry, sounds the 
man for the job, a pro-consular 
figure who may be doubling as 
pretender to the throne of 
Albania. 

.In fact these essays have two 
faults. They were written be¬ 
fore the last election—well be¬ 
fore, in some cases. And they 
are a mixture of academic anal¬ 
yses of how the party makes 
policy and helpful contributions 
from the hired hands at Smith 
Square. The emphasis, unusu¬ 
ally, is on the years of opposi¬ 
tion. Some major policy issues 
—Rhodesia, Northern Ireland— 
receive only a perfunctory men¬ 
tion. But a picture emerges, 
which has to be retouched 
rather than repainted in the 
light of Thatcher’s regime. It is 
of two different philosophical 
approaches, the interventionist 
Tory and the free market lib¬ 
eral, of “problem-solving” and 
ideology, of alternative govern¬ 
ment against critical opposition. 


ft ha*: all happened quickly 
because nf the juhrerprinzip of 
the party. The authors in gen¬ 
eral accept R. T. Mackenzie's 
rule that “ when appointed the 
leader leads and the party 
follows, except when the parry 
decides not to follow—ihen the 
leader ceases to be leader”. 
Vernon Boganor's essay on 
devolution shows this explicitly, 
in the ca»e of the Declaration 
of Perth and its aftermath. The 
real restraint is exercised by 
“ the big beasts of the jungle” 
(as Christopher Patten MP 
describes them) In the 
Cabinet. The constituencies can 
be “educated”, the party.con¬ 
ference is "carefully managed 
by a group of senior people 
within the National Union ”, 
The bureaucracy operates up¬ 
ward to the leader. Disaffected 
sections have no independent 
nourishment. Under the present 
regime of porcelain and iron 
they have been rapidly purged. 
At Westminster, the big beasts 
exercise iheir muscle where 
they can. The little beasts have 
dinner together. 

Three things stand out from 
this book; the relatively un¬ 
changing nature of the party, 
its dilemma in being led by 
economic radicals who are 
constitutional conservatives, 
and the likely increase in 
“populist authoritarian ” poli¬ 
cies if the economic remedy 
does not work and the constitu¬ 
tional one has been avoided. 

It is remarkable how much 
undemocratic centralism has 
survived in the pany, and how 
linle irs parliamentary repre¬ 
sentatives JThve changed. David 
Butler and Michael Pinto 
Duschinsky analyse the Tory 
elite over the last sixty years. 
The upper middle class donii- 
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nance has heen unchanging. 
The numher of aristocrats has 
been falling, but it actually 
rose at the last election. As for 
the Conservative Working Man 
he may not be imprisoned in 
marble, but he has certainly 
not flown freely into rhe House 
of Commons, Since the war 
only two have arrived there. 

The-Fried man ires'may -find 
themselves trapped. Nevil 
Johnson repeats here his argu¬ 
ment that “the 1 - social, moral 
"and legal basis of the informal 
constitution in the shape it 
gradually acquired after 1832” 
is - noyr “ near the end of its 
useful life”. Sir Keith Joseph 
and his friends, whose actions 
may be helping to destroy the 
unwritten constitution, show no 
awareness as yet that it cannot 
stand the strain to which it is 
subjected. Yet you cannot alter 
the rules in one sphere, and 
not expecr stresses elsewhere. 
It is what Labour stood 
accused of doing after 1970. 
Now the Tories are doing the 
same. If their economic 
policies fall, as I think they 
will, they may rry to exploit 
the distinction analysed in the 
last of these- essays ; between 
the electorate's diffuse, centre- 
orienteted view of socio¬ 
economic issues and its tough, 
fundamentalist view of popu&sc 
authoritarian issues. 

Some of our authors Bre 
nervous of the Boysons and 
Taylors. Teddy Taylor repre¬ 
sents, we are told M a know- 
nothing populist version _ of. 
Conservatism whose connexion 
wirh any of rile historic tenets 
of rhe party remains obscure ". 
For Mrs Tharcher the know- 
nothings have a visceral appeal. 
Nor for her the Gilmour line of 
sticking “as close as possible 
to the centre with a slight Right 
incline". She does not think 
that was how rhe West was 
won. Sir Ian, who contributes 
a somewhat nervous foreword 
to these essays, allows that her 
triumph allows us to test rhe 
politics of conviction instead 
of compromise. When the con¬ 
viction turns into open conflict 
her temptation will be to play 
the law and order card. That 
is the moment when the true 
conservatives may have to ride 
tn the defence of the consti¬ 
tution—or what is left of it.

Even the " most 
chauvinistic • noirh-couritrynian 
would not. pretend that aU one 
needs to-know about the sculp¬ 
ture of..-rids period can be 
found there. Whether or not 
the Trade Descriptions Act 
applies I am unsure, but a little 
modesty might not come amiss 
even to Messrs Collins. 

The art' of northern England 
is, however, extremely import¬ 
ant to an understanding of all 
Viking Age sculpture. The 
settlement of Yorkshire by 
Halfdan and his followers in. 
874 and the gradual establish¬ 
ment of a Scandinavian polity 
in the North provided a stimu¬ 
lus to the artists of the area 
which is well brought out in 
this interesting, controversial 
and lively book. The general 
reader will find great stimulus 
here. He can read for example 
a coherent account of the 

great stone cross at Gosfortii, 

all 4.42 metres of it, surely one 
of the moat splendid stone 
monuments in England. The 
carved scenes on the cross por¬ 
tray the end of two worlds— 
Christian and pagan—^and por¬ 
tray both with obvious symbol¬ 
ism and impenetrable mysti¬ 
cism. 

Dr Bailey leads us through 
rhe intricacies of Viking Age 
ornament, through a chrono-

logical structure, a technological 
disquisition, and a theological 
interpretation, wirh elegance, 
wit, - and fine historical sensiti¬ 
vity. It is a stimulating and 
pleasing departure from the 
normal local study of this sort 
of material. 

As a subject, sculpture is 
full of controversy and there is 
a great deal which Dr Bailey 
states as fact which could and 
should have been qualified by 
tbe word “possibly”. He bas a 
tendency to be one-sided in 
argument 1 . The Durham school 
of archaeologists, to which Dr 
Bailey .belongs, has consider¬ 
able standing, but its members 
should occasionally be a 'little 
more modest about, their own 
judgment. Dr Bailey, whose 
originality is undoubted, could 
perhaps be a linle more gener¬ 
ous to scholars other than W. 
G. Coliingwood. Thar grear 
man Johannes. _ Brondsted 
receives no mention, but his 
Early English Omcanent, pub¬ 
lisher four years before Coll- 
ingwood-s classic Northumbrian 
Crosses, is arguably the most 
important book on this subject 
to be published in rhe course 
of this century. Sir Thomas 
Kendrick's -seminal book Late 
Saxon and Viking Art receives 


less than its due, whilst a dis¬ 
missive tone of criticism 
creeps in when scholars other 
than those from Durham are 
mentioned. 

None the less this is a use¬ 
ful, fine, and happy book and 
is to be recommended to all 
who wish to understand rhe 
visible monuments of the Vik¬ 
ing past in this country. 

Dr Randsborg’s book is less 
happy. A prehistorian, he 
writes rather naively of the 
Vikine Age In Denmark. He 
has little sense of the validity 
of historical sources and this 
lack of sensibility leads ham 
into obliquity or occasional 
downright error. He has not 
defined his audience, has been 
badly served by bis translator 
(the Danish word for 
“brooch” for example, is 
translated “buckle") and occa¬ 
sionally displays a cool indif¬ 
ference to major discussions of 
minor ’themes. It has, for in¬ 
stance. for s number of years 
been accepted that the Anglo- 
Saxon word port at this period 
is best translated as market 
place, yet he persists in the 
ancient error of using the 
word “port" and consequently 
mishandles a great deal of his 
argument concerning towns, 
which forms an important part 
of rhis boob. 

The book is really a 
scholarly pamphlet, of * linle 
use to anyone not steeped in 
the history of. Viking Age Den¬ 
mark. There is no general sur¬ 
vey for the non-Dane or the 
non-specialist Snd. as a in the 
study of runic inscriptions, it 
is too, often one-sided. Dr 
Randsborg has a new and con¬ 
troversial theory concerning 
the importance of climatic 
change in the periodization of 
the Viking Age: a dicey theory 
but one worth examining. But 
he has, for example, a rather 
unsophisticated interpretation 
of the economy of Denmark 
based on the very incomplete 
evidence of the coin hoards and 
there is no consideration of reli¬ 
gion. warfare, or art. Indeed, 
Danish ornament of the Viking 
Age, one of its most obtrusive 
physical remains, is dismissed 
in a single sentence. 

Books for specialists by non- 
specialists too often come to 
grief. This is no exception.

Pbetry 


One of the dangers of “fame”, 
for a poet, is that bis name 
comes to stand in tbe public 
opinion for some characteristic 
of himself and that rhis name 
then swallows up the man. 
Seamus Heaney’s Field Work 
(Faber £3, papa-back £1.65) 
strikes me as a sad example of 
the process. Heaney has won 
much praise for poems about 
bogs and bones and animals, 
poems where language is 
matched to subject-matter with 
such, relish that critics speak of 
his giving us “the soil-reek of 
Ireland” and claim that he has 
inherited Yeats’s bardic mantle, 
This would be neither here nor 
there, in terms of the men’s 
actual talent, save that the new 
volume shows too many signs of 
Heaney ' believing it himself. 
The title sequence. “The 
Skunk”, “The Otter” “The 
Badgers” and “Oysters”, all 
read like poems written with 
one eye' on the anthologies. 
Heaney the Hard Man. Heaney 
the Nature Poet. The bardic 
stuff (eg, “Casualty” end the 
elegy for Robert Lowell) is 
competent, but verges on the 
oracular. Only in one or two 
poems as quiet as “An After¬ 
wards” does this poet succeed 
in escaping his own image. 
Then he writes not to give his 
public what it wants, bur to 
puzzle the. truth out of his own 
experience: 

She would plunge all poets in the 
ninth rirclc 

And fix. them, tooth in skull, 
tonguing for brain : 
Far backbiting in life she'd make 
their hell 

A rabid egotistical daisy-chain. 
There is more authentic feel¬ 
ing in this poem (which I take 
to be self-satire) than in any of 
the down-on-the-form or up-on- 

the-pedestal pieces. 

W. S. Graham's Collected 
Poems 1942-1977 (Faber, £8.50, 
£3.93 paperback) contains all 
his best verse, including his 
masterpiece “The Nightfish¬ 
ing”, where his solipsisric 
philosophical concerns and his 
otherwise self-baffling passion 
for the word as object find a 
perfect escape out tn sea. 
Graham began as one of those 
sub-Dylan ranters of the New 
Apocalypse. He is now his own 
master, tight-lipped, writing 
too many poems which are 
about writing poems (or, alter¬ 


natively, the impossibility of 
writing poems), but winning 
through now and then to a sim¬ 
plicity which is the more im¬ 
pressive because you know he 
has taken nothing for granted. 
Take these lines from a late 
poem, “To my Wife at Mid- 
nighc”, to illustrate his 
virtues: 

Where we each reach. 

Sleeping alone together. 

Nobody can touch. 

It looks easy to express such 
tenderness? Try it. The mean¬ 
ing is banal? Think again. Look 
at that word “nobody” in the 
third line. Listen to it. Only 
a poet who has learned his 
craft the hard way could have 
said it. 

It is a pleasure to welcome 
A Vein of Mockery : Twentieth 
Century Verse Satire back into 
print as a paperback (Heine- 
mann Educational Books, £2.50). 
This anthology, chosen and 
introduced by the late James 
Reeves, contains superb 
splenetic stuff, both famous and 
infamous.

Enemies of Democracy 
By Paul McCormick 

f Temple Smith, £730; paper- 
hack £330) 

Clement Attlee’s view of disrup¬ 
tive tactics inside the Labour 
Party was that “it is rarher 
like an elephant; you cannot 
define it but- you know one 
when you see it”. Thirty years 
later tiie state of affairs has 
become more obvious because 
it is more open and audacious. 
Paul. McCormick even goes so 
far as to produce his Identikit 
M-arxist-Trotskyist: 

Middle class professional, probably 
"a teacher, social worker, lecturer 
or administrator,- in his ’twenties 
unth very -left-wing political views, 
with long ' hair and a Marx-like 
black beard or Che Guevara . mous¬ 
tache. hitched up to fhc female 
version of this species. 

His book. Tor all that it is a 
fascinating and revealing 
account of the struggles in New¬ 
ham Nnrth East (the old seat 
of the inept Mr Reg Prentice, 
as die author would agree), is 
as tendentious as_. the above 
characterization: if only- the 

problem* were as simple as that. 
But then the litigious. Mr Mc¬ 
Cormick was fighting a rough 
and bruising battle - to wrest 

control of the constituency 
aivav from a minority of mjtit¬ 
an tf- serving injunctions to halt 
iheir machinations as other 
activists serve political pamph- 

1 C treses'rch fellow sic Nuffield 
College, Mr McCormick con¬ 


ducted his operations for the 
most part from Oxford, with his 
friend Julian Lewis acting in 
the front line in tbe constitu¬ 
ency. By his calculations, there 
were a couple, of Marxists on 
the Newham North Easr general 
management committee in 1971; 
by 1976 there were no fewer 
than 40, all newcomers to the 
constituency, and all beavering 
away in each ward- 

They conducted a brilliant 
campaign, adopting similar tac¬ 
tics "to those- of their sworn 
enemies, bolding caucus groups, 
packing meetings' at die last 
minute with moderates. They 
even overturned . rhe militant 
majority ;fcr a while, but in 
the end they were to be un¬ 
successful, a factor, no doubt, 
which clduded some of McCor¬ 
mick's judgments when he came 
to write the book. Anyone who 
is not actually with them is 
portrayed as a stooge of the 
militant left: it makes for good 
polemics but loses on objec¬ 
tivity. 

Nonetheless, Mr McCormick 
has succeeded,-against all the 
odds, in writing an absorbing 
account, given that his raw 
material is endless meetings 
and court proceedings, of toe 
campaign. His political objec¬ 
tives cannot be challenged, and 
the centre-right should - have 
much to gam from has endea-' 
vmirs, even if they only learn 
tiiat they must be prepared to 
sir on hard-bearwood chairs in 

draughty committee rooms so 
that they are there when the 
votes are counted. .

Desmond Hogan establishes 
himself among the' best 
novelists with The Leaves on 
Grey. He has a lot to say,: which 
be does with elegance and 
maturity (his youth—he is in 
his twenties—is surprising), and 
this second novel is a remark¬ 
able advance from his first. 
The Ikon-Maker.- In The Leaves 
on Grey the narrator is a 
middle-aged lawyer, • Sean 
McMahon,. who tries to. ‘-free 
himself from the effects of two 
revolutions; he has much in 
common with "the most, ad¬ 
mirable qualities of Dr Zhivago 
but Sean McMahon, it should 
be said, has attachments, intel¬ 
ligence and conclusions char 
are sturdier. 

Elizabeth Ken neatly, a 
Moscow-born exile, dominates 
the imaginations of Sean and 
his friends in the County Gal¬ 
way town where she has mar¬ 
ried a highly respecred Irish 
doctor: her son Liam studies 
with Sean, loves the same, girl, 
is drawn and repelled in simi¬ 
lar ways by jx>st-19JG Irish 
republican politics—with . Mrs 
Kenneally leading the ambiva¬ 
lent warcry, “ Vive la 


republique. Long live a bloody 
eyesore After an affair with 
an Irish politician she drowns 
herself bur, until almost the 
end . of the norel, the glamour 
of her heated history, tbe 
staining failures, the hopes, are 
brilliantly shown ■ as pact of 
Ireland. Ulster." and the. Went 
this century. Liam escapes for 
a short rime in a California 
universiry bur returns to help 
begin an Ulster branch of 
a timeless monastic order. The 
lyrical metaphor of Desmond 
Hogan's title, his images of 
growth against jaded ghosts, are 
steadied by the power of his 
characterization; his language 
is succinct and utterly fresh. 
He wishes fiction to be a moral 
force, and his could be. 

There are also seductive 
ghosts at the centre of Penelope 
Shuttle's new novel. The 
Mirror of the Giant aod, like 
Mr Hogan, she is compassionate 
and moving. Her control and 
humour have become clearer 
than in her earlier prose and 
her principal phantom, a dead 
young Devon girl, is private but 
vivid: she hiccups, blushes, 
smells of dry rot, jumps about 
and laughs a great deal. Beth, 
the wife of a military historian, 
pursues her as much as 'her 
husband does. He is clinging^ to 
the ghost, who is his first wife, 
because he is ashamed rhat he 
couldn’t prevent her violent 
death. Bur Beth, through seek¬ 
ing out and loving rhe finer 
aspeers of rhe ghost’s past, 
finally exorcises her. 

James Salter, an American, 
tells tales of adventures that 
are profound disco'ncerters. I 
have read one of his four pre¬ 
vious novels, Light Years , but 
the strength nf his Solo Faces 
(Collins, £5.50) is unexpected. 
Vernon Rand and Jack Cabot, 
Americans in their thirties, find 


more than companionship while 
climbing the Alps in France: 
the immenseness of the mount¬ 
ains magnifies every step, every 
word, rhe significance of iheir 
place in the world; and they 
climb by their own routes, find¬ 
ing the flaws jn the slick, icy 
heights. Mr Salter communi¬ 
cates the elation and willpower 
of mountaineering. But the 
men's climb down from the 
peaks, and the after-effects of 
their own legend-making, are 
more dramatic. 

At first Susan Cheever’s 
Looking for Work (Weidenfeld 
St Nicolson, £5.25) is witty and 
optimistic in spite of wbat she 
sees as awesome burdens— 
parents. The trouble again is 
caused by legends of our time 
because the parents of her hero 
and heroine, Jason and Salley, 
are famous in’ American aca¬ 
demic and literary life. Norman 
Mailer teaches Jason to box; 
Philip Roth is at Jason's wed¬ 
ding to Sallev and tells them, 
“I hope you’ll call me. I have 
someone who cooks dinner 
now.” They don’t call him 
(nor does he call them) but 
Salley gives up a reporter’s 
job to join Jason in San Fran¬ 
cisco where he is in at the 
beginning .and swift end, of a 
magazine. With unsatisfied am¬ 
bitions' and a marriage collaps¬ 
ing rather easily, Salley returns 
to New York, at last finds work 
on Newsweek and, aftfer refus¬ 
ing to consider a second mar¬ 
riage to her artist lover, she 
decides she isn’t tough' enough 
for love. Miss Cheever's irony 
is trim. She happens to be John 
Cheever's daughter add 'once 
the deliberate name thumping 

and defensive cynicism are over¬ 
come. her first novel finds its 
own. quiet grace.

Olympic Games 



are at last out to the flame

Lake Placid, Feb 33.' ; 

A flame now burns at Mount 
van Koevcnberg and countless 
ethers bum in the hearts'of those 
seeking Olympic glory here'during 1 
the next week or two. Politics, at 
last, have given way to sport and, 
with a plague on both their ho.uses 
m the committee rooms of the 
Americans and the Russians, we 
can all breathe freely again—-for 
the time being at least. 

The tussle at diplomatic level 
between the United Srates apd the 
Soviet ■ Union is about to be re¬ 
placed by engagements on the ice 
and .snow, with others, the East 
Germans especially, anxious to 
have 'their say. 

The Americans are looking to a 
comparatively unfashionable sport, 
*peed skating, for their main suc¬ 
cesses, the Russians to a broad 
sweep across the board, except on 
the bobsleigh and luge runs, and 
Britain ■ to one particular event, 
the hiahlv prized mens’ figure 
abating title. 

It now seems to be generally 
conceded that nnlv Robin Cousins 
can beat Robin Cousins. At his 
best the British champion sur¬ 
passes every ocher skater in the 
world, but the tantalizing truth is 
that few skaters are ever at their 
best in all three elements of their 
discipline. 

IVe' shall therefore suffer chau¬ 
vinistic shivers if Cousins falls to 
produce the figures he laid down 
in Goreborg during the European 
championship recently, jf he fluffs 
the short programme, as he did 
during the world championship .in 
Vienna last year (his ’"‘chicked ” 
performance in Goreborg’s short 
programme was more of a hiccup), 
and if he goes to pieces Fa rhe 
free, as he'did during the British 
championship this season. 

It is some consolation to bear 
in mind that the same worries 
plague most other skaters. Perhaps 
Vladimir Koyalyoy (Soviet Union), 
the holder of the world title, and 
.Jan Hoffmann (East Gennady} a 



former holder, are exceptions, in 
that they are unusually consistent; 
but consistency in skating is apt 
to bring'in its train of lack of 
inspiration. 

The women's event, by com¬ 
parison, Is pallid stuff. The'stan¬ 
dard is generally low- and few 
people outside the United States 
and East Germany seem to care 
much whether it is to be Linda 
Fratianne or. Anetr Pfltzsch who 
comes out on top. Miss Fratianne 
won rhe world championship in 
1977 and apain last year; Miss 
Potzsch. second on both occasions, 
won in the intervening year, when 
Miss Fratianne was second. 

The pairs will produce' a clash 
of arms between the United States 
and Sovier Union (there is no 
keeping them apart), as Irina 
RodnJna and her husband. Alex¬ 
ander Zaitsev, return 'to the fray 
after a year off with their new¬ 
born baby. The spectacular Tai 
Babilonia and Randy Gardner 
succeeded to the title ami alt 
America, it seems, will be willing 
them-to do so again. American 
charges of Russian irregularities 
add spice to an occasion already 
.brimming over with emotion. 

The ice dance event Is unlikely 
to change the European order of 
Natal U Linichuk and Gennadi 
Karpousov (Soviet Union) first 


add Krisbtrina Regoec'y and Anflras 
Sallay (Hungary) second, but the 
/text best Russian couple, Irina 
Moiseyeva and Andrei NUnenkov, 
seem vulnerable In third place. 
The British champions, Jayne 
Torvill and Christopher Clean, of 
Nottingham, are the ones most 
likely to take advantage of any 
lapse here. . . 

So far as anything can be 
certain on these treacherous sur¬ 
faces of sporting endeavour, 
Sweden should confidently expect 
to celebrate one gold medal, that 
of the giant slalom. It Is so long 
now since Ingemar Stenmark was 
beaten in this event that for him 
to "Fall would amount almost tu an 
affront of the laws of nature. 

■ The men's downhill, the blue 
riband oF the sport, knows no 
favourites. There Is no Klammer, 
no Russi, no Killy to demoralize 
the opposition before the gate, 
opens. Before Lake Placid began’ 
to claim public attention any one 
of a dozen - skiers might have 
hoped to win here. Now to them 
must be added Valeri Tsyganuv, 
of the Soviet Union, Jn training 
Tsyganuv has been consistently 
placed among the 'iadcVc in:?, 
unless he has less in reserve than 
the others, he must be ia with a 
chance. Again. a Russian winning 
an Alpine event would be an inter¬ 
esting sporting development, 
though it is hardly likely ro be 
aD that popular in these parts. 

The women’s Alpine events pro¬ 
vide the setting for a test of tbar- 
acter of Annemarie Moser, of 
Austria, who needs tn add an 
Olympic title to her various other 
achievements if she is to justify 
the title generally conferred on her 
of die best woman skier tbe world 
lias known. 

Mrs Moser fthen Miss Proll), 
was a strung favourite far both 
the downfitll and giant slalom at 
Sapporo in 1972 but was con¬ 
founded in both events by Marie- 
There Nadig. a chunky little Swiss 
who has again emerged from the 


shadows this year to threaW-H'Mrs 
Moser’s -position. ■ v 
Mrs Moser could .not. face* 
another failure in her own country 
in 1976 and it. was Rbsf Mmer- 
maier,;6f:Wesr Germany, who took 
the downhill, together with -t» 
slalom and a silver medal id Jn* 
giant slalom at Innsbruck; The 
elusive third gold then went to 
Ksthie Kreiner, against all expec¬ 
tations outside Canada- 
Mean while a new -Mitternwler 
fiance has arisen in Hanoi .Wenzel, 
of Liechtenstein. Like Miss Micter* 
maicr, Miss Wenzel is gifted in all 


three Alpine events and probably 
commends, . at this moment, a 


higher stature than was the case 
with Miss Mitrermaier four .years 


ago. 


The downhill seems beyond her 
powers, perhaps, 'but then so It 
did for Miss Mitrermalcr four 
years ago. Justice demands Thai 
she wins an Olympic gold medal 
somewhere tu accompany her 
world championship gold in the 
1974 slalom. The slalom Is perhaps 
her be^r bet. but she is a genuine 
challenger for all three titles. 

Incidentally the Inclusion of Evi 
WitTprmaier in tile West German 
team perpetuates » ctismflng 
family tradition. Since Heidi, the 
eldest sister, raced in the winter 
Olympics of 1960 at Squaw Valley 
there has been a Mirtermaier 
competing for 20 years. 

Not one family but two launch 
the American speed skating effort. 
Eric Heiden is thought capable 
of winning all five men's gold 
medals, from SuO to 10,000 metres, 
his sister, Beth, perhaps two or 
three among the women. 

We expect/a rich East German 
harvest on the bob and luge, 
with substantial challengers from 
Switzerland and the United States 
in the former, the usual'domina¬ 
tion of the Nordic skiing by tbe 
Scandinavian nations, and an awe¬ 
some performance of power and 
skill by the ice hockey men from 
the Soviet Union. 


The unstoppable 
march of 
Russia starts 


Lake Placid. Feb 13.—The Soviet 
Union. Czechoslovakia and Canada 
scored impressive victories while 
Romania and Poland—and the 
United States to a lesser degree— 
recorded minor upsets on the 
opening day of the ice hockey 
competition. 

The top-seeded Russians over¬ 
whelmed the bottom-seeded Japan¬ 
ese 16—0 as they began what most 
people expect will be an unstop¬ 
pable march to their fifth con¬ 
secutive Olympic gold medal. 
Czechoslovakia, considered the 
team with the best chance of keep¬ 
ing the Russians from tbe gold, 
outclassed Norway 11—0 and the 
Canadians trounced the Nether¬ 
lands 11—1. 

Romania, seeded tenth, scored 
rhe final four goals of'the game 
to defeat the sixth-seeded' West 
Germany 6— t. and the ninth-seeds, 
Poland, edged the fifth-seeded Fin- 
land 5—4. In the most dramatic 
of the six opening-day games the 
Americans came from behind to 
draw 2—2 with Sweden after scor¬ 
ing 27 seconds from the end of 
the game. 

Baker scored that goal for the 
United States after their.coach. 
Herb Brooks, his teSm down 2L-1 
with A Minute to play, put all six 
skaters on the attack. The Swedes' 
are seeded tHird, the Americans 
seventh. 

The'" Japanese changed their 
goalkeeper after he let in eight 
goals against the Russians in the 
first period.

The 
hig, fast, fluid Soviet team com¬ 
pletely' dominated the game. -

Lake Placid, Feb 13.—Sepp 
Walcher, the reigning world down¬ 
hill champion, went out of the 
Olympic Games today as a public 
argument threatened to split the 
Austrian ski team. With only 24 
hours to go to the meu’s downhill 
race, the ope tuns event of the 
Alpine ski programme, the five 
Austrian downhill skiers, team 
trainers and officials were Involved 
In a shouting match in the public 
cafeteria at the bottom of the 
Whireface Mountain ski runs. 

The violent dispute, which ended 
In Walter Grissmann walking out 
and threatening not to race is 
today's final practice, was over 
■how the four men who will race 
tomorrow would be chosen. The 
dispute goes back to long before 
the skiers came to North America. 

The original intention of the 
Austrian ski federation, which is 
blessed with a plethora of potential 
gild acdal wirruez* is the down¬ 
hill, was that the four timed prac¬ 
tice runs here would be used to 
select tbe team. But the skiers 
objected and rhe federation then 
named Grissmann. Walcher, Marti 
Weirather and Peter Wimiberger 
to the team and Leonhard Stock 
as reserve. 

Then. Stock, who Injured htm- 
self during the first downhill of 
the season In December in Val 
D'Isere. and only returned to com¬ 
petition at Wengen (Austria) (n 
Janaary, upset the apple cart by 
-turning in the fastest practice 
times in the first three runs. 

Late last night the Austrian offi¬ 
cials decided to revert to their 
original plan and cboose the race- 
day team on their practice times. 
The skiers again revolted and after 
this morning’s blazing row the 
officials changed their minds 
again. Stock and Weirather were 
qualified, they said, and Griss- 
znann, Wirnsberger and Walcher 
would have to fight for the other 
two places. That was when Griss- 
inann walked out. 

Walcher recanted, however, and 
all five Austrians took part in the 
final practice. Walcher was ibe 
slowest by over half a second on 
the 3,009-metre course. But Wal¬ 
cher may yet get a reprieve. Long 
after the skiers had finished, an 
Austrian team official who had 
been on the course came down to 
tbe finish and told reporters that 
Wirnsberger, the fastest Austrian 
today with a time of 1 min 
45.12 sec, missed a gate, which 
leFt the officials with the decision 
they have been trying to avoid 
for weeks. 

The fastest rime today, and in¬ 
deed "overall, was set by Herbert 
Plank, of Italy, who docked 
1 :43.91.

A decade of stability in the competition that operates like a caste system 

Liverpool finish on top of this league too 


For the Football League the' 
1970s were, a decade of stability- 
By and large, the teams which 
began the'1369-70 season near the 
top of the League were in much 
the same position at the end of 
1978-79. The league operates 
almost as a caste system, with 
teams from che lower divisions 
finding it very’ difficult tu throw 
off their lowly status, even tem¬ 
porarily. Ol the 48 teams which 
started the 1969-70 season in the 
third and fourth divisions unly 
eight ended the 1970s in a higher 
division, and only 11 ever reached 
the second division. In addition, 
two uf the newcomers to the league 
during the 1970s, Cambridge United 
and Hereford United, also reached 
the second division, but Hereford 
subsequently returned to the 
fourth. On the other side of the 
coin, 35 of the 44 teams In the 
first and second divisions at the 
start of the seventies ended the 
decade <□ the same divisions, and 
27 of them never left these divi¬ 
sions. 

hi all 13 teams spent the 1970s 
id just one division. Eight of 
these (Arsenal, Coventry City, 
Derby County, Everton, Ipswich 
Town, Leeds United, Liverpool 
and Manchester City) were in thn 
first division throughout and four 
(Crewe Alexandra, Darlington, 
Hartlepool and Newport County 
never escaped from the fourth. 
Walsall spent all 10 seasons in 
the third, but were relegated at 
tile end of last season. 

Only one team played in all femr 
divisions. Huddersfield Town, who 
begad the decade by winning, the 
second division championship and 
then spent two seasons in the first, 
but ended just 12 places above rtu» 
reelection zone. Huddersfield 
were also the only team to hi*' 
relegated three times ; three teams 
(Brighton and Hove Albion, Cam¬ 
bridge and Swansea City) won pro¬ 
motion three times. 

Nut surprisingly, Huddersfield'i 
highest a,nd lowest positions in tin* 


. 92-team league' were furthest 
-apart, with their highest—15th in 
.1970-71—being 64 places abnvu 
their lowest—-79th in 1977-7S. Other, 
teams to cover more than 50 places 
were Oldham Athletic. Cambridge 
and York City. Liverpool were 
never out of the top five positions 
—for the past seven seasons they 
have not been out of Lite top two 
—and Leeds were never out of the 
tup ten; neither Hartlepool nor 
Crewe ever rose out of the bottom 
14. The most notable example of 
mid-table stability bus been Bristol 
Rovers, who have invariably fin¬ 
ished near the bottom of ttu* 
second division or near the top of 
the third. Other teams with simi¬ 
larly consistent records are Sun¬ 
derland, Walsall and Fulham. 

Of the 2U.279 games played over 
the 10 seasons. 14.457 ( 71.3 per 
cent! produced a definite result; 
and the remaining 5,822 (28.7 per 
cent) were drawn. There were 
51,813 goals, an average of 2.5K 
per game. The fourth division has 
been best for goals as well as for 
positive results. Despite grumb- 
ljncs from Mime quarters that 
goals seemed to be gening scarcer, 
the lowest-scoring season was 1972- 
74 ; each ur the last four seasons 
has produced a total which -is 
above-average for the decade. 

The question of devising an 
order of merit for the 92 clufas-7- 
or, at least, lor the 5$ who were 
members of the Football 'League 
throughout the 1970s—-can be ap¬ 
proached from many- angles. The 
fairest method to rank all teams, 
no matter where they began rhe 
decade, is to work nut the aver* 
age number of points a game 
picked up by each, and this is 
used for the accompanying, table 
(presented as points per 100 games 
fnr.simplicity)- The cable includes 
all the teams that played in the 
league during 'the 1970s except 
Barrow, Bradford, Wigan Athletic 
and Wimbledon, none of whom 
played, more than three seasons.

Using this criterion, Liverpool 
cutnfortably emerge as champions, 
with a remarkable record of over 
four points in three games, nearly 
57 puints a season. Their average 
Is a full tenth of a point a game 
better than Lewis and although 
this may not sound very signifi¬ 
cant. it adds up to four points a 
seaMin. Liverpool have averaged 
over nine points a season more 
than the fourth-placed club, 
ArMinal. Even Leeds's apparent 
proximity tu the leaders is slightly 
illusory, sihee they had a decade 
of two halves. 

Liverpool picked up the largest 
number of points (5691. won the 
largest number oF games (228). 
and had the highest percentage of 
games won (54.3 per cent), bvetf 


5 per cent above the second team, 
Leeds, and almost 12 per cent 
above the third, Brighton. Liver¬ 
pool have also lost the fewest 
number, only 79. and the smallest 
percentage, 18.8, nearly 5 per 
cent fewer than Leeds and 10 
per cent fewer than Notts 
County. Liverpool's goal average 
over the decade was 1.97 scored 
for cacb one conceded, with Leeds 
second on 1.53 and Aston Villa 
third with 1.28. Tbe position Is 
the same with regard to goal dif¬ 
ference : Liverpuol scored 311 
goals more titan they conceded. 
Leeds 232 mure, and the third 
team. Wrexham, 142 more. 

Liverpool also conceded fewest 
goals, 332. while Leeds conceded 
437 and the third team, Middles¬ 
brough, 443. Rochdale conceded 
696 goals and Newport G91. Liver¬ 
pool were the only team to con¬ 
cede less than a goal a game on 
average—77 per 100 games—while 
Leeds conceded 104 and Middles¬ 
brough 105, The team with the 
worst defensive record wad 
Charlton Athletic. Lincoln City 
scored must goals, 701, thanks 
mainly to the 111 they scored id 
1975-76, the highest number 
scored by aqy team in any division 
since Chester’s 119 in 1964-65. 
Leeds had the best scoring aver¬ 
age, however, with 159 per 300 
games. The team whose games 
involved, on average, -the highest 
number of goals was Chariton, 
followed by Lincoln, Northampton 
Tuwn, Newport and Manchester 
United. The greatest feasr was 
enjoyed in the 1SG9-70 season by 
supporters of Reading, whose 46 
games produced 164 goals. The 
most barren season was suffered 
in 1970-71 hy supporters of Liver¬ 
pool. whose 42 games produced 
a mere 66 goals, 1.57 per game.

Zaman has the last word 
in a play of five acts

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Fatality mars Little Owl’s flight to victory

The Ascot fences took their toll 
on a great many fancied runners 
yesterday ; but, despite making 
three mistakes, the Peter Easierhy- 
Tralncd Little Owl won the 
Reynolds!own Steeplechase unchal¬ 
lenged hy 12 lengths. Mrs Bobby 
Gundry’s six-year-old will now rake 
on Venture Tn Cognac and the 
Irish raider. Flame Gun. in the 
Sun Alliance Steeplechase at 
Cheltenham. 

Thc race was marred by a fatal 
accident to Caper’s Lad, who fell 
at the last open ditch when still 
five lengths dear of thc J1-10 
favourite. Caper’s Lad. ridden by 
his trainer. Richard Mitchell, had 
taken up the running at the ninth 
fence, where Henry Bishop came 
to grief. After a bold display of 
brilliant jumping Caper's Lad 
apparently died in mid-air. having 
suffered an internal haemorrhage. 
Mitchell wus taken tn hospital with 
a suspected broken nose. The other 
fancied casualty was BaUydnnagh. 
who was well beaten when he fell 
at The second last fence. 

John O’Neill was Tull nr praise 
fnr Little Owl. “ I could have 
picked up Caper's Lad any time 
I chose and 1 was glad to be 
getting a lead, but thc BBC van 
which follows the runners round 
definitely distracted my fellow. It 
was his own fault that he hit the 
Jitsr fence first time round, but 
after that Little Owl kept nn look¬ 
ing ar rhe van and I had difficulty 
in getting Urn to concentrate at 
the next two fences.” 

O’Neill said that he would be 
riding work oo Sea Pigeon and 
Gleason, bis likely Champion 
Hurdle and Triumph Hurdle 
mourn, at Matron on Sanirdav, 
The cham<Tion jockey now has 81 
successes this season. 

Tim Forster alsn complained 
about the vehicle after Mireler Spy 
had gained his firsi victory For 
two and a half vea-s in the day's 
h'g race, thc Whitbread Trial 
Handicap Steeplechase. “ Graham 
Thorncr told me that was why 
Master Spy made such a shocking 
hjumter at the eleventh fence be¬ 
fore finishing second tn Raffi Nel¬ 
son in the Kirk and Kirk Handicap 
here in November ”. Forster said. 

If crcr a horse deserved to win 
a big race, it is Master Spy, who 
has been attempting some impos¬ 


sible tasks in the last three 
seasons. ** He finished second to 
the 1977 Gold Cup winner. Mid¬ 
night Court, at level weights, and 
last year he was only beaten one 
and a half lengths when trying 
to give a stone to Diamond Edge ”, 
thc Wantage trainer added. 

Master Spy was tubed after fin¬ 
ishing third in the SCB Handicap 
at Ascot in December. “ Yester¬ 
day's was tn have been his last 
race, but now wc’il hove to think 
again and he may be hobdayed.” 
It must he admitted that Master 
Spy’s task was made a great deal 
easier, as the first three fav¬ 
ourites. Sweet September. Kenlis 
and Modesty Forbids, aU came to 
Brier. 

Tim Thomson Jones excelled In 
his handling of Master Spy. The 
amateur sits still and gives his 
mounts plenty of rein, and they all 
run idndiy for him. 

Modesty Forbids has been struck 
out nf the Grand National, but 
his trainer. Josh Gifford, con¬ 
tinued in fine form, landing a 
double with Southern Mobile In 
rhe Sapling Novices Steeplechase 
and with Ross du Vin In the 
Fernbank Hurdle. " Ross du Vin 
has been improving all season,” 
the Findon trainer said, ** and he 
has now earned his place in the 
line-up Tor the Waterford Crystal 
Stayers Hurdle at Cheltenham.” 

Desert Hero proved a bitter dis¬ 
appointment in the Datchet 
Novices Hurdle. The 2-1 favourite 
loomed up looking all over a 
winner turning for home, he 
jumped the last flight in front 
but faded quickly and finished un¬ 
placed behind Tbe Goldstone. who 
battled on gamely to beat Naval- 
kar. 

Plans for the leading Gold Cup 
hopes have now been finalised. 
After Open Fire had fallen at the 
second fence from home in South¬ 
ern Mobile’s race, his trainer, 
Fulke Waiwyn, said that Diamond 
Edge would go for thc Jim Ford 
Challenge Cup at Wincanton next 
week. Border incident is likely to 
run in the Fairiawne Chase at 
Windsor on Wednesday, but Silver 
Buck will probably wait for the 
Harry Isaacs Memorial Cup at 
Hereford on March 1.

Jo the light of a further statement 
the Rhodesian Attorney General 
was considering whether or not the 
prosecution against Mr Garfield 
Todd, the former Prime Minister, 
should proceed. Sir Ian GUmour, 
Lord Privy Seal, said in answer to 
a question. 

He said Mr Todd called on the 
Rhodesian Attorney General yes¬ 
terday and made a statement which 
brought to light the circumstances 
which he had not previously dis¬ 
closed to the police. 

Mr Peter Shore, . Opposition 
spokesman on foreign affairs 
(Tower Hamlets, Stepney and Pop¬ 
lar. Lab) had asked the Lord Privy 
Seal to make a statement on the 
progress of the election campaign, 
in Rhodesia. 

Sir Ian GUmour (Chesham and 

Amersham, Cl—The problem of 

intimidation of voters in the rural 
areas, the scope of which has- now 
been confirmed to the Governor by 
the British election supervisors, 
continues to cause great concern. 

The Governor has enacted' an 
ordinance enabling him to suspend 
elections in any area where 
systematic intimidation makes it 
impossible for a fair election to be 
Held. He has also listed a number 
or areas where intimidation is par¬ 
ticularly severe. 

This should warn those of what¬ 
ever party who seek to deprive 
others of the right to campaign 
freely and peacefully of the pos¬ 
sible consequences of their actions. 
The Government win also be taking 
positive measures to strengthen 
supervision of the elections by 
sending a large 'number of addi¬ 
tional personnel to be present in 
polling stations in rural areas, to 
ensure that the arrangements for 
voting are scrupulously fair. 

As the House will' be aware, 
there has been a further deplorable 
attack upon Mr Mugabe. Investiga¬ 
tions are being pursued. The Gov¬ 
ernor will continue to take firm 
measures to deal with intimida¬ 
tion. violence and breaches of the 
ceasefire from whatever quarter. 
Despite the serious problems which 
exist, the Government is deter¬ 
mined to carry the election 
through to a successful conclusion 
and to ensure that it is conducted 
as fairly and freely as possible. 

Mr Shore—I particularly welcome 
the additional British personnel 
who will be there ro supervise the 
electoral polling day arrangements. 

T strongly associate myself with his 
remarks about the second attempt 
to assassinate Mr Mugabe. 

Intimidation, breaches of the 
ceasefire, assassination attempts, 
arc all a great danger in these re¬ 


maining two or three weeks of the 
Rhodesian elections. Wc accept the 
Governor and his small British 
staff are doing their best in diffi¬ 
cult circumstances. 

In all that they do they have not 
only to be fair but to be seen to 
be fair, and that is not so easy. 
There is growing concern that the 
advice and information that the 
Governor and his British staff are 
getting from the Rhodesian civil 
and military authorities is strongly 
biased. That is a major problem- 

How can the Government accept 
the treatment of the former Prime 
Minister Mr Garfield Todd ? Con¬ 
trol of prosecutions Is one of the 
powers vested in the Governor. 

On the powers to disenfranchise 
ail electors in various districts, 
who is going to give the Governor 
advice on areas where Intimida¬ 
tion is most intense? What use is 
being made of the Commonwealth 
observers? They are a high pow¬ 
ered and experienced team sent to 
assist Jn this and other tasks. 

Will be extend an invitation to 
. Mr Smith to join other party 
leaders id publicly reaffirming his 
.commitment to the outcome of the 
Lancaster House agreement and 
withdraw the remark he made yes¬ 
terday about not accepting the 
election results if they went the 
way he disliked. 

Sir Jan Gilmour—That is a matter 
for the Governor. We will see ’ 
whether Mr Smith was properly 
reported. 

There is no doubt that the Gov¬ 
ernor and his staff have done a 
remarkable job, and are still doing 
so. They have been unfairly tra¬ 
duced in many quarters. I do not 
accept the implication rbat they 
are getting biased advice. The 
advice tbe Governor was acting on 
when he promulgated this 
ordinance came from the British 
election supervisors. They are 
quite clear about what is going on 
in the areas they visited. 

Mr John Biggs-Davison (Epping 
Forest, C)—Since Mr Mugabe's 
faction has threatened to carry on 
tbe war if it loses tbe election and 
is presumably in breach of the 
Lancaster House agreement 
because of its violations of tbe 
ceasefire, will he give the Gover¬ 
nor full support should he find it 
necessary to ban those who prefer 
intimidation to democracy? 

Sir Ian Gilmour—He is right. 
There is a serious problem of 
intimidation. That is why the 
British election supervisors have 
given the advice they have to the 
Governor. 

Intimidation is undoubtedly rife 
throughout the eastern parts of the 
country, it continues to be impos¬ 
sible for political leaders including 


Mr Nkomo and Bishop Muzorewa 
to hold election meetings in those 
areas. 

Mr Alexander Lyon (York. Lab)— 
How can there be a free election in 
Rhodesia when a substantial 
number of the voters are refused 
the possibility of going to the 
polls? How can that be seen to be 
free and fair by the rest of the 
world? 

Does Mr Mugabe- have to be 
killed before something is done 
about the auxiliaries in Rhodesia? 
Sir Ian Gilmour—He is maintain¬ 
ing his usual form. We have no 
reason to believe it was tbe auxilia¬ 
ries who were guilty of these dep¬ 
lorable attacks on Mr Mugabe. 

Of course we do not warn to ban 
anybody from voting In the elec¬ 
tions. Surely even Mr Lyon should 
be concerned at the intimidation 
which might make such action 
necessary. 

Mr Julian Axnery (Brighton, Pavi¬ 
lion. C)—What is to be the compo¬ 
sition and terms of reference of 
the delegation from this House 
that wc understand Is to be sent to 
observe the elections? Can he 
explain why no attempt appears‘to 
have been made to invite members 
of the Boyd Commission to go out? 

Would it not bavc been useful 
to have someone there who had 
seen the process or elections In 
Rhodesia conducted already? 

Sir Ian Gilmour—I am not sure 
whether the composition of the 
parliamentary delegation has been 
announced. i do not think they 
have terms of reference. They are 
going to observe the elections. 

One member of the Boyd Com¬ 
mission is already in Rbodesia. I 
do not know whether other 
members wish to go. If so. we can 
draw the attention of the Governor 
to the fact. 

Mr Andrew Fanlds (Warley, Ease, 
Lab)—Will not the open partisan¬ 
ship of the Governor, which boa 
been noted by the foreign and 
British press, and the possible ban¬ 
ning of Mugabe candidates and 
declaring invalid of results in that 
part of Southern Rfaodesa. be seen 
as British rigging of the election 
on Smith's behalf? (Loud Conser¬ 
vative protests.) 

Sir lan Gilmour—That is a fairly 
disgraceful question. It is quite 
outrageous to suggest tbat the 
Governor is partisan. He talks 
about this being noted by the 
foreign press. The foreign press 
take up quite a lot of what is said 
in this House. People like him are 
largely responsible for what is 
written about the partisan ... 
(Loud interruptions and Conserva¬ 
tive cheers.) 




Government has ‘mystical belief’ 
in causes of inflation 


House of Lords 

This would be the first year in 
Britain’s history when the country 
became a net importer of man¬ 
ufactured goods. Lorld Kaidor 
(Lab) said in opening a debate 
oh the economy. 

Lord Kaidor called attention to 
the implications of the industrial, 
financial and monetary policies 
of the Government for economic 
growth, the standard of living, the 
level of employment and the 
country's potential self-defence. 

He said that the over-valuation 
of the pound which ■ began in 
October 1977, and which greatly 
accelerated after the last election, 
threatened to telescope into a few 
years the fi nal Collapse of 
Britain’s industry, which -might 
otherwise have taken a decade or 
more. 

The money supply, virtually an 
unknown quantity throughout the 
post war period, had come to 
occupy the centre 'of the stage, 
ami in the. view of present minis¬ 
ters had an almost mystic import¬ 
ance. There was grave danger that 
the Government would fail in its 
declared chief objectives through 
the naivety of its beliefs -and in 
that process would greatly aggra¬ 
vate the evils from which the 
country had been suffering for 
many years. 

• You cannot cure inflation (be 
said) without having some idea 
based on reason and not on 
mystical belief, about the causes 
of inflation, the forces behind it, 
dnd the mechanism through which 
it is transmitted. 

■The Government's cure for 
higher unemployment and falling 
production was more public ex¬ 
penditure cuts and more taxation 
to' stop the public sector borrow¬ 
ing requirement from rising. 

Inflation would continue apace. 
The rise in unemployment and 
fall in rea] wages was bound to 
increase the militancy .of die 
unions to a degree that was not 
likely to be offset by the attitude 
of the Government. 

' The Government's policies 
wnuld lead to a progressive deter¬ 
ioration in Britain's civilization, 
measured by the wellbeing of the 
average citizen, as well as of the 
capacity of the nation to produce 
weapons for her defence. 

The sooner this is recognized 
(he said) and the sooner the Gov¬ 
ernment is brave enough and manly 
enough to do the necessary U- 
turns, the better for our future. 
J.ord Rochester (L> said that in 
nation was public enemy number 
one. Public expenditure needed to 
lie reduced, but that could be 

done in a more gradual manner. 

The main criticism by the Liberals 
was the seeming reliance of the 
Government, to the exclusion of 
all else, on controlling the money 
supply- There were indications 
that that policy was proving inef¬ 
fective. . . 

The Government should inter¬ 
vene In the contentions sphere of 
legislation affecting trade unions. 
Following recent events and judg¬ 


ments it was essential Parliament 
stepped in. He congratulated the 
Secretary of State for Employ¬ 
ment for the level-beaded way he 
had introduced the Employment 
Bill. 

Lord Cock field. Minister of State, 
Treasury, said the Government’s 
policy offered hope for the future. 
There was no alternative policy 
which could offer hope at all. 

The Government inherited a sin¬ 
gularly unpleasant situation id 
May, 1979. In' five years of Labour 
Government, prices bad risen by 
112 per cent and unemployment 
had increased from less than 
600,000 to more than 1,-300,000 on 
a seasonally adjusted basis. Manu¬ 
facturing output In 1979 was no 
better tban in 1973. Things were 
getting worse. 

When a malady is as deep- 
seated as this (he. said), when a 
disease has spread so far. It can¬ 
not be cured in days, weeks or 
months. 

What we have to do is to start 
a cure—and that is what we have 
done—persist with tbe cure, and 
that is wbat we are doing, and 
ultimately achieve the cure. That 
is what we shall do. 

It was a pre-condition of 
success in defeating inflation to 
have a firm monetary and finan¬ 
cial policy. Without it,' all else 
failed. This is where there was 
the great divide between the two 
sides of the House. 

Tbe only source of more money 
which would actually buy more 
goods and services was higher 
output and that would only come 
from increased productivity. 

If there was no Increase in pro¬ 
ductivity and no growth in output, 
there would be no increase to 
share out. No amount of collec¬ 
tive bargaining could alter tbat. 
Tbe brutal truth could not be 
negotiated away. 

Every strike and every indus¬ 
trial disruption reduced national 
output and made the strikers, 
their families, and the nation 
poorer as a result. 

Public expenditure must be 
reduced and the Government, like 
the individual, had to cut the coat 
according to tbe cloth. 

Lord Hankey said, that money 
should not be dished out when 
employees went on strike in 
breach of agreements. A system 
should be organized which did not 
promote industrial indiscipline 
and disorder, but encouraged the 
observance of collectively con¬ 
cluded agreements. An orderly 
society could not be based on col¬ 
lective swindles. 

Lord Rhodes (Lab) said that if 
manufacturing imports continued 
to increase at the speed Of last 
year when they sbot up by fiO per 
cent and by 10 times tbe increase 
of exports ft would not be a 
question or if tbe country intro¬ 
duced import controls, but when. 


Viscount Amory fC) said the cure 
for inflation was strict control 
of non-productivc costs and a 
measure of national self-discipline 

Immunities properly given to 
trade unions by law 70 years ago 
were wholly out of date. 

Lord Boothby said there had 
been talk recently about monetar¬ 
ism but this was a lot of non¬ 
sense. They could not have 
monetarism policies without 
money, and there was no money. 

The immediate answer was given 
in a brilliant article by tbe Editor 
of The Times which suggested 
going back to gold because that 
could now be done without dire 
consequences. 

Viscount Hanworth (Ind) said that 
the Communist infiltration at shop- 
floor level must be recognized. It 
was done by those whose first 
priority was to destroy and not 
simply to change tbe existing capi¬ 
talist society. 

Such reds were not under the 
bed; they were at the negotiating 
table. The Government must act 
resolutely and bring into effect 
strong and effective legislation. If 
opposition to that legislation made 
a general strike possible, the sup¬ 
port of the country should be 
sought by a referendum. 

Lord Madde of Bensbic (LI said 
the time must come when an inter¬ 
national conference should be held 
in order to produce some sort of 
order which would guarantee the 
price of oil to the producing coun¬ 
tries and give western industrial 
countries some form of stability. 
Lord Bruce of Donington (Lab), 
for the Opposition, said when the 
Government came to power the 
Inflation rate was 8.3 per ccm. It 
was now 17 2. and there were signs 
of it rising up to 20 per cent. 
Nearly all the increase was directly 
due to Government actions. 

The Government Implied that the 
blame for the current state of 
affairs lay with labour gen¬ 
erally. But there were two parts 
of the machinery necessary to 
ensure production and the other 
was capital. 

One of the biggest problems In 
British industry over the past 25 
years bad been the chronic lack of 
nvestment. There was no shortage 
of money now in the private sector 
but instead of using it for invest¬ 
ment it was either being pur on 
deposit at a very high interest, 
being invested abroad, nr being 
used for taking over companies 
which did nothing to add to the 
productive investment. 

What was required was a coor¬ 
dinated effort by both capital and 
labour which meant both sides 
accepting some disciplines. Above 

all a sense of community was 
needed. 

The debate was concluded. 


New peers 

Lord Keith of Castleacre. formerly 
Sir Kennedi Keith, and Lord Eras- 
Jle, formerly Mr George Emslic, 
were introduced. 
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Conservatives joined with Opposi¬ 
tion MJPs in criticizing the proposal 
in the Education (No 2) BUI giving 
local education authorities free¬ 
dom to decide what charges to 
impose for school transport: 

An amendment to delete Clause 
23 (Transport: England and 
Wales) moved by Six Nicholas Boq- 
sar (Nantwlch, C) during the 
resumed report stage of the Bill, 
was rejected by 302 votes to 279- 
Government majority, 23. 

A Government amendment 
which was agreed to, provided that 
authorities must charge for school 
transport at a uniform rate not 
dependent on the length of journey 
or school attended, although rates 
could differ according to tbe age 
of the pupils or whether the school 
was primary or secondary. 

Sir Nicholas Uonsor, moving the 
amendment to delete the clause, 
said his purpose was to leave the 
law as it stood. The free school 
transport provision would remain 
as It was. 

To ebange the law in the way the 
Government proposed would be ill- 
conceived and inequitable. It 
would impose a charge on people 
with no way of avoiding it because 
it was a charge for fulfilling their 

statutory duty. They had a duty 
they could not escape to send .their 
children to state schools. In many 
cases that duty was already a heavy 
burden. To add to it a further 
burden of finance would be wrong. 

Many village schools would have 
been fought for with far greater 
vigour had the parent 1 ; concerned 
known that they would have to pay 
a charge to send their children to 
another school. . 

People living in rural areas, 
ivorking on the land or in small 
Industries wtiJcb could uot afford 
to pay high wages, would be har¬ 
dest hit. 

Inequalities would exist with a 
wide variation oF charge between 
one area and another. He would 
not oppose a proposal for a 
charge, provided that there was a 
limit, so that they could be sat¬ 
isfied that hardship would not be 
caused. 

Mr Neil Kinnock, chief Opposition 
spokesman on education (Bed- 
wcllty, Lab) said the Government's 
proposal was almost universally 
deplored. The clause would mean a 
negation of choice from a Govern¬ 
ment which was ' supposed to 
espouse choice in education. 

It meant reneging on promises 


given by education '.authorities 
seeking to reorganise education 
since 1944. It bad an effect on 
parents of pupils attending schools 
which had been dosed and 
assurances tbat the authorities 
would get children to other schools 
without imposing a burden on 
parens. The clause was a truants' 
licence- 

In some Roman Catholic schools, 
80 to 95 per cent of pupils travell¬ 
ing to school by bus would hare to 
pay substantial fares if they were 
to continue to attend after subsid¬ 
iaries were withdrawn. 

Tbe possibility of local authori¬ 
ties being agreed on charges to' be 
made, without a Government 
requirement, was remote. Unitary 
government was there to lay down 
conditions and upper and' lower 
limits. 

The least the minister could do 
would be to say tbat where schools 
had been closed on the basis of 
acceptance of free transport to 
other schools, a local education 
authority would be required to 
make no charge. 

Local education authorities were 
not being given discretion but a 
hopelessly invidious choice be¬ 
tween how they made cuts and who 
should suffer. They were being 
given freedom without the means 
to fulfil that freedom; new respon¬ 
sibilities without being pven new 
powers. The Government’s propo¬ 
sal was insidious and odious. 

Mr Hneh Fraser (Stafford and 
Stone, C) said he was a rural 
Roman Catholic. There was a 
danger that country people were 
being disadvantaged as compared 
to those in towns. 

Those features which used to be 
the basis of villase life were being 
pushed out. Ministers, for in¬ 
stance. bad made remarks that 
such things as village halls were of 
no importance. 

Because of the rise of oil prices 
it was not impossible that tbe 
means of transportation in the next 
few years would rise at an average 
of 30 per cent a year. That is why 
he supported the amendment. 

At stake here (be said) is a 
comparatively small sum consider¬ 
ing the damage it will do. 

Mr Ernest Armstrong (Durham. 
North-West, Lab) said if the Bill 
went through, some families would 
simply not be able to afferd even 
2Op a dav. Education was about 
more than just 0 and A lerels. 


Those who chose for their children 
an education In a denominational 
school felt this way. The Bill would 
deny the rights cf parents to 
choose a sebbol for their child 
because they ivould have to choose 
a nearby school for economic rea¬ 
sons. 

Mr John Butcher (Coventry, 
South-West, C) said if guidance 
was to be given to local authori¬ 
ties. they should be told that it was 
about time the gravy train of 
administration in education depart¬ 
ments was at least slowed down. 

Mr John RobH’tsan (Berwick and 
East Lothian, Lab) said that if the 
Government was looking for 
economies in education one of the 
last areas it should look at was 
transport. No amendment could 
redeem the danse. 

Mr Peter Fry-(Wellingborough, C) 
said he admitted that before 
Christmas he held roughly the 
same view as the Secretary of State 
bnt he was now willing to admit he 
was wrong. He would like the 
Secretary of State to admit that he 
and the Government had made a 
mistake in pressing ahead as they 
were. (Cheers.) 

There bad been a remarkable 
upsurge of feeling over this. The 
proposal was regarded in his area 
as a direct threat to the con¬ 
tinuance of village communities. 

We in’ the Conservative Party 
(he said) ignore that feeling at our 
peril. Once we-have alienated our 
bedrock support in these areas we - 
shall find It difficult ever to <:et it 
back. These people have 'felt 
betrayed over the years. Tbe last 
people they expected to betray 
them is our party. 

He would with great determi¬ 
nation join in voting . for the 
amendment and if the vote failed 
be could not support the Govern¬ 
ment on third reading. 

Mr Alan Beith (Berwick-upon- 
Tweed, L) said, the Government 
argued that there was an anomaly 
in the present law. but the Bill 
would mean tbat tbe discomfort 
now suffered by some people 
would be shared by more. This was 
a new Conservative philosophy: 
equality of misery. 

Sir William Clark (Croydon, 
South, C) said that if they were 
going to cut public expenditure 
they had got to put the .responsibil¬ 


ity on to the r local authorities to 
make the economies. 

If at each touch and.turn the 
government of .the day- succumbed. 
to" pressure'because It was an emo¬ 
tive issue" the local authorities 
would say tiiat it was only necess¬ 
ary to kick up a fuss for. the 
government to give way. Conse¬ 
quently the pubUC sector borrow¬ 
ing requirement would go up. 

Mr Philip Whitehead. f Derby. 
North,- Lab), said the Imposition of 
these charges upon parents would 
hurt precisely that group least able 
to afford 1 it. - 

Mr James Fawsey (Rugby. C) said 
he was in 'general agreement with 
the Government’s overall strategy, 
but the.total saving envisaged here 
was some' £2Qm, 

Child benefit was introduced 
wen before any concept of this sort 
of charge was first thought of. If 
child benefit was to be pursued as 
a method of .defraying.'iransport 
costs it must be increased. 

The clause- would create, - not 
reduce, anomalies. In his own 
area,-five authorities were taking 
five different attitudes. 

The Roman CqthoiJc Bishop nf 

Portsmouth, Chairman of the Cath¬ 
olic Education Council; Had 
written to him that their school 
svstem in many areas was depen¬ 
dent on transport and the bishops 
of England and -Wales were very 
concerned. 

The Anglican Bishop of Coventry 
had-written that, the clause put in . 
jeopardy the unique partnership 
between church and state. 

Mr Mark Carlisle. Secret"rv of 
State for Education and Science 
(Runcorn, C) said what the Gov¬ 
ernment was doing was necessary 
and fair. He accepted that people 
who had uot been -paying For trans¬ 
port would bavc to do so and tb*t 
rural people tended to travel fur¬ 
ther to school. 

But the Government amendment 
tried to ensure that any. charring 
should not discriminate against 
any particular type of school and 
did not work on a distance-related 
basis. The amendment substan¬ 
tially met many fears. 

Clearly, the proposal was in¬ 
tended to enable local education 
authorities to make savings. la 
asking authorities to make the sav¬ 
ings, the Association of County 
Councils said they -should have 


freedom on transport and school, 
meals. ' .. ' 

- The cost .of the transport subsidy 
had already risen to £L25m a. year 
* so it was reasonable tint autbori- 
-■ ties, should lave tbg responsibility 
. of choosing where they wished to 
make savings. ■.*'■“ - 

Under Tory philosophy ; tbe auth¬ 
orities- should have freedom to 
deride their own policies according 
' to- local circumstances. The whole 
area of expenditure; out of "whlth 
savings could be made had to be 
widened. They had to trust local 
authorities to act responsibly. 

•When concern was expressed 
about the possibility- of charges 
being made, .he begged MPs.to 
remember that many people, 'irres¬ 
pective of their financial position, 
ware paying sinrHar sums cr toe 
moment and subsidizing free trans¬ 
port as well. 

Jn the difficult area of saving 
public expenditure, knowing that 
many people were already paying 
these sums. It was reasonable for 
local authorities. In looking for the 
savings they bad to make, to con¬ 
sider some form of modest charges 
for those getting free transport at 
the moment. 

Much of tbe provision bein'; 
made for travel to Roman Catholic 
schools was not"statutory but dis¬ 
cretionary. He feared that if local 
authorities did not Mvc the rop 1 '-- 
tunity to recoup some of the 
money at present being spent on 
that free tr’nsiart. tiicv mieht 
dedde to withdraw tbe service and 
that'was a greater threat to Roman 
Catholic schools than asking Tor a 
modest charge. - 

Those going to denominational 
schools should be treated in a simi¬ 
lar way to others and tiiat was wbv 
be had introduced the fiat rate 
non-discriminatory proposals- 

Opposing tbe amendments limit¬ 
ing the charge he said whatever 
figure they put on would not 
necessarily take account of Ipcal 
circumstances because the cost of 
transport varied enormously in dif¬ 
ferent parts of die country and to 
imnose a limit would not mean 
fairness. 

Having leaked carefully at all 
the fare proposals they knew 
about the kind of suras authorities 
were proposing were fair end 
reason?!)!e. They ought to. trust 
tbe auti'Trities' to-cheese to make 
savings in the way they wanted. 


School meals service not being dismantled 


Some counties intended to raise 
the price of school meals to up to 
GOp after tbe Education (No 2) BUI 
became law, Mrs Ami Taylor, 
Opposition spokesman on educa- 
tion.-saJd in Introducing a series of 
amendments on the second day of 
the Bill's report stage, to ensure 
tbat all local authorities had to 
provide'free school meals to pupils 
from poorer families. 

Bv poorer families, Mrs Taylor 
(Bo’lion, -West, Lab), said she 
meant those not on Family Income 
Supplement or supplementary 
benefit.' as those categories were 
covered by the Bill as it stood. 

Overall, the effect of the clause 
she was seeking to amend, she 
said, would be to dismantle the 
sebool meals system as it was 
known. 

The Government was doing this 
under the guise of giving new free¬ 
dom to local authorities, but it 
would happen nevertheless. The 
clause was serious because it 
removed all nutritional standards 
from school meal provision and in 
future anything would go. The 
local authority would be free to 
provide whatever level of sebool 
meal It saw fit, unlike at present 
where certain nutritional standards 
were laid down. 

The clause also removed the pro¬ 
visions and guarantees that all low- 
income families could get tree 
school meals. It ivould lead to a 
reduction in school meal provision, 
high charges throughout the 
country and many redundancies 


amongst staff , in the school meals 
sendee. 

The Government was not cutting 
this provision because they 
thought It was wrong to provide it 
but because they wanted to make 
savings in tbe education budget 
and had decided tbat tills should 
be a vulnerable area and one In 
which the local authorities should 
be free to cut as they wished. 

School meals had already been 
increased once this month in 
anticipation of the Bill being 
passed. Some authorities, like 
Devon and Warwick, had already 
announced they intended to go for 
a 43p charge immediately the Bill 
went through, hopefully for the 
Government, in April. 

Northampton intended to charge 
55p and others had announce# 
similar levels. Some had gone fur¬ 
ther and intended to introduce a 
GOp charge from September or this 
year or January 1981. 

By this time next ytar the cost of 
school meals would have more 
than doubled as a result of the 
legislation. The Opposition's aim 
was to minimize the effects on 
those worst hit" by the provisions. 
They believed there should be a 
national policy introduced and 
maintained by the Secretary of 
State for the pricing of school 
meals and the nutritional value of 
the meals. 

Many Family budgets would be 
badly hit by the Increases, ir all 
th e charges went through, the 
average family would have tn 
spend on meals and transport more 


than £5 a- week for each child, 
simply to send the child to school 
and provide it with a school meal. 

If the Government cLaus ewent 
through 030,000 children at present 
entitled to free school meals were 
going to lose that-entitlement. 

Mr Alan . Beil? (Berwick-upon- 
Tweed, L) said tbat unless the Bill 
was amended it would do a nunber 
of damaging things. It would leave 
the way open for local authorities 
to provide no school meals except 
for a limited number of children, 
would pla'ce no limit on tbe cost of 
metis and ivould create'a terrible 
poverty trap problem. 

Mr Timothy Brin ton (Gravesend, 
C) said that what they, had beard 
from supporters of the amendment 
was a reouiem for the ‘fact that 
Labour did not continue to intro¬ 
duce tax credits or negative in¬ 
come tax which was the vital clue 
to this situation and many others. 
It would be complicated and 
expensive but until they reached 
that target they would always - have 
the poverty trap to face. 

Mr Reg Race (Haringey, Wood 
Green. Lab) shld he challenged the 
need to cut the school meal service 
at all given the fact that Govern¬ 
ment revenue from North Sea oil 
would be substantial in the next 
four years. 

Mr Dennis Cana van (West Stirling¬ 
shire. Lab) said there would -be a 
possibility of a return of rickets la 
children because of lack of nutri¬ 
tion. 

Mr Nell Macfariane, Under Secre¬ 
tary for Education said Science 


(Sutton and Cheara, C) said there 
was no Intention to dismantle the 
sebool meals service. It depressed 
him ro think that not too many 
Labour MPs seemed to have eny 
confidence in their. local repre¬ 
sentatives, including' those 'from 
their own party. 

Tbe Government believed tiiat. 
though a local education authority 
would have "wide discretionary 
powers over what to provide and 
charge, there should be a statutory 
safeguard for children from tbe 
poorest families. 

He had confidence- that local 
education authorities, chief educa¬ 
tion officers, chairmen of educa¬ 
tion committees and parent-teacher 
associations were responsible, 
bodies and bad community In¬ 
terests at heart. 

The clause would not undermine 
or demolish the principle nf the 
meal service in schools and it was 
right for the Secretary of State to 
concentrate no education rather 
than the andlliary services. 

The amendment was withdrawn 

A division took place on an 
amendment by • Labour and 
tion authoritias to remit charges 
for school meals if they were -sat 
isfied that the. effect of the charges 
would be to cause the pupil's fam 
ily to be poorer than they would be 
if their income were reduced to 
family income supplement Of sup 
piementary benefit level. 

The amendment was rejected by 
313 votes to 252—Government 
majority, 61.

Assisted school places scheme cut by half 


Rather than defer the introductim 
of tbe assisted places scheme, Mr 
Mark -Carlisle, Secretary of State 
for Education and Science, said 
early today that be had dedded 
tbat the right course would be to 
introduce it lo 1981 but at half the 
level he bed originally intended. 

In view of press speculation, be 
said he wished to make clear his 
present plan was to start the 
scheme in 1981 and he proposed 
to start it in the firsr financial 
year at a cost of some £3m build¬ 
ing up over a period to 1983-34 
and providing for the admission 
of something in the region of 
6,000 pupils a year. 

It was beyond belief V suggest 
that spending £3m in this way 
against a total budget on educa¬ 
tion of £8,000m could possibly be 
expected to have any effect in 
tbe way that had been suggested. 

During the later stages of the 
first day of the guillotined -pro¬ 
ceedings on the Education (No 2) 
BiU, Mr Neil Kinnock, chief 
Opposition spokesman on educat 
tion (Bedwellty. Lab), moved an 
amendment to Clause 17 (Assisted 
places at Independent schools) 
requiring the Government tn 
consult with local edivration 
authorities as a prerequisite to 
introducing the scheme in their 
areas. 

He said the vein running 
through the Government’s pro¬ 
posals was that bought was best. 
Local education authorities had 
shown at least suspicion and at 
most repeated merciless criticism 
of tbe scheme. 

Local education authorities 
knew it would mean that the 
children nn whom schools depen-, 
dbd ‘ and for whom schools were 
provided, the brightest children, 
would be creamed off Sn many 
areas where there was an inci¬ 
dence of independent schools that 
would participate in the scheme. 

The elementary presumption of 


the assisted places scheme was 
that somewhere there were schools 
that could do what the maintained 
sector could not do. HM1 reports 
demonstrated that, certainly for 
the most academically able, this 
was not so. 

Tbe presumption in the scheme 
that somehow there was a haven 
for children who were of such 
high ability tbat they were not 
being served by the maintained 
system was demonstrable non¬ 
sense. The Opposition did not 
believe there had to be a label, 
a price tag, attached to something 
to give it real worth. 

Mr Robert Hicks (Bodmin. C) 
said he was opposed to the intro¬ 
duction of the scheme at this 
time. The great majority of child¬ 
ren attended schools, in the main¬ 
tained sector and all governments 
had an obligation to place the 
maximum resources available to 
the Department of Education Into 
that sector. (Labour cheers) 

It was politically unwise and 
misguided ro be carrying out this 
measure. It was wrong for a party 
which believed in providing maxi¬ 
mum opportunities, pcrticularly in 
the maintained sector, to be going 
directly against that trend in the 
current economic climate. It was 
wrong educationally as well. 

Mr Norman Miscampbcli (Black¬ 
pool, North. C) said the assisted 
places scheme was wrong in prin¬ 
ciple. It made no difference 
whether they spent E5Sm or £25m 
on it. Indeed Elm would be too 
much. Public -money was being 
used for private purposes and he 
would have thought that there 
were plenty on the Conservative 
benches who would pause before 
they enthusiastically supported 

that proposition. 

There might well he at the 
moment an advantage from going 
to private schools. If chat was 
the. position, then it was the first 
duty of the department to make 


sure that position was changed 
as quickly as possible. 

I 1 , is (he said) no solution to' 
pay our way our o-f it. To propose 
what wc- are doing is a policy 
of despair. It is to say we are 
not going to be able to match the 
best. It is an option for the second 
best. 

The clause is no more than a 
vote of no confidence in the main¬ 
tained sector, and I have no inten¬ 
tion of casting it. 

Mr Mark Carlisle, Secretary of 
State for Education and Science, 
said the amendment was aimed at 
frustrating and killing the assisted 
places scheme. It would give the 
right to any local education 
authority to tell a school that 
wished to particJiatc that it could 
not. LEAs would he able to over¬ 
rule the wish expressed by the 
House. 

They were trying to restore In 
this scheme the opportunities that 
existed at the direct grant schools 
to children in those areas, and his 
Intention and desire that the 
scheme should be based on the 
old direct grant schools was 
already being confirmed by the 
standard of school replying. 

He did not accept that the 
opportunities brought by the for¬ 
mer direct grant system or the new 
assisted places scheme would in¬ 
terfere with the. opportunities 
available in tbe state sector. 

It hod' been said it was politi¬ 
cally unwise. He realized that the 
department at present was under 
serious financial restraints over 
educationi- generally... He had 
equally made clear he would re¬ 
tain in bis own hands the time, 
speed and degree of implementa¬ 
tion of the assisted'places.scheme. 

The scheme was right.and the 
amendment misguided. 

The'amendment was rejected by 
292 . voces to 239—Government 

majority',- 53. 

During other stages of 'Tuesday’s 

sitting ike-. Government -bad ■ a 


majority of 40 against an amend¬ 
ment—supported by speakers from 
all parries—which would have 
made available to parents of chil¬ 
dren in special schools and those 
in need of special educational 
treatment the provisions granted 
by Clauses 6, 7 and'S of the BID. 

These include the rights of 
parents to express, a preference as 
to -the school to which they send 
their children, appeals against ad¬ 
mission decisions, and the duty- on 
LEAs to publish information as to 
schools and admission ' arrange¬ 
ments. 

. Under Clause 9 these -provisions 
will not be made available to 
parents of children in special 
schools. 

Mr John Hannam (Exeter, Cl, who 
moved the amendment, said tbat 
Clause 9 was a piece of discrimina¬ 
tion against the disabled and 
handicapped. 

The statement in it rhat none of 
the welcome provisions of Clauses 
6. 7 and S should have effect Jn 
relation to special schools or 
children in need oF special educa¬ 
tional treatment struck a fierce 
blow at all those concerned with 
progress towards greater integra¬ 
tion of disabled people. 

Mr Jack Ashley (Stoke-on-Trent. 
South. Lab) said the clause was 
condescending and patronising. 

Mr Rhodes Boyson, Under Secre¬ 
tary for Education and-Science, 
said the Government believed that 
parents of handicapped children 
should have the same rights as 
those of other children. The 
question was what was the rlghr 
vehicle for doing it. It was a 
Question nf where they put those 

rights in. 

The Government expected to 
make an announcement beFnre 
Easter on its response tn the War- 
nock report 

The amendment was rejected 
by 299 votes to 259—Government 

majority. 40.

C) 
had asked: Will the Government 
congratulate Mr Cyrus Vance un 
the stand be took in his speech at 
the IOC meeting at Lake Placid? 
roilowlni; the IOC's most Ill- 
judged decision what do the Gov¬ 
ernment propose to do? 

Sir lan Gilmour—Wc are dis¬ 
appointed, tike many people, that 
the IOC came to this decision. We 
remain of the view that it would 
be preferable to move the summer 
;amc$ from Moscow. Any other 
course would appear to condone 
Soviet aggression in Afghanistan 
and allows the Soviet Union a 
propaganda victory. 

The Government will- continue 
to consult the growing number of 


countries who share our view on 
this and will consider with them 
what options are open to us follow¬ 
ing this derision., 

An Important part of the consul¬ 
tation will be the EEC ministerial 
meeting to be held in Rome ou 
February 19. After these consul¬ 
tations and having made a study 
of all the possibilities the Govern¬ 
ment will convey its views to the 
British Olympic Association due to 
meet on March 4. 

Mr Frank AUaon (Salford. East,

Mr Tom McNally (Stockport.

Some of 
the events of the past few weeks 
have echoed the ill-judged lack of 
unity at the time of the Yom Kip- 
pur war. Political cooperation 
seems only to work at times or 
calm. The West seems to fall apart 
every time there is a real crisis. 
He should talk to Mr Vance about 
that. 

Sir lan Gilmoor—He is brine un¬ 
duly pessimistic. I do not think it 
is at all surprising tbat .there 
should have been an initial 
difference of reception about tbe 
dangers of wbat had happened in 
Afghanistan and a difference of 
reaction.

Commission urged to tackle energy saving

Convergence of energy policies was 
not something that could be left 
as a dead letter, but should he put 
into effect, Herr Karl Fuchs (Ger¬ 
many, EPP) said when he pre¬ 
sented a report from the Energy 
and Research Committee. Member 
states must be prepared tn work 
together to a much greater extent. 

Although the energy situation 
was extremely grave, it was not 
without bope although the necess¬ 
ary remedies might not be entirely 
to their taste. 

The committee in their report 
regretted the constant inability of 
the Council of Energy Ministers to 
Implement European Council deci¬ 
sions on a common energy policy. 
He said that the relationship be¬ 
tween energy, growth employment 
and the qnality of life called for a 
policy of growth which favoured 
the low energy consuming sectors 
and created more secure employ¬ 
ment in all member states. 


The Community's lack of success 
over a concerted energy poliev was 
due mainly to an inah"' 1 .'•ro 
genuine Community interest above 
narrow national advantage. 

The aims of the 1990 programme 
could not be achieved without vig¬ 
orous energy saving measures as 
the nuclear energy programmes of 
member states were unlikely to be 
realized Jn full while coal and oil 
targets appeared to be over-opti¬ 
mistic as there were external fac¬ 
tors beyond their control. 

For energy-saving measures to 
be effective, they needed a new 
attitude on energy prices whereby 
prices reflected • the scarcity or 
energy and the baric need of all 
consumers. 

Herr Fuchs called on the Conunis 
sion tn draw up a detailed and 
exhaustive list of energy sari 
Md to proposed Increased ESTC 
financial support for energy saving 
investment projects.

What every parent should know 


"the moral questions raised by 
the existing abortion law are 
now being reconsidered by Par¬ 
liament. Yet a more responsible 
and sensitive attitude to abor¬ 
tion cannot be achieved in isola¬ 
tion from th*e more general 
climate of moral behaviour. It 
is one of the scandals of our 
time that young people who are 
not fortunate enough to have 
strong countervailing principles 
of their own are being deliber¬ 
ately encouraged to take as a 
norm, standards of behaviour 
which are bound, in the Jong 
run, to turn some of them into 
customers for the abortion mar¬ 
ket, and reduce many more to 
deep unhappiness. 

What is worse, the most insi¬ 
dious encouragement of this 
sort comes from the active sex- 
educators (who are often 
closely linked with the family 
planning and abortion lobbies 1 
against ' whose ministrations 
neither children nor parents 
have any real protection. 

Parliament now has the 
opportunity, however, to con¬ 
sider just what this lobby is up 
to. Mr George Gardiner, the 
Conservative MP for Reigate. 
has put down an amendment to 
the Government's Education 
Bill in which he proposes ro 
give parents the right to know 
what their children are taught, 
to see the materials from which, 
they are taught, and to with¬ 
draw their children, ' if they 
disapprove, from sex education 
classes. 


No effort is spared' 
in instructing in 
every sort of activity, 
however perverse 


It is a right analagous to that 
already allowed in respect nE 
religious education, and you 
would hardly think (taking 
account of the moral implica¬ 
tions involved in all such teach¬ 
ing! that there would be any 
objecting. But there is. 

Mr Gardiner’s amendment 
(which will not be called in the 
Commons but can be taken up 
in the Lords) is strongly 
resisted by the sex education 
missionaries, who bave the 

f reatest objections to parents 
aving any control over their 
children’s instruction, and who 
have tbe most powerful reasons 
for wishing to continue their 
work in secrecy. 

To the missionaries, there is 
only on basic moral principle: 
don’t get pregnant, and don’t 
get anyone else pregnant; and 
if you do, terminate it quickly. 
Ihi moral Imperative to use 
contraceptives apart, advice is 
value-free, and its general 
burden is: do anything you like 
as long as you both enjoy it. 
and we will introduce you to 
ideas and practices you never 
dreamed of. 

Deeper psychological dangers 
are glossed over, and no effort 
is spared in instructing in 
every sort of activity, however 
perverse. Or, as Mr Gardiner 
put it to me: the success of sex 
education seems to be measured 


by the number of girls on die 
Pill arid the number of boys 
buying sheaths. 

Mr Gardiner has particularly 
cited a sex manual for children 
and teenagers entitled Make it 
Happy which, he observed, is 
enough to make parents' hair 
stanef on end—if they ever see 
it. I have seen it, and it is 
quite the filthiest book of its 
kind that I have encountered 
because, directing itself at the 
most vulnerable age-group, it 
drains sexual activity of every 
meaning except what purports 
to be pleasure, diminishes the 
subject by its flippancy and 
vulgarity, and instructs its 
young readers in degrading 
concepts that would never 
naturally occur to them. 

Thus it describes practices of 
bestiality (the author carefully 
safeguarding herself and help¬ 
ing her readers by stating those 
which are, and are not, against 
the law). Tbe book is such that 
1 cannot quote from much of it 
without causing the deepest 
offence—though I am told by 
Mr Gardiner that the pub¬ 
lishers claim that it is used in 
schools. I can, however, illus¬ 
trate its attitude to tbe law. 


Beneath the heading Under 
Sixteen ? is the brief statement: 
“Sexual intercourse is illegal if 
the girl is under 16. For details 
about the law see page 102 .” 
On page 102, we have a state¬ 
ment of the law on consent, but 
with the comment that many 
think it unfair to the boy, as a 
result of which the police quite 
often do not prosecute. The 
question is asked: “Does it 
make sense for it to be illegal 
to have sex on the day before 
her sixteenth birthday but not 
at one minute past midnight on . 
her birthday ?” 

The statement of tbe legal 
position is prefaced with the 
comment: “Although there are 
some laws which do try to pro¬ 
tect us from being harmed by 
sexual experience, tbe basic 
idea behind many of them seems 
to be that aJl sexual activitv is 
bad unless it is between a 
married couple in order to have 
a baby. Even if the law doesn't 


spell this out, it k the way it 
often seems to work in practice- 
Such an old fashioned view of 
sex needn't - matter to most 
people. But for some people it 
does. The law does occasionally 
interfere in people’s sex lives, 
discouraging them from enjoy¬ 
ing sex in the way chev want to 
enjoy it and making them feel 
guilty, even when no one is 
going to be harmed”. (How is 
that for malign weasel words ?) 

Well, you may say, but this 
is only one book, and perhaps 
not much used. Yet on the back 
cover, Dr Peter Jackson of the 
National Council of rhe Family 
Planning Association (which 
now devotes its main work to 
sex education) praises it on the 
grounds that “it seeks to dis¬ 
pel much irrationality in cur¬ 
rent thinking about sex. A book 
that sbould be in every teen¬ 
ager’s library And the famous 
sexual statistician, Mr Michael 
Schofield, says that tbe autbor 
never moralizes, adding reveal- 
ingly: “ The moral, if you must 
have one, is that sex is more 
fun if the pleasures are 
shared 

Most regrettably of all, a 
panel of judges has given the 
book The Times Educational 
Supplement’s Information Book 
Award. A doctor who com¬ 
plained was sent a letter in 
Justification by one of the 
judges, Mr Charles Stuart- 
Jervis, the headmaster of Abbey 
Wood comprehensive school, in 
London, in which he expresses 
himself as so enamoured of it 
that he wished he bad bad a 
copy to give to his sons when 
he found them reading “ White- 
house 

Mr Stuart-Jervis (who thinks 
he supports his case by record¬ 
ing tbat the wife of another 
judge, Mr Edward Blishen, “ is 
herself a sex-educator ”) says 
that be surprised himself by 
putting the book at the top of 
his list on first reading since he 
was worried by tbe language, 
by some of the views expressed 
and lest " some of the state¬ 
ments could be interpreted as 
leading towards some form of 
sexually deviant behaviour”. 


Still' he has met so much 
pornography circulating in his 
school chat he seems to rbink 
that the best antidote is this 
book—presumably on tbe hair- 
of-the-dog-that-bit-you principle. 

So, warming to his subject, 
he finds it “a profoundly 
responsible book”. I hope the 
parents of Abbey Wood school 
feel the same and will agree 
with Mr Stuart-Jervis that it 
has an “emphasis on respect 
and love”. The most explicit 
Statement I could find in it 
about love (which the author 
described at the outset as too 
complicated to deal withyis in 
the following: ** Incest ... is 
. considered to be a serious crime 
. . . Incest is not particularly 
uncommon—especially between 
sisters and brothers, which can 
be a loving sexual relation¬ 
ship ”. 

What this book, and its 
apologists, make clear is that 
sex education is an area from 
which parents must not be shut 
out. Mrs Caroline Woodroffe, of 
the Brook Advisory Centres, pre¬ 
dictably does not care for Mr 
Gardiner’s proposals. After alL, 
Brook's pamphlet Safe Sex for 
Teenagers did say “ We must be 
prepared to challenge our 
established attirudes that sexual 
activity in young people is 
dangerous The president of 
the Campaign for Homosexual 
Equality also protests against 
Mr Gardiner's new clause. 

And meanwhile, the FPA 
continues its indefatigable effort 
to get into the schools, declar¬ 
ing (according to a circular 
letter seat, unsolicited, to the 
headmaster of a north London 
school) that as much time and 
resources should be spent on 
teaching sex as on anything 
else, offering its services and 
suggesting that it is valuable 
for classes to have times alone 
with their FPA sex-instructors 
without the presence of tbe 
teacher if they want to ask 
questions. 

Wbat, I wonder, is tbe tone 
of the discussion like then, and 
how far morally down-market 
are all the children driven to 
accommodate rhe FPA’s Idea 
of tbe standards of the lowest 
common denominator? 

All this matters because, as 
part of the Education Depart¬ 
ment’s discussion proposals for . 
a core curriculum is the state¬ 
ment that “ moral education, 
health education, preparation 
for parenthood ” etc should 
have a place in the education 
of every pupil. We should by 
now know what this would 
mean once it got into the grip 
of the sex missionaries. That is 
why Mr Gardiner’s clause is 
important, and why, at some 
stage in the progress of the 
Education Bill, the Government 
(if it really believes in parents’ 
responsibilities) should adopt it 


During his 20 vears at the top 
Dr Fidel Castro has played, 
some astute international 
poker. His native flair, nerve 
and enterprise, and his Soviet 
patron’s willingness to stake 
him and to bale him out m 
times of trouble, have com¬ 
bined to bring both business 
partners handsome dividends, 
particularly in the past five 
years. There may not have 
been mutual trusr, but there: 
was mutual advantage. 

With the aid of Cuban 
troops'the Soviet Union has set 
up launching pads for commu¬ 
nism deep inside Africa; with 
Soviet backing, revolutionary 
Cuba has survived and Dr 
Castro himself has become a, if 
not the, leading figure in the 
unaligned world. 

But now that his . Soviet 


.partner has shaken the whole 
world with its invasion of 


Afghanistan, what can Castro 
President of Cuba, do or say, 
that Castro, President of The 
Hurd World Movement, will 
not regret having said or 
.done? • 

There is no reason to sup¬ 
pose that Dr Castro was advised 
or consulted on the Afghan 
adventure. When it came, it 
shocked him into weeks of un¬ 
natural silence. Now, however, 
his mouthpiece. Radio Havana, 
has declared that * The joint 
measures taken by the Soviet 
Union and Afghanistan were 
carried out for the sole pur¬ 
pose of stopping the counter¬ 
revolution promoted by the 
imperialists, and in no way 
affects the interests of third 
countries”. 

This piece of Soviet dictated 
whimsy will have been 
believed by no one, and cer¬ 
tainly not by Cascro himself. 
He has been obliged to stand 
by and watch his own inter¬ 
national credibility, notably in 
the unaligned world, plummet 
from an all-time high ro an 
all-time low. It was only last 
autumn, at a meeting of the 
Third World Morement in 
Havana, that Dr Castro was 
doing his skilful best to promote 
die Soviet Union as “ the 
natural ally of the developing 
world 

Later, at the United Nations, 
he confirmed his standing 
among friendly, unaligned 
colleagues with a statesman¬ 
like speech about tbe obliga¬ 
tions of the “haves” to the 
“ have nots ”; all of it good 
ground bait for the all but cer¬ 
tain election of Cuba to a seat 
nn the Security Council. In the 
event, however, so positive 
have been the reactions of the 
unaligned countries that Cuba 
has withdrawn her can di tarn re 
rather than suffer certain 
defeat at the ballot box; and 
Mexico has taken the vacant 
seat. 

This has ben a major set¬ 
back for the Soviet Cuban axis 
and a bruising blow to Dr 
Castro’s oversize and over sensi¬ 
tive ego. Most important of all, 
perhaps, is the proof that it has 
given to the unaligned world, 
that in spite of the room for

manoeuvre Dr Castro has some¬ 
times enjoyed in the past, he 
is, when it comes to the 
crunch, nothing more than a 
Soviet proxy. 

So does this mean that we 
are seeing the end of a 20 - 
year-oid marriage of conven¬ 
ience and .the eclipse of Dr 
Castro as an international 
figure ? I think not. The 
arrangement is, in different 
ways, far too important to both 
parties. 

In order to ensure the unin¬ 
terrupted flow' of Soviet aid,' 
Dr Castro has no option but to 
sit tight and ride out the storm. 
He bad to do just that in 1962 
when he was publicly humiliat¬ 
ed by Mr Khrushchev by being 
excluded from all negotations 
over the Rockets Crisis. (In 
that case the Soviet Union sub¬ 
sequently gave him a red car-, 
pet tour from rite Baltic to' the 
Black Sea, made him a “Hero 
of the Soviet Republic” and in 
a year all was forgiven rt not 
forgotten, i To lose Soviet aid 
would quite simply be the end 
of Dr Castro's Cuba. 

Cuba’s economy is by its 
nature chronically unstable, 
subject as it is to the fluctua¬ 
tions of a world sugar market 
over which it has no control 
The massive injection of Soviet 
aid—now reckoned bv British 
economists to be in tbe region 
of £3.5m a day—the virtual 
takeover of the direction of 
the economy by Soviet experts, 
tbe experimental sticks and 
carrots introduced over the 
past 10 years have brought 
only superficial and short term 
relief. And now once again 
there are signs tbat the overall 


economic situation ‘hr'■des¬ 
perate. ' 

More serious still, perhaps, 
for Dr Castro are the signs of 
public discontent with his 
.administration and its failure 
to bring about the long prom¬ 
ised improvement in the stand¬ 
ard .of living. Not all Cubans 
are happy about the continued, 
45,000 strong, military and 
civilian presence in Africa, 
though it is difficult to gaslge 
how much this crusading, so. 
dear to Dr Castro, has actually■ 
cost his country. It ; is,'how- - 
ever, significant,- that in an 
attempt to disarm criticism on 
that score, the Cubans have 
now introduced.‘ a scheme 
whereby they hope diis year to 
collect over .a ntiliion dollars 
in . payment 1 for the expertise 
given by their 8,000 doctors,^ 
nurses, teachers, engineers and 
agriculturalists now operands 
■in' Africa. 

It is significant, too, that in 
recent reshuffles in the Gov¬ 
ernment, tine brothers Castro 
have, between them, assumed 
responsibility for most of the.- 
major portfolios. Raui, the 
younger, has for many years' 
been the so-called' “ Genera] of 
the Army .and' bis . elder 
brother no- doubt feels that in 
time of trouble it is important 
that the High Command of tbe 
Army should have a broad 
spread of power and influence. 

In a country where freedom 
of speech is as Junited as it is 
in Cuba, it is easy to be mis¬ 
led by rumours and to over¬ 
estimate the head of a steam 
.of discontent below tbe sur¬ 
face ; but the fact tbat minis¬ 
terial [purges have taken place 
and the stories of subversive 


posters, mass searches and 
arrests cannot be entirely dis¬ 
counted. In this context the 
return visits now permitted to 
Cuban expatriates resident in 
the United States may well 
have added, to the dissatisfac¬ 
tion of their relatives and 
friends. They have brought 
with them, much needed hard 
currency, bat also success 
stories from a land of free 
enterprise, washing machines 
and two car families. 

In one way - and another 
Dr Castro is at this moment 
beset by as many grievous 

f problems as at any time in bis 
Dng and chequered, but by 
and large, successful career. At 
54 he is no less ambitious, 
tough and determined than he 
was when 24 years ago he 
landed in Cuba with a dozen 
men and set out to overthrow 
Dr Batista—and his footwork in 
international dealings is con¬ 
siderably more nimble. 

But. decisions made in Mos¬ 
cow are* land- always have been 
beyond 1 his control. If by 
attempting.to establish a polit¬ 
ical and military springboard 
into the Middle East and the 
sub-continent of India, the 
Soviet Union loses her well 
established springboard into 
the Americas, die blame can 
hardly be laid at Dr Castro’s 
door. Indeed in view of Cuba's 
proximity to the United States 
he must, in a genera) way, be 
strongly opposed to the rape of 
a small country by its powerful 
neighbour. .

Not such a golden formula a century on 


The reversal by the House of Lords 
of the decision by the Court of 
Appeal in the steel.strike case has 
given rise, understandably, to a 
good deal of discussion on the legal 
considerations involved. I have no 
intention of tiptoeing into such a 
quicksand, but there is one aspect 
of the affair that does seem to me 
to call for comment, and I use as 
my starting-point the letter on the 
subject published on Monday, Feb¬ 
ruary 4, from Lord Weddermurn. 
He declared, and I have no reason 
ro doubt him. that all the Law Lords 
had done was to reassert the pre¬ 
viously accepted meaning of what 
he called “ the golden formula of 
nur industrial law”, to wit, “acts 
done in contemplation or further¬ 
ance of a trade dispute”, and added 
—no less correctly. I am sure—that 
the formula in question, and pre- 
iumably its aureate nature, had 
existed unchanged, until the Court 
oF Appeal’s “ novel ” judgments. 
*tnce 1875 in respect of the criminal 
taw and since 1906 in regard to 
the civil. And that, as far as Lord 
Wedderbum is concerned, is dearly 
that There is. in his view “no 
excuse or justification ” in the 
House of Lords’ decision “ as such ”, 
for politicians who now wish to 
change the law- 

St Joan had a word For it: “Do 
wtiat was done last time is thv 
rule, eh ? Thou art a rare noodle. 
Master." 1873 was 105 years ago ; 
1906 has been over for 74 years 
When the first part of the “ golden 
Formula ” was devised, the world 
Had not yet invented the motor car, 
radio, tiie telephone, the cine¬ 
camera. the Trans-Siberian Railway, 


the Severn Tunnel or electric light 
In Britain women, and many men, 
did not have rhe vote; the Labour 
Party did not exist; nor, for thai 
matter, did the Court of Criminal 
Appeal. 

Mass-production had not been 
thought of, let alone supermarkets ; 
one-seventh of rhe adult population 
of Britain worked in agriculture; 
compulsory elementary education 
was only five years old and the 
American Civil War had been over 
for only ten ; three-quarters of the 
member-states of the present United 
Nations did not exist as independent 
entities ; Sigmund Freud was 19 and 
Karl Marx had another eight years 
to live; Franklin Roosevelt, Mao 
Tse-turve, Hitler and Winston 
Churchill had not been born; Queen 
Victoria was on the throne and was 
to remain there for another 26 
years; and the Russian Revolution 
was still more than four decades 
In the future. 

The TUC was seven years old; the 
total membership of ail unions affi¬ 
liated to it was less than one mil¬ 
lion (they claim more than twelve 
times that total today). No aspect 
of our industrial production or 
industrial relations, of our em¬ 
ployers or our unions, our economy 
or our view of tbe state’s role in it, 
our national income or its distribu¬ 
tion, our taxation or our welfare 
systems, then bore any discernible 
similarity to today’s conditions. A 
man who died in 1875, were he to 
he reincarnated today, would find 
Britain unrecognizable, and would 
wonder, indeed, if he were on the 
same planet. 

And yet the rules by which we 


regulate die rights of trade unions 
engaged in, or contemplating, indus¬ 
trial action, which were first laid 
down in 1875, are declared satisfac¬ 
tory today, and admitting of no 
possibility of improvement. The 
formula is golden, and gold does not 
tarnish ; therefore the impious band 
of time, which changes everything, 
must be kept from it. Callimachus, 
too, had arword for it: 

Still are thv pleasant voices, thy 
nightingales, awake ; 

For Death, he taketh all away, 
but these he cannot take. 

This is, of course, a view which 
commends itself to the trade union 
movement. One of the saddest—and, 
as it turned out, most ominously 
prophetic—jof all statements made 
on the subject in modern times was 
the TUC’s evidence to the Donovan 
Commission nn Trade Unions and 
Employers’ Associations, which re¬ 
ported in 1968. The TIJC’s evidence 
comprised a sizable bonk; it was 
detailed, comprehensive and 
couched in calm, and moderate 
tones: and it denied, without any 
shade of qualification at any point, 
that anything whatever in the way 
the trade unions conducted them¬ 
selves needed, or indeed was sus¬ 
ceptible to, improvement of any 
kind. The argument was not that 
although the trade union move¬ 
ment was imperfect any cure pro¬ 
posed would be worse than the 
disease ; it was that there were no 
imperfections at all anywhere in the 
narure or behaviour of the trade 
uninns. 

It cannot in reason be so: nor 
can it in reason be right rhat rhe 
place of trade unions under nur 


law, alone among all the constituent 
elements of our pluralist society, 
can never be changed except to 
their advantage. My reference to 
the Donovan Commission prompts 
a memory of something else in that 
document: rhe Note of Reservation 
appended to it by Sir (chen Mr) 
Andrew Shonfield, one of the mem¬ 
bers of the Commission. Sir 
Andrew’s words seem to me ro com¬ 
prise some of the wisest thinking 
on the subject of trade unions and 
the law relating to them that has 
been produced since the question 
began to be important again, and 
the urgency of his thoughts on rhe 
subject has considerably increased 
since he wrote his appendix. Would 
it not, for instance, have been 
better for us all if this passage had 
been heeded ? 

“ It is no longer possible to accept 
the traditional notion of the in¬ 
dividual workplace as a separate 
and largely autonomous estate, 
where employers and employees 
are able to conduct their quarrels 
with little or no regard to the 
effects of what rhey do on other 
workplaces.” 

And does this suggestion seem 
now so revolutionary. >n it* intent 
(hat die thought of its enactment 
into law is too alarming to con¬ 
template ? 

. rhe distinction between 
labour organizations which .ex¬ 
plicitly accept certain responsi¬ 
bilities towards society as a whole 
... and those which refuse or 
are unable to do so. needs to be 
pressed further. This should be 
done bv demanding nf trade 
unions the fulfilment of certain 


minimum standards of behaviour 
as a condition for' being regis¬ 
tered.” 

Again, will anyone now dissent 
from another of Sir Andrew Shon- 
field’s statements, or indeed from 
the view that we would all be a 
good deal better off—including 
members of trade unions—if they 
bad been fallowed up when it wad 
put forward ? 

“It seems inconceivable in the 
Jong run that in a society which 
is increasingly closely knit, where 
tiie provision of services to meer 
the elementary needs of a civil¬ 
ized daily life depends more and 
more on rhe punctual performance 
of interrelated work tasks of a 
collective character, trade union* 
will be treated as if they had the 
right to be exempted from all but 
the most rudimentary legal obli¬ 
gations.” 

Sir Andrew Shonfield. on thar 
occasion, did not have the advan¬ 
tage of reading Lord Wedderburn's 
views on the sacrosanct nature of 
a “ golden formula ” devised four 
years before Einstein was born. But 
he seems to bave anticipated Them, 
and simultaneously replied to them, 
in this paragraph : 

“I . . . regard tbe principle . . . 
that collective bargaining should 
remain “outside the law” to be 
(sic) wrong. The special grounds 
for treating trade unions in this 
way which seem tn have in¬ 
fluenced the nineteenth and early 
twentieth century legislators, who 
laH down the framework of rules 
which gnvem British industrial 
relations today, were essenriallv 
that trade unionism was an, un¬ 


pleasant conspiracy . . - which, 
had to be tolerated ... as the 
only available means of conduct¬ 
ing relations between employers 
and the representatives of work? 
people. However, it was felt to 
be wrong for the law to do any¬ 
thing to support such a con¬ 
spiracy, eg, by making any of 
the agreements among tbe con¬ 
spirators enforceable as ordinary 
legal contracts.” •• 

That was what happened; 'Sir 
Andrew goes on to describe the 
results: 

The removal of these matters 
from rhe purview of the courts 
therefore helped the British 
trade unions to establish 'them¬ 
selves as the large and influential 
bodies which they are today. But 
now rhat they have evolved to 
tin's dominant role, it would be 
highly anomalous if the legal pre¬ 
judices of an earlier generation 
were to continue to be used to 
encourage them to avoid undertak¬ 
ing ordinary contractual obliga¬ 
tions ... or to permit their 
actions to escape the public regu¬ 
lation which has come to be 
accepted as the common lot of 
corporate bodies wielding eco¬ 
nomic power. 

Highly anomalous it may be: in¬ 
deed. manifestly is. But tbat is the 
reality of trade union power today, 
and not only is there even less 
willingness among trade union 
leaders to admit that obvious truth 
than there was when the Donovan 
Commission reported (though there 
has clearly been a huge increase 
in the proportion of the general 
public, including millions of trade 


union members, who do accept the 
same truth); the Labour Party is 
even committed,, bath in theory and 
by its practice when last in gov¬ 
ernment, to extending the powers 
and immunities of tbe trade unions 
still further. 

This state of affairs has been 
arrived at along the historical chan¬ 
nels which Sdr Andrew Shonfield 
has described, and enshrined in the 
meaning of the “golden formula” 
which the House' of Lords has just 
reasserted and reinforced. The. Law 
Lords pointed out that, if It is 
desired to change the state of 
affairs thus encapsulated, ft is for 
the legislature, not the judiciary, 
to make the necessary changes. 

So be it. But it behoves us all 
now to brace ourselves for those 
changes, and we may as well start 
the. bracing process by declaring 
plainly that a law passed by the 
contemporaries of Lord Wedder- 
burh’s great-grandfather, as. appro¬ 
priate for circumstances unrecog¬ 
nizably different from those'whidi 
exist todav, is in great and urgent 
need of change, and change, more¬ 
over, designed to make it more, not 
less, relevant to today’s conditions. 
If we want any further justification 
for such actio'n, we can find it in 
the words with which Sir Andrew 
Shonfield began the argument from 
which I have been quoting: 

I start from the proposition that 
the deliberate abstention of rite 
law. from the activities oE,mighty 
subjects tends to diminish the 
liberty of the ordinary citizen .and 
to place bis welfare at risk.

Seeking gold 
in Russia's 
rock world 


The English Chamber Orchestra 
may have cancelled its planned 
tnur of Russia but popular 
entertainers are still heading 
east, in search of fame, although 
not necessarily fortune. Promo¬ 
ter Stanley La’udan, who set off 
with Tony Monopoly earlier this 
week, said: “Until we start 
shooting bullets, I’m continu¬ 
ing”. 

Plenty nf well-known pop 
artists visit the Soviet Union, 
but some of the most successful 
performers have been virtually 
unknown in Britain. Two young 
English singers, Jilly Franklin 
ernd Julie Harris, who make up 
the duo Lips, were winners on 
the Opportunity Knocks televi¬ 
sion programme, but after 
appearing at a Polish festival 
which was shown on Russian 
television, they became positive 
stars in Russia. 


Stardom in Russia does not 
necessarily guarantee riches: 
Mr LSudan said payments were 
usually in roubles, which could 
only be spent in Russia. 

However-there are ways of 
converting fame into fortune. 
The Lips LP was made jointly 
with the pop group Gold 
(another unknown name in 
Britain) ; Danny Ryan, their 
drummer, said recording and 
concert fees were paid in 
roubles, M but there are also 
royalties, in sterling, on the 
music you have written 

Five of their numbers wero 
played at 75 concerts last year, 
and on the LP with its 3lm sale. 
“ On the royaltiesj you can clean 
up ". he said. 

Given the scale of record 
sales in Russia, there is a fair 
chance that once the authori¬ 
ties deride to issue a record, 
the sales will be big.

When the Arts Council devotes 
a major exhibition to the work 
of an architect, it invariably 
selects some worthy from the 
distant past, such as Piranesi 
or Palladio. It has now finally 
chosen a modern, or relatively 
modern, architect: Sir Edwin 
Lutyens (1869-1944). 

Lutyens designed everything 
from New Debli to the White¬ 
hall Cenotaph and was so pro¬ 
lific that the council’s exhibi¬ 
tions department is worried 
that it might miss odd designs 
which are hidden away.

The marriage of the busi¬ 
nessman Mr Erling 
Loren tzen to Princess Ragn- 
hild, the daughter of the 
King of Norway, was as 
romantic as one can imag¬ 
ine. Mr Loreotzen, • who had 
been in the Norwegian 
resistance throughout the 
war, first met the Princess 
when be was bodyguard to 

the Norwegian royal family, 
after 1945. 

A keen and proficient 
sailor, he then became sail¬ 
ing instructor to the young 
Princess, and as be said “ I 
sailed away with her This 
marriage of a commoner to 
a royal person occurred 
well before such things 
became more frequent in 
other European royal fam¬ 
ilies. " I was a trail blazer ”, 
Mr Lorentzen said in his 
Rio de Janeiro office, with 
a view across tbe bay, 
where many ocean-going 
yachts, including his own, 
are at anchor. 

Trailblazer is also applic¬ 
able to Mr Lorentzen’s own 
career, not least in Latin 
America. It was his grand¬ 
father, Hans Ludwig, who 
first emigrated, to Brazil, 
back in 1892. 

Apart from bis forestry in¬ 
terests, Mr Loreotzen also 
owns a coastal shipping line, 
the Norsul, which carries 
bulk goods along the coast, 
and has interests in lake 
sbips in Rio Grande do Sul. 
Wben he is not in his 
Forests in E spin to Santo err 
making one of his freauent 
business trips to associated 
companies in Europe, the 
United States and. Bermuda, 
Mr Lorentzen is almost cer¬ 
tain to be found sailing his 
57-fr sloop Saga. 

Mr Lorentzen was the 
winner of the Fastnet race 
in 1973, in the boat which 
was built in Holland to a 
Sparkman and Stephens 
design. Saga also won its 
class in 1975 and 1977, apd 
Mr Lorentzen understands 
that it is the only yacht to 
have won its class in the 
Fastnet three times. He also 
has participated in the Ber¬ 
muda’s Cup. and the Buenos 
Aires to Rio de Janeiro 
race. “ The tougher the bet¬ 
ter”, Mr Lorentzen says.

No one would suggest-that 
Mr Odd Berg, aged 72, of 
Tromso, shunned publicity 
during the earlier part of 
his career, -but it Ms in 
recent . years-^specificaily 
since the beginning of the 
Norwegian offshore activity 
—that his name has begun 
to enjoy a : reputation far 
beyond the borders of his 
native Norway. ■ 

Since the end of the war, 
Mr Berg has assumed 
responsibility for his family’s 
business affairs, and deve¬ 
lopments have been fast. 
From coastal shipping he has 
branched out into tbe pro¬ 
duction d£ ready-mixed con¬ 
crete. This activity was 
extended to include en¬ 
gineering works which 
manufactured steel construc¬ 
tions. including steel-struc¬ 
ture buildings. 

In the early 1950s the 
Erst steps were taken 
beyond the confines of Nor¬ 
way. A small bessel, the 
Havella, was built in 1952 
and was used for expedi¬ 
tions to Arctic waters. After 
that came a far more highly 
developed and purpose-built 
vessel tbe.Arctic Surveyor. 
Fictetd with d vnamic posi¬ 
tioning and other advanced 
navigational aids, the Arctic 
Surveypr has carried out 
extensive work as a diving 
mother-ship, able to operate 
its diving bell at depths of 
up to 400 metres. This is 
the first serious move into 
the offshore industry, and it 
is in that sphere that Mr 
Berg’s reputation is most 
widespread and enviable. 

Together with another 
Norwegian and a Danish 
Shipping company, Mr Berg 
operates a fleet of eight 
ocean-going vessels, each of 
10.000 tons, specifically 
designed to transport 
materials and prefabricated 
constructions to the off¬ 
shore industry. On the basis 
of the experience gained 
from the Arctic Surveyor a 
successor called the Arctic 
Seal has been built and 
commissioned. This vessel, 
above all others, has served 
as an ambassador for Nor¬ 
wegian offshore rechnology.

It owns about 260 companies 
and h3S some 32,000 employe 
ees. The 1979 turnover was 
about 20,000m kroner or 
between a tenth and an 
eleventh of the gnp of Den¬ 
mark. 

Mr Mogens Pagh, tbe 
managing director and 
chairman of the board, is a 
diligent, courteous and 
modest man who celebrated 
his fiftieth anniversary in 
the company last year. He 
says that it is a satisfaction 
to have. worked for the 
same company for so many 
years. “ But”, he adds. “ the 
discipline is not as strict as 
when I started in 1929 and 
some of the old Viking 
spirit has gone, mainly 
because of the present high 
standard of living ",

A prey their machi¬ 
nations during Volvo’s abor¬ 
tive attempt to do a -deal 
with Norway over North Sea 
oil, Mr Gyilenhammar gives 
politicians short shrift, “If 
they cannot make up their 
minds about energy, how on 
earth will the.* voters 
manage to ? ” he asks in his 
latest pamphlet. He believes 
Sweden, wkh ks featherbed¬ 
ded industries in decline, 
has lost a sense of urgency 
because of political taboos. 

“I do not believe in sim¬ 
ple solutions”, he insists.

Beer has. been brewed In 
Scandinavia since . prehis¬ 
toric times, as there is 
much evidence—not least in 
the sagas—thar the Vikings 
enjoyed their ale and. drank 
it in large quantities. Viking 
beers were fermented from 
grain aot’. flavoured with 
arpmatlc herbs such as bog 
myrtle and juniper. It was 
not until the thirteenth cen¬ 
tury that bog myrtle and 
other herbal beers were 
superseded by hop beer, 
hops becoming one of Scan¬ 
dinavia’s most important im¬ 
ports in the Middle Ages. 

Denmark’s . first botiom- 
fermented lager, was brewed 
in Copenhagen’s now 
defunct Royal Brewery in 
1838. This .lager was the 
forerunner of the pilsencr. 
the product which the two 

now .world-famous Danish 
breweries, Carlsberj; 

(founded -1847) and Tuborg 
(1375) were to perfect and 
make into international 
household names. Today’s 
Danish Vikings are keen 
beer drinkers, drinking an 
average of 127 litres lor 385. 
bottles) a head of beer a 
year, and Denmark is one of 
the largest beer exporters in 
the world. 

The Copenhagen-based 
United Breweries (De 
Forenede Bryggerierl, an 
amalgam of CarIsberg and 
Tuborg, celebrating its first 
decade this year, is the lar¬ 
gest brewery operation in 
northern Europe.

Nordic commerce and in¬ 
dustry are the most potent 
if not aftvays the most 
colourful of latter-day Vik¬ 
ing enterprises, taking Scan¬ 
dinavian influence all over 
the world. 

From car makers to che¬ 
mical companies, from 
banks to brewers, and from 
metallurgists to mink 
farmers the business thrust 
is the same—towards 
exports or expansion 
abroad. This is the hallmark 
of companies which have to 
leap out of tbe confines of 
small domestic markets. 

Economic necessity may 
be the dynamic behind this 
modern form of Nordic 
expansionism which has 
grown up in the past 50 
years; and tracing the pat¬ 
tern of the invasion of world 
markets may be a more 
complex matter than chart¬ 
ing the old territorial 
forays; but the leaders still 
stand out. Politely civilized 
they may be these days, but 
the Viking spirit is not 
dead. 

‘Tigers do not eat grass” 
is .a typical remark from Mr 
Hans Wertben, chairman of

This has made Electrolux 
one of the world’s leading 
household appliance manu¬ 
facturers, with acquisitions 
inducing the National 
Union Electric Corporation 
and Tap pan in the United 
States^ the Martin group 
operating in France, Bel¬ 
gium and Switzerland, and 
Sweden’s Husqvarna. 

Of Scandinavia’s two car 
and lorry producers, Volvo 
led the way in attacking 
world markets and is now 
Sweden’s largest industrial 
company.

for Christian binod and 
plunder, leap ashore with 
manic abandon, and in a 
trice all is confusion and 
slaughter. 

Lindisfarne was unly a 
curtain-raiser. In the next 
lew years there whs a flurry 
of raids on oth.r monas¬ 
teries and abbeys: Wear- 
mouth and Jar row. Bede's 
old monasters*, in 794. Iona 


in 793. and again in 802 dnd 
806. By 799 the first raiders 
were reported at various 
islands off the Aquitaine 
coast of France. The fiood 
gates had opened, and so 
had ihc sluices of the rhe¬ 
toric of outrage, particu¬ 
larly from Ireland. 

But Lindisfame was excen- 
tian.il. The attack on Lindis- 
fjrric was construed as an 
atrack on civilization itself, 
a .shocking affront. To this 
day. the memory of 793 sUill 
seems to haunt the island.

Jorvik comes to light 
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York fell tn Viking invaders 
in 866. Although it was 
recaptured more than once 
by the Anglo-Saxons in rhe 
second quarter of rhe renth 
century and the last Scan¬ 
dinavian king of York was 
driven out in 934 it con¬ 
tinued to be a centre of 
Viking commerce and cul¬ 
ture until the Normans 
arrived. 

The last attempt at polit¬ 
ical domination came from 
King Ha raid Hardrada of 
Norway, defeated at the bat¬ 
tle of Stamford Bridge, a 
few miles from York. This 
was the battle of 1066 which 
King Harold of England 
won before hurrying on 
down to Hastings. 

Recent excavation at 
Coppergate, in central York, 
has shown the importance 
of Jorvik. as Vikings called 
rhe city. “In the two cen¬ 
turies before the Norman 
conquest York was the 
second richest and second 
largest city in England”. 
Mr Richard Hall, rhe 
Coppergate site director, 
says in his booklet on Jnr- 
vik published by rhe York 
Archaeological Trust. “ Ir 
had a unique character 
which was due not just to 
its wealth or its >irc but io 
its role as the fncu-; fnr 
Scandinavian politic - 'I and 
commercial interests in Eng¬ 
land." 

After looking at the 
medieval minster and the 
remains of the Roman Inr- 
tress where Constantine ».«s 
proclaimed Emperor, the 
layman finds it bard to 
grasp quickly the sign'fi- 
cance of stumpy wooden 
walls 5ft or 6fr high But to 
archaeologists the walls, ana 
die thousands of small arti¬ 
cles found round them, 
from fishbones to silver 
pennies, are a mine of In¬ 
formation about Viking lire. 

What rhe experts see 
when they look down on the 


site. nun;.- toot below 
present street level, arc a 
ruw of four or five shops, 
workplaces and dwellings, 
wirh courtyards, weiis. 
latrines and storerooms 
behind. Ompersdie is an 
old Norse name for “street ” 
ot the woodworkers 
although there is evidence 
of many other trades. 

Mr Peter Addyman, direc¬ 
tor uf York /■ rcr>aeological 
Trust, said it was believed 
Coppergate was laid out by 
the Vikings a.s part of a 
town planning cxcrd.se asso¬ 
ciated with building a new 
Ouse bridge. The long nar¬ 
row plots ‘ remained the 
basic building lines until a 
factory was built over rhem. 

Evidence of Viking occu¬ 
pation lay hidden until the 
factory was demolished four 
years ago. York City Coun¬ 
cil delayed redevelopment 
of rhe site to enable excava¬ 
tion to be carried ouu The 
archaeological diggers have 
until October—or untiL 
hinds run out—to complete 
their task. 

Mr Addyman said the trust, 
which has explored sites of 
many periods in York, has a 
permanent staff of 34, with 
up to 30 volunteers in sum¬ 
mer. Most of rhe articles 
found arc examined and 
cleaned on the site, then 
placed in plastic bags for 
further study. Some hove to 
be encapsulated in water. 

Among rare finds have 
been a pendant cross of jot. 
inlaid with yellow dye; 
amber fragments apparently 
from a jewe'ler’s shop; and 
a bone intricately carved 
with dogs. Other trades 
were indicated hv fragments 
of textile and leather, 
spindle-whorls, and wooden 
bowls and cups. 

Probahlv rhe most un¬ 
expected discovery was a set 
of pan pipes, made of box¬ 
wood. and still playable. 


Mr Add.vinun emphasized 
that the finds, which even 
include dice made nf jet. 
represented an important 
extension of our knowledge 
of the Vikings in a home 
setting. In four years' exca¬ 
vation “ one sword pommel 
was the first Coppergate 
find that was not 
domestic”, he said. This 
non-vinleni face of a warlike 
people will dominate York's 
contribution to the Lnodon 
exhibition, down to a 
leather shoe in a rare state 
of preservation, and an awl 
with a wooden handle. 

Viking remains, including 
tombstones, have been turn¬ 
ing up in York for 250 
vears. Interest quickened in 
1972 when the debris from 
the premises of a teorh-cen- 
mry leather-worker were 
uncovered below the cellars 
of Lloyds bank, not far 
from Coppergate. 

Not only were there 
scraps of leather, and asso¬ 
ciated tools, but also seeds, 

E olkrn and insects likely to 
e found in a tannery. 
These have de'iphted scien¬ 
tists at the environmental 
archaeologv unit at the 
University of York. After 
studying many different 
types of beetle, the eggs of 
intestinal parasites, and 
finding a nit in a discarded 
comb, they can picture the 
unpleasant living conditions 
at the time. Bui families 
may have enjoyed the hear 
generated bv rotting wood 
and other rubbish. 

Some insects normally 
associated with a southern 
climate may indicate that 
York summers were hotter 
then chan now. But skates 
made from cattle hones 
probably mean winters were 
harsher, which may also 
account for the remains of 
storks. .

The Vikings must have been 
determined and persisrent 
in their expansion ; whether 
in raiding, trading or in 
settling down. Their 
descendants seem to have 
inherited the same sort Of 
obstinacy that characterized 
their ancestors. The modern 
Vikings continue to pursue 
an unreal tradition—that of 
the horned helmets. 
Souvenirs, commercial 
advertisement's, cartoons 
and people dressed up at 
Viking festivals use the 
burned heJmers ro this day. 

The question is. did the 
Vi kin as really have those 
horned helmets ? Nearly all 
archaeologists say “no" 
because no horned helmets 
from the Viking period, 
which stretched from the 
end nf the seventh century 
to abnut 1050, have been 
found so far. 

The only helmet from the 
Viking period which has

been discovered and 
reconstructed is from the 
chieftain grave of 


that the tradition dates back 
to bronze helmets like the 
one from Viksoe found in 
the northern part of 
Zealand, Denmark. This is 
from the early Bronze Age 
and has huge horns. Before 
the Viking period horns 
were certainly used, as can 
be seen for example on 
templates found in Sweden. 

During the Bronze Age 
helmets with horns were 
used by men who took part 
in religious ceremonies and 
other finds from periods 
before the Viking age show

not have horns on it. 

So why this persistence 
about horned helmets on 
hehalt of the modern 
Vikings ? Else RoesdaT, 
lecturer in archaeology at 
die University nf Aarhus, 
Denmark, says: “ I really 
do not know but it might be 


example U the Gold Horns 
from the first half of the 
fifth century found in 
Denmark, but unfortunately 
stolen and melted down at 
the beginning of the 
nineteenth century, so that 
only copies remain. On one 
of the horns there were 
small figures of men 


wearing horns. 

At the Viking Ship 
Museum just outside Oslo, 
the Oseberg ships are 
displayed, together with 
finds from the Oseberg 
grave which 'dates back to 
about 800. 

Remnants of a tapestry 
from the grave .can also be 
seen and a reconstruction of 
it was made some time 
during the 1930s. On this 
reconstruction a warrior is 
wearing a homed helmet.- 

Although we know the 
Vikings wore helmets, so 
far there is no evidence 
that they were horn- 
embellished. The use of 
horns nowadays seems to be 
a retrospective custom 
which might be justified as 
it has now beenme a kind of 
national svmbol j n the 
Scandinavian countries.

Words are the new invaders 


Thi* month has seen the 
beginning of another Viking 
invasion of our shores. The 
announcement of the Vik- 
»s exhibition has led to 
great activity among pub¬ 
lishers and more titan two 
dozen titles—new works cr 
reissues—are now available. 

One of the most lavish is 
The .Xnrthern World, which 
is edited by David M. Wil¬ 
son, Director of the British 
Museum and a prolific writ¬ 
er about the Vikings. The 
bonk has some of the finest 
illustrations, both line draw¬ 
ings and photographs, yet 
publithvd. It is a composite 
work with eight contribut¬ 
ing authors who cover the 
period from AD400-1100. 

What we learn from this 
book and some of the others 
is that the Vikings were not 
just ruchless barbarians 
roaming the seas, looting 
and pillaging. They were 
also fine craftsmen in wood 
and precious metals and 


extensive traders who 
forged a network of routes 
across the northern world 
as well as the Mediter¬ 
ranean and Middle East. 
The Northern World is a 
happy medium between a 
coffee-table book and some¬ 
thing a little more useful 
and serious. 

Perhaps one oF the 
best-known works, now in 
its third impression, is 
the authoritative joint 
effort hy David M. Wil¬ 
son and P. G. Foote, The 
Viking Achievement. Dr. 
Wilson also has a new edi¬ 
tion in paperback and hard 
hack of The Vikings tmd 
their Origins, which in this 
larger version again exem¬ 
plifies the extent of art and 
craftsmanship. 

Unfortunately there are 
few new or original works. 
Many are variacions on an 
old dieme presented in a 
slightly different and often 
less accurate form.

Mr Magnusson, almost a 
Viking himself, who is able 
to rattle off mngue-iwi&ting 
Norse names with such 
knowledge and fianacbe 
when he broadcasts, is even 
more convincing and in¬ 
teresting as a writer. 

One of the problems 
about archaeology is that 
the subject is often made 
nut m he ns haring as the 
presenters or writers them¬ 
selves. Both Dr Wilson and 
Mr Magnus son have gone a 
long way towards changing 
this and, if you will, to 
popularize these stories 
from the past. Perhaps in 
this respect, and maybe 
rightly so, Mr Magnusson 
has slightly the better of Dr 
Wilson. 'Archaeology and 
early history can be enter¬ 
taining without detracting 
from its academic value. 

A disappointing honk is 
Jacqueline Simpson’s The 
Viking World, one of the 
few new bonks. Although 
her premise that the Vik¬ 
ings were more than just 
raiders is modish, her writ¬ 
ing falls into that unhappy 
state of being neither too 
serious nor too entertain¬ 
ing : ic also lacks originality 
and is just ** another Viking 
book ”, 

Nor so »> an absorbing lit¬ 
tle paperback bv Ian Atkin¬ 
son, The Viking Ships, 
which tells with ingenious 
detail the story of these 
master shipbuilders. 

During the past 15 years, 
increased activity by- 
archaeologists has produced 
a great deal of information, 
especially in Denmark and 
sruthern Norway and 
Sweden. One of the great 
sources of material has been 
the salvaging and recon¬ 
struction of Five boats at 
Roskilde in Denmark. Olaf 
Olsen and Ole Crumlin- 
Federsen from the Roskilde 
Museum have produced a 
recenr work called simply 
Five Viking Ships which 
tells how these ships, origi¬ 
nally sunk to blockade a 
navigation cbannel, have 
been raised and are being 
restored.

queror of the world, the 
Scandinavian at his best. 

■ Those were the. times _ 
when he was a traveller in' 
fear and horror; today he is 
a traveller in everything 
from, sausages to electronics.. 
Toddy he is doing the 
Nordic peoples a favour- 
Bui how much resemblance 
does the historic Viking 
who lived a JJ000 years ago 
have to the twentieth cen¬ 
tury with his memories of a 
past full of glory ? 

Let me answer the ques¬ 
tion thjs way ”, Mr Frank 
Eirkebaek, archaeologist and 
historian at the Roskilde 
Museum, Denmark, says. 
“The boms you can give 
back to the cow. No helmets 
with horns have ever been 
found from the Viking age. 
The lur may return to the 
Bronze- Age where it rightly 
belongs, and rhe becoming 
hide across the shoulder 
should be replaced by a hip- 
long peasant coat of solid 
Nordic wool. “ The cross- 
twisted ribbon round the 
legs can be returned to the 
Wagnerian opera and in¬ 
stead the Viking is 
equipped with a pair of 
long tight-fined trousers 
which suits the Nordic cli¬ 
mate. The iron-covered 
shoes can be exchanged 
with a pair of shoes made 
of soft leather. 

“The sword is all right 
and correct but you might 
as well find the Viking 
behind tbe plough or with a 
spade, a tool or a weight in 
his band. With these altera¬ 
tions we are closer to the 
historic Viking with a 
totally different appearance 
but not less exciting", Mr 
Birkebaek concludes. 

The three principal indus¬ 
tries in the Viking age were 
hunting and Fishing, agricul¬ 
ture and cattle breeding, 
and last but not least trade. 
In the southern part of 
Scandinavia all five groups 
were often interwoven into 


the basic elements of living. 
In the northern parr of 
Scandinavia with its barren 
soil, agriculture gave wav to 
carde breeding as the'fore¬ 
most: way of living..

They, are beef, 
mutton, bacon, fL-h, jnune 
and poultry. Mai tec barley 
was used for brewing brer. 

They lived In houses o-uiit 
with nature's products e,s 
available. Wood was us err 
when possible, and in Cold 
places wirhour forests; 
houses were built of thick 
insulating turf supported by 
stones. The timber necess¬ 
ary' for the support of the 
roof. was driftwood °F im¬ 
ported. . The roof was 
covered with turf, straw or 
perhaps shingle. 

In the middle of the house 
was the fireplace and. along 
the walls benches. The walls 
were either straight or 
curved. The doors were 
small and it is unknown 
whether the houses had any 
windows so perhaps the 
only light came from the 
opening in the roof above 
the fireplace or from the 
open door. 

Most houses had one 
room only which was used 
as a living room kitchen 
and a place of work as well 
as dormitory at night. 

In Denmark during tbe 
early Viking epoch common 
houses for. people and cattle 
alike developed into either 
two parallel ones or two to 
three buildings placed in an 
angle. As well as the fire¬ 
place came the use of dif¬ 
ferent lamps for oil or lard. 
In Oseberg, Norway, a floor 
lamp was found consisting 
of a small jar carried by a 
spear which could be 
rammed into the ground. 

Family life was important 
as an institution and the 
role of husband and wife 
different. At the threshold 
to the house was the bound¬ 
ary. Inside die house the 
woman was in charge of 
staff and household posses- 
- sions and ■ she must have 
exercised considerable 

power when the husband 


was away, often for long 
periods. The sell-sufficicncv 
of a Viking home was ba&cd 
on rhe woman' working 1,1 
the house all year round. 

Tbe Viking world was a 
.masculine one and only 
when a woman became a 
widow did she get some 
degree of independence as 
'.welt as possession of he 1 " 
own property. This incluoc-.' 
her own person 'as well as a 
say in. wherber. she wanted 
to 'get married again. -Vs 
long as she wjs married she 
could be outlawed or exe¬ 
cuted lor adultery but she 
could also get a divorce..a 
right she lost when Chris¬ 
tianity became the dominant 
. religion in Scandinavia. 

The women were busy in¬ 
doors, in particular during 
dufinher and.autumn wJjcj. 
the ■ storerooms hat' -r 
fiHed .-far the winter. Mc.it 
.and 'n&Ji were . dried «»r 
salted anj • berries pre¬ 
served. Wotrt\i*n had to look 
after the cbildVon, and do 
the sewing with \wool,- fur 
and hide. . . 

The man was in charge nf 
work outside, and-whtU» cul¬ 
tivating the soil he., -was 
often helped by slaves **i- 
staff. He had to look after- 
the cattle and collect wood 
for building and making 
tools. 

The fond was prepared in¬ 
side the house at the fire¬ 
place. There the woman 
cooked and baked, and the 
food was served on wooden 
dishes and eaten from wood¬ 
en plates using knives and a 
spoon. 

The Vikings were known 
to he very hospitable and >i 
visitor would be seated next 
to the house lord. Berne 
the meal everyone washed 
their hands in finger bowls 
placed by each cover. 

When the Vikings traded 
with the southern pari m 
Europe the principal goads 
were furs and slaves, and 
the slaves were mainly 
women often recruited 
among the home-based bon¬ 
dage. But also Baltic amber, 
soapstone from Norway nr 
iron from Sweden was 
traded. Gold, silver and 
jewels were among the pre¬ 
ferred imports. Silver wa> 
in particular demand a> it 
was the principal standard 
of exchange long before 
coins were minted.

King Sigurd was a typical 
Viking in spirit and it makes 
Jinie difference rhar be was 
hailed by rhe whole of Chris¬ 
tian Europe as a pilgrim who 
sailed under the sign of the 
cross and gave his spoils to 
the sanctuaries in Jerusalem. 
As a Christian, he spent the 
tirst winter of his journey as 
guest of King Henry I of 
England, then he sailed 
beyond the Christian world 
to fight for the church with 
the same weapons and rhe 
same ruthlcssqess as other 
Vikings before him had 
fought to gain perpetual life 
with Odin and Thor. Oaty 
death in battle assured men 
a happy afterlife designed to 
Viking taste. 

From Christian England 
King Sigurd sailed on ro 
assault rhe Muslim intruders 
in Portugal and Spain, killing 
those who refused to be 
baptized. The Viking traffic 
inside rhe Mediterranean was 
srill so lively rhar his fleet 
of 60 Norwegian longships on 
entering had to fight another 


vincible fortress city of Sidon 
in Lebanon, which for ages 
had harassed rhe Christian 
pilgrims. He established a 
warm friendship with the 
Christian emperors of Rome 
and Constantinople, and 
showed his greatness by leav¬ 
ing behind all bis ships and 
most of his men to continue 
rhe fight for Christianity 
while he returned ro Norway 
by horse. 

In return for these adven¬ 
tures he was apparently 
happy to bring home as sou¬ 
venirs some relics, including 
an alleged splinter from the 
Holy Cross which King Bald¬ 
win and the patriarch of 
Jerusalem gave him in recog¬ 
nition of his services. His 
triumphs, the swim in the 
river Jordan, and the stories 
he could tell at drinking 
parties during the JoDg win¬ 
ter evenings at home meant 
more to him than all the 
wealth he could have accum¬ 
ulated. Others Eke him were 
also prepared to leave behind 
the spoils of conquest and to 
return to Norway in triumph 
with exciting memories that 
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Viking armada on its way out were passed on From father 


through rhe Strait of Gtbrad- 
tar. Sicily was then ruled by 
the Norwegian Duke Rodgeir 
whom Sigurd upon a pleasant 
visit promoted to king, before

Tlie photographs on this 
page show two sides o( Vik¬ 
ing life. The Osobcrg ship 
(right} was discovered be¬ 
neath a burial mound at 
Slagen in 1904 and is now 
in the Viking Ship Museum 
at Bygdoy, Oslo. The ship 
was built almost entirely of 
oak. 

Its impressive and elegant 
appearance, created by rela¬ 
tively light construction, its 
ornate decoration and strik¬ 
ingly high stem and stern 
suggest that it was intended 
for use by a chieftain and his 
followers on closed* waters 
rather than the open sea. 


The stvle of carving indi¬ 
cates a date from the begin¬ 
ning of the Viking period, 
possibly about SOfl, but with 
an overall length of only 
21.58 metres it is not of the 
true Viking longship type. 

The furnishings in a 
Viking house (a reconstruc¬ 
tion at Arhus, Denmark, is 
pictured above) would have 
been austere by today’s 
standard. Fixed benches 
were used both for sleeping 
and sitting. Chests were uaea 
to store cloches and per¬ 
sonal possessions. Tables and 
shelves (but not cupboards) 


have been found ar various 
sites, while food was kept 
in wooden vaLs and tubs and 
in large soapstone bowls. 
Domestic utensils (left) 
were commonly of wood. 

The floors of houses would 
have been stamped earth, per¬ 
haps streivn with reeds or 
straw, and the focal point 
would have been the central 
hearth where meat was 
roasted on spits or long 
forks and griddles. 

A reconstruction of a Vik¬ 
ing house can be seen at The 
Vikings exhibition.

The Vikings exhibition at the 
British Museum celebrates 
no great anniversary, nor is 
it intended merely tu titil¬ 
late the faded palate of the 
professional exhibition-goer. 
Rather it is an attempt to 
present a period and a 
people, familiar in title but 
basically little understood, 
in the light of recent 
research and discovery. This 
includes long-term surveys 
which can reveal a new 
image of -a culture or 
period. 

The Danish Scientific 
Research Council , was 
funded for five years inten¬ 
sive investigation of rural 
settlement sites, of the Vik¬ 
ing age, investigations 
-ivnich are answering long¬ 
standing questions about the 
type and pattern of such 
sites. Ground-plans of large 
numbers of buildings show¬ 
ing a sub-manorial or ham¬ 
let-like structure, have been 
revealed. 

Material finds are few, 
just sufficient to provide 
evidence of date and econo¬ 
mic activity, but the excava¬ 
tions tell of settled agricul¬ 
tural communities having 
an origin in the pre-Viking 
period, the history of which 
(as at Vorbasse in Jutland) 
extends into the Middle 
Aaes. 1 . 

This programme is crucial 
to the understanding of the 


In the ninth, tenth and ele¬ 
venth centuries there was 
on outward flow of the 
Scandinavian people from 
their homelands on the 
shores of the Baltic and the 
North Sea to all Western 
Europe, Iceland, Greenland, 
Newfoundland, and to Rus¬ 
sia and the Black Sea. 

This great movement was 
possible partly because the 
Vikings had been made by 
their environment into 
something rare in history, a 
people who looked on the 
sea. not as a last resort for 
populations and individuals 
defeated on land, but as a 
principal source of wealth 
and social prestige. The reg¬ 
ular maintenance of open- 
boat sailing on this scale, 
often in most rigorous 
weather, is perhaps the 
most remarkable seafaring 
achievement in the history 
of European man. Until the 
voyages of exploration and 
colonization in the fifteenth 
and sixteenth centuries no 
people from European home¬ 
lands ever spread so far by 
sea as did the Scandinavians 
during the Viking age. 

Because of burial customs 
and because of the preserv¬ 
ing power of -the Baltic Sea, 
we know from archaeologi¬ 
es! evidence more in detail

political structure of Den¬ 
mark in the Viking age, and 
particularly in the tenth 
century. The role of well- 
known but obscurely docu¬ 
mented historical figures is 
better understood as a 
result of long-term projects 
by German archaeologists at 
the site, of Hedeby and by 
the Danes at towns like 
Aarhus and Ribe. Other evi¬ 
dence has come from the 
investigation of the great 
dyke (the Danevirke) which 
cuts Jutland at its narrow¬ 
est point, excavation at the 
circular fortifications of 
Trelleborg, Fyrkat and 
Aggersborg, and the discov¬ 
ery of numerous under¬ 
water defences, as well as 
from the excavation of a 
canal on the island of 
Samso and of elaborate 
causeways and road systems 
elsewhere. 

Tbe discovery of a Chris¬ 
tian royal grave at the 
dynastic necropolis of Jell¬ 
ing has also helped under¬ 
standing. 

All these, together with 
intensive study of runic in¬ 
scriptions, place names and 
textual sources have given 
substance to rulers like 
Harald Bluetooth, a king of 
the Jelling dynasty. Refined 
methods' of dating, particu¬ 
larly the use of tree-rings, 
have enabled many of these 


works to be dated to the 
later years of Herald’s reign. 

Spectacular finds add 
colour to the humdrum 
round of archaeological and 

scientific work. Ships raised 
from the bed of Roskilde 
fiord (the prow of one of 
them may be seen in the 
British Museum exhibition) 
included the first cargo ves¬ 
sels discovered in Scandina¬ 
via, as well as a warship 
and general-duty vessels. 
Work last summer at 
Hedeby uncovered part of 
perhaps the finest Viking 
ship ever found. 

If Denmark has provided 
the greatest stimulus to 
Viking studies, excavations 
at York and Dublin have 
not been far behind, reveal¬ 
ing not only the economic 
strengths of the Scandina¬ 
vians abroad, but providing 
the beginnings of an under¬ 
standing of their trade pat¬ 
terns, of their craftsmanship 
and art. 

The Isle of Man, the 
Hebrides, Orkneys, Shet- 
lands and Faroes were all 
settled by Scandinavian fam¬ 
ilies, providing wealth for 
petty chiefs, earls and even 
kings. The Orkneys, for 
example, formed the richest 
Norwegian earldom. Excava¬ 
tion at Birsay has revealed 
one of the seats of the 
earls, while at Westness 
some of the first properly 


excavated Viking graves 
have been dug by the Nor¬ 
wegians, supplementing 
many excavated over the 
past century all over Scot¬ 
land. The pre-war and post¬ 
war excavations at Jarlshof 
In Shetland (at the end of 
the airport runway ax Sun- 
burgh) revealed what was 
presumably the seat of the 
chief of Shetland. 

Farther north the Faroe 
Islands bad, until the late 
1950$, received scant atten- 
ti on from archaeologists, 
but excavations on some of 
the sites known from the 
Saga of the Faroe Islanders 
have revealed farms (like 
that at Kvivig), which for 
tbe first time show ninth 
and tenth-century settlers 
from Norway or Iceland in 
these -windswept islands. 

Icelandic farms were first 
thoroughly investigated by a 
pan-Scandinavian team of 

archaeologists just before 
the war and the results of 
these excavations (redated 

by volcanologists) have long 
been available. In the 1950s 
tbe present President of Ice¬ 
land (then head . of the 
National Museum) produced 
an account of the numerous, 
if rather poor, grave finds. 

Excavation since then has 
been con centra red on new 
graves and farm rites. Of 
particular interest 

(although rather inconclu¬ 


sive) have been the Swedish 
excavations on one of the 
earliest Saga sites in Reyk¬ 
javik itself and the writing 
up of a recently found tern- 
shaped crotier from Thing- 
vellir. 

The pattern of settlement 
in Greenland receives con¬ 
tinuing attention from 
Danish archaeologists. In 
recent years excavations a 
BrattaMid, Eirik the Red's 
farm, have revealed an early 
church built of turf in the 
normal style of Iceland and 
Greenland. This has been 
identified as the church of 
Thjodbrld, Eirik’s wile, a 
character portrayed in the 
later saga literature. An 
inter-Scandinavian expedi¬ 
tion is now investigating 
further sites in Greenland, 
but finds there will prob¬ 
ably be post-Viking. 

From Greenland to 
America is a short voyage 
and historical sources wax 
eloquent about the rich 
lands to the west. Ingenuity 

of forgers and, romantic sus¬ 
pension of judgment by 
scholars have provided tbe 
museums and libraries of 
North America with count¬ 
less nonsenses telling of the 
Scandinavian discovery of 
Vi aland the Good. The fake 
runic description from Ken¬ 
sington, Minnesota, rises 
again and again as yet 
another amateur tries to

about Viking vessels til an 
about the ships of any other 
people in antiquity. What 
emerges is a picture of what 
may well be a special family 
of high-br ed boats and 
ships, perhaps a specialized 
croup on the edge, rather 
man at the centre, of wider 
contemporary / European 
shipbuilding traditioas, of 
which we know very little 
at present. 

The classic finds in the 
burial mounds of the great 
families who lived on the 
western shore of the Oslo 
fiord, the Oseberg and Gok- 
stad ships, probably repre¬ 
sent generally the coasters 
of their respective periods, 
but coasters built in the 
grand manner for use as 
royal transport. The Ose¬ 
berg ship was built about 
800 and found in 1905 with 
its fabulous cache of con¬ 
temporary art treasures. 

Its complex construction 
and its peculiar hull form, 
shallow and sharp, with a 
sudden change in shape 
above the waterline, was 
long thought to indicate a 
royal craft built on anachro¬ 
nistic lines. But the find, 
also on the shores of the 
Oslo fiord, of the Klastad 
ship, of the same period, 
the same shape, and of even 


more complex construction, 
laden with a very commer¬ 
cial cargo of whetstones, 
suggests that the Oseberg 
find may represent a refine¬ 
ment of a contemporary 
working form. 

The Gokstad ship, built in 
850 and found in 1880, has 
for years been taken as the 
ideal of tbe Viking vessel, 
largely perhaps because it 
looks so magnificent as dis¬ 
played today at Bygdcry near 
Oslo. But it also was per¬ 
haps a refinement for 
aristocratic transport of an 
existing strand in contem¬ 
porary shipbuilding prac¬ 
tices and, despite all the 
reconstructions of the Gok¬ 
stad ship, probably neither 
of these classic finds repre¬ 
sents the vessels in which 
die raiders and traders were 
carried in great numbers 
across the seas. 

For these ships we must 
look elsewhere, to numerous 
fragmentary remains found 
in different parts of Scan¬ 
dinavia and notably to the 
ship finds of the early 1960s 
in the Roskilde fiord in 
Denmark. These vessels 
appear to represent the wor¬ 
kaday ships of about 1000, 
about the time when the 
Greenland Vikings reached 
Newfoundland. 


There are five of them. 
One was probably built in 
Norway. Only 16 metres 
long, with its broad beam 
and full body, it was 
designed to be sailed rather 
than rowed and is perhaps a 
small kntirr, representative 
of the type of boat used, 
according to the Sagas, on 
the long voyages. 

There are two vessels, one 
for raiding and the other 
for war. None of the five is 
of the proportions and 
shape of the classic Norwe¬ 
gian finds and they differ, 
too, in many details of con¬ 
struction. One of the war 
vessels is apparently similar 
to the ships depicted in the 
Bayeux tapestry and experi¬ 
ments with an approximate 
reconstruction have shown 
it very suitable for amphib¬ 
ious operations in shallow 
waters io good weather. Tbe 
other warship is a true long 
ship—that is, the Sagas say, 
d vessel with 13 or more 
pairs of oars. It carried 20 
pairs of oars at least and 
with its overall length of 29 
metres or so and a length- 
beam nation of 7.5:1 it 
could be rowed and sailed 
to England. 

Viking boats and ships 
had characteristic features. 


They were without fixed 
decks and were pointed at 
both ends, with a keel 
scarfed ro stem and stem 
posts which-were sometimes 
of very complex construc¬ 
tion, and with a strong, 
sheer line. Their main 
strengh lay in a shell of 
rhin strokes made up of 
planks fastened to one 
another with iron nails. 

Symmetrical ribs, or 
frames, made to fit tbe pre¬ 
erected shell, were lashed 
or fastened by wooden pins 
to the planks, but not to the 
keel of die vessel, and over 
most ribs there were slender 
cross-beams, and later 
thwarts, giving added sup¬ 
port and stability to the 
shell. The shape of the boat 
or ship was determined by 
the shell and not by the 
frames. The resultant vessel 
was a flexible, supple ■ con¬ 
struction, combining strength 
with minimum weight. The 
parts were interdependent, 
making for a remarkable 
piece of engineering in 
wood. 

The Viking builders had a 
preference for oak as their 
prime material, though the 
strakes could be of pine or 
ash. Beech, alder, bircb, 
lime and willow also went 
into vessel construction. Tbe

By excavating and puD- 
lishfng a remarkable Norse 
. settlement site at L Anse 
aux Meadows in Newfound¬ 
land, Helge Ingstad, a Nor¬ 
wegian journalist, and his 
archaeologist wife have now 
finally shown that reasoned 
fieldwork can score over 
romanticism. Objects found 
on the site are few but 
trium phantly genuine and 
for the first time scholars 
have accepted a European 
site on American soil in the 
period before Columbus. 

Adventurers in the North 
Atlantic left Norway to seek 
new land, in the west- 
Archaeological work in Nor¬ 
way has, however,. been 
rather haphazard. The most 
important, finds come from 
the international market¬ 
place of Kaupaog, a trading 
station mentioned by King 
Alfred. Charlotte Blind- 
helm’s excavations, with 
their rich finds tes tif ying to 
Norwegian trade with die 
south and west, will shortly 
be published.

planks which- made op the 
strakes were obtained from 
radially-cleft oak .treated 
with pine tar, or from tan- 
gentialiy-split pine, but in 
the latter case only planks 
obtained through the centre 
of the log were used. 
Research in recent years 
has shown that tbe Viking- 
age craftsmen evolved the 
best method of converting 
each type of timber for the 
particular job in hand and 
they probably used green, 
unseasoned timber. 

Despite the popular con¬ 
ception of the Viking ship 
foaming along under its 
striped sail we know very 
little about the detail of 
their sails and rigging. The 
knSrr was essentially a sail¬ 
ing vessel using oars as aux¬ 
iliary power, the longship at 
the opposite extreme with 
auxiliary sail. From exca¬ 
vated evidence and from 
snch representations as 
those on the Gotland stones, 
we can say that the Vikings 
used a single squaresail, 
spread by a yard which was 
held to a-mast stepped near 
amidships.

Splendid remains of 
Ordinary people 


CorOfos, brooches, and- fine 
jewelry, together with a set 
of woodworking tools, are 
some of the things on dis-' 
play at The Vikings exhibi¬ 
tion which opens at the Bri¬ 
tish'Museum, London, today. 
They serve to remind, .us 
that perhaps, after all, sotme 
of the Vikings, were ordinary 
people leading ordinary lives 
not ‘so- very far removed 
from the country comimuB- 
ties of the. Nordic countries 
and Atlantic islands today. 
They.-efid. not spend all their 
time sailing the high seas in 
their Ion-gabips raping and 
pilla ging ; travel they, cer¬ 
tainly did—co all quarters of 
the northern world from the 
Americas to the Middle 
East—but they were traders 
albeit somewhat aggressive 
at times,-rather than purely 
raiders.

external. Events of the past week 
or so, including the revelation 
of tne company’s serious drop in 
its share of the domestic car mar¬ 
ket, have now reached the point 
where it must be clear tn all 
concerned that a significant 
deterioration has taken place in 
the basic assumptions on which 
that corporate plan was based. 

At present, therefore, British 
Leyland is in some kind of limbo. 
The headline catching items of 
news, like the problem with Mr 
Robinson, or the pav bailor, have 
been overtaken by the more 
fundamental issue of whether 
Bnnsb Leyland as rhe group we 
know today has any future at 
Even if Sir Keith Joseph 
believes that there is merit in 
continuing to present rhe appear¬ 
ance of non-intervention in the 
crisis (and even if at a tactical 
level he i s right in this belief), 
the Government has no option 
but to take a view of what con¬ 
sequences are likely to flow from 
the present situation. 

The obligation is rhe stronger 
since it deliberately chose to 
undermine the aurhoritv of the 
National Enterprise Board in its 


confrontation last vear with 
Rolls-Royce. The NEB in its 
reconstituted form has effec¬ 
tively washed its hands of British 
Leyland, although the Govern¬ 
ment s shareholding in the com- 
pany is still vested with it. The 
nriusn Leyland board is, ihere- 
f«»re, in practice directly account- 
able ro Sir Keith Joseph for what 
it aoes in the present intensified 
crisis about its future. 

It is in practice impossible for 
the Government to accept any 
proposal that British Leyland 
should cease ro exist overnight. 
The effect on the balance of 
trade would be catastrophic. 
Because of British Leyland’s 
critical role at the centre of the 
car component industry, any 
such sudden move would turn 
the Midlands (and some other 
parts of the country) into In¬ 
dustrial disaster areas. The short 
term eftect also on the Govern¬ 
ment’s own finances would add 
3 ij Irt ^ e . 1 ! 1 u 'hich even in the 
coldesr financial terms it could 
nor at this stage stand. 

Nor only would the Govern¬ 
ment have to face rhe social 
security and income tax rebate 
payments on a substantial scale 
to those becoming unemployed. 
Ir would aisn have in practice to 
shoulder all the burden of British 
Levland's secured and unsecured 
eeht. Jr is not possible ro give 
anv accurate estimate of what 
this ratal short-term cost would 
]>c to the Exchequer directly, but 
it must he well over El.OOOni. 

Any such shock would have a 
destabilizing effect on the 
British industrial economy which 
v.-ould be very serious. Since, 
therefore, iha-t is not an option, 
the range of possibilities open to 
British Leyland are limited. Its 
problems of thin management. 


poor labour relations, inadequate 
product range and the test have 
been seriously worsened as a 
result of the Government’s over¬ 
all economic straregy, which has 
led ro a high exchange rate for 
sterling. Whatever benefits such 
a steep upward revaluation of 
sterling may have in helping ro 
contain domestic inflationary 
pressures, the fact is that vul¬ 
nerable industries arc unable to 
survive under it. Io the long 
term such discipline through the 
exchange markets may produce 
healthier industries. In the short¬ 
term the performance of sterling 
muse have contributed substan¬ 
tially to the company's financial 
problems. 

Given British Levland's posi¬ 
tion, it is not possible to think 
in terms of putting the company 
into a conventional receivership. 
The course that the board will 
now have ro follow, however, will 
duplicate many of the steps that 
such a receiver would have had 
to take. In other words, the com¬ 
pany will continue to trade (as 
indeed ir would have to even 
under a receiver) while it purs 
its accounts into order. This will 
involve running down rapidly 
those areas of activity which arc 
nor producing a proper contribu¬ 
tion to profit, while disposing of 
those parrs of the business that 
can find a willing buyer. 

The main problem will, of 
course, still be rhe mass car 
division. Many of the other parrs 
of rhe company remain attractive. 
Ir is even possible that a dis¬ 
membered British Leyland trill 
find rhat the sum of its parts, set 
in new financial and managerial 
contexts, will be greater than the 
present whole in terms of 1 
industrial contribution to the

THE IOC CONDONES AGGRESSION 


The International Olympic Com¬ 
mittee, predictably failing to 
appreciate the gravity of the 
issue- before it, has confirmed 
Moscow as the venue for the 
summer Olympics. Even with that 
IOC approval, however, the 
games have JitrJe chance of being 
successful, either as a sporting 
spectacle, or as a propaganda 
exercise for the Soviet Union. 
Only a complete—not merely 
token—withdrawal of Soviet 
troops from Afghanistan, within 
the next few weeks, could restore 
any credibility to the event. 
President Carter’s deadline for 
such withdrawal, which coincides 
with the end of the winter 
Olympics in Lake Placid next 
week, is not immutable. If the 
troops were to leave at any time 
before May, it would still be pos¬ 
sible for the games to be attended 
by the athletes of most, it' rot 
all. countries, although it is diffi¬ 
cult to believe that there would 
not be a residue of bitterness 
inhibiting the full expression of 
international brotherhood. The 
likelihood of Soviet forces 
retreating in time for the Moscow 
games to go ahead with full 
participation is, however, 
regrettably, remote. 

The holding of an alternative 
games cannot be viewed with 
great enthusiasm, but it would 
be better than nothing at all. It 
would, at least, mean that the 
efforts of athletes who have spent 
years preparing themselves for 
the summer of 1980 will be put to 
some purpose, alrhough. in most 
sports, any victory would be

The pre-war parallel to rhe 
Soviet invasion of Afghanistan is, 
perhaps, Mussolini’s attack on 
Abyssinia. It would have been 
unthinkable to have held the 
Olympic Games in Rome that 
year.

policy and of its “ enormous ser¬ 
vices ... in the struggle for 
peace”. The decision of the IOC, 
and especially its unanimity, is 
no doubr being presented to rhe 
Russian public in tbe same way. 
Lord Killanin is fasr becoming a 
Soviet hero. Boycotting the 
Olympic Games is one of the few 
ways for rhe rest of the world to 
show its disgust at the Soviet 
government’s actions abroad, and 
ensure that its propaganda does 
not succeed in deceiving the 
Soviet people.

Sir, The Government is apparently 

planning swingeing cuts to housing 

aulwidiev. 

Despite the Conservative election 
promise rn ‘'concentrate aid on 
need ”, subsidies to council tenants, 
who are generally on low incomes, 
have been singled out for cuts. The 
Government apparently has no plans 
tn gradually reduce rhe massive 
mortgage rax relief subsidies pre¬ 
sently paid ro higher income home- 
buvers. 

Yet rhe Housin': Green Paper 
showed that in 1973-74 the average 
council tenanr received a housing 
i subsidy of £162, rhe average home- 
buyer received in tax relief and 
oofion mortgage subsidy £141 and 
rhe average hnmehu-’er earning over 
£6,000 a year received a massive 
£369. 

Of course mortgage interest rates 
have recently risen steeply but 
b'rter-off homebuyers have been 
shielded from these increases hv 
rheir subsidies rising in paraMri. in 
fact a homebm-er wirh a £25.000 
mortgage who is earning £20,000 a 
year will, as a result of rhe recent 
morrna"e rare increase, only have 
ro pay 14 r*er cenr more a vear after 
rax relief has been taken into 
account. 

Wbat is most frightening for 
council tenants is rhat the rate- 
support grant settlement has alreadv 
assumed average rent increases of 
some 25 per cent. Further large 
increases on rop of tills, at a rime 
when subsidies to richer home- 
buyers are to be left untouched, are 
dearly inequitable. 

The Government’s policy renirns 
ns ta the divisive davs of rh» 1972 
Housing Finance Act, wh’ch also 
sought to increase council rents 
and wfi'ch precipin-ed widespread 
rent strikes and social unrest. 

Goverom nrf K are all roo aware 
of the difficulties faced hv low 
income homebuvers. Whv are thev 
totally blind ro the srruggle of manv 
council tenants to make ends meet ?

The reality i* that BSC has vir¬ 
tually completed a massive invest¬ 
ment programme which gives It 
some of the finest iron and crude 
steel-making plant in Europe. At rhe 
same rime, for reasons largely oul- 
mde Its own control, the bottom has 
fallen out of its markets. 

Even its present closure plans 
wlH leave it with capacity to pro¬ 
duce at least 20 per cent more steel 
than rhe demand it is currently fore¬ 
casting for tbe mid-80s. They will 
also still leave it with a le«el of 
iiutpui per man weH below that of 
its continental competitors. 

For the sake of its own future 
and that of its employees, irs cus* 
tomers and their 4 million employ¬ 
ees in Britain, it is essential that 
tbe Corporation should be abie to 
make rhe best possible use of its 
new facilities and close down those 
which are surpjus. 

Tn saying this I ?m in no way 
under-raring rhe enormous scale of 
the social problems which will have 
tn be dealt with if we are to avoid 
the possibility of industrial action 
•uch as the French and Belgian 
steel industries have faced in re¬ 
cent years. 

But it would make no sense tn 
revert to the flight from realitv 
represented by the Benn/Beswick 
policy of preventing necessary 
closures which appears to be the 
practical implication of Professor 
Re-s’s letter. 

Tim poliev has already cost rhe 
country untold wealth, in terms of 
unrofflpfririvencss. Inst bigness and 
ultimately lost jobs for BSC and its 
customers, as well u a huge bill for 
the raxnayer.

It is true, of course, that the only 
elective full-time post in rhe Trans¬ 
port and General Workers’ Union 
is rbar of rbc General Secretary. 
But you omit to mention—by 
accident or design—the complex 
and highlv effective committee 
structure of lay members who are 
elected for fixed terms. These 
committees place considerable con¬ 
straints on the practices of appoin¬ 
ted officers. Full-time officers are 
also constrained by shop stewards, 
who are elected for fixed terms. 

Trade unionists will be deeply 
suspicious of the sudden interest 
of The Times iu democracv. I can 
remember a period, some 20 years 
ago. wben people of vour persua¬ 
sion were arguing that the unions 
would be more efficient if full-time 
officers were appointed. Certainly 
1 cannot recall The Times running 
a campaign against Let Cannon and 
Frank Chappie • when thev were 
busily dismantling the system of 
elections for full-timers in the 
Electrical Trades Union. Most trade 
unionists, quite legitimately given 
your record, will susoecr that you 
are more concerned with expediency 
than with principle. 

. As for hypocrisy ? Your thunder¬ 
ing would carry more conviction if 
you showed some interest in demo¬ 
cratising the managerial side of 
industry. I cannot recollect The 
Times publishing the results of rhe 
election for the editor. When I con 
read those results I shall he mnre 
convinced of your democratic 
sentiments.

Deaths in police custody 

From Professor Bernard Smyihc 
Sir, 1 was sceptical about Mr 
Jardine's complaints (January 17) 
of a campaign of police denigration 
until I read Mr Meacberis extra¬ 
ordinary letter In today’s corres¬ 
pondence (February 5). Is it really 
possible for someone with a self- 
professed interest in police affairs 
to believe what ha claims the 
figures prove ? ■ 

Suppose garage A is near a 
motorway while garage B serves a 
small rural community. In any. given 
year, 20 per cent of the cars taken 
to garage A are written off as 
Irreparable while only 0.5 per ceot 
ore so classified by garage B. When 
questioned, 25 per cent of the 
customers of garage A say that they 
are “ unhappy ” about their bills 
whereas only 5 per cent of garage 
B's customers express dissatisfac¬ 
tion. 

According to Mr Meacher's 
hypothesis, these figures provide 
“evidence” justifying an enquiry 
into tbe affairs of garage A, even 
though it is recognized that such an 
enquiry will be damaging to garage 
A's trade whatever its outcome. 

Wbat the figures do indicate is 
that the level of police activity is 
greater in our major conurbations 
than it is ia other areas. Since we 
already know that the level of 
crime is greater in these areas, this 
revelation will come as little sur¬ 
prise. 

I am not in a position to judge 
whether Mr Meacher’s judgment is 
clouded by a desire to expose what 
he perceives as a grave problem 
but it must be said that he does his 
cause no good by attempting such 
a transparent manipulation of 
statistics. 

When he uses the number of 
unsubstantiated complaints as an 
indicator of malpractice and seeks 
to suggest similarities by comparing 
rural Cumbria with its “ neighbour " 
Northumberland (which includes 
the metropolitan boroughs of New¬ 
castle and Tyne and Wear) he seems 
determined to provide confor ma t i on 
of Mr Jardine's allegations.

The Bill provides for the deter¬ 
mination of such a complaint by an 
industrial tribunal “ in accordance 
with equity and rhe substantial 
merits of thc case.” How is the 
industrial tribunal, composed as it 
is of representatives of the collec¬ 
tive interests of employers and 
employees preside-.* over by a 
legallv-qualified chairman, to apply 
thar formula to thc case of a union 
member who refuses rn obey a call 
issued by the union to rake collec¬ 
tive industrial or political action ? 

The union would no doubt argue 
that irs collective will must be 
enforced ; some employers might 
even agree. Surelv this is an issue 
of principle which Parliament should 
nor shirk and a marter on which 
workers should be able ro ascertain 
their position in advance rather 
than attempt to anticipate how an 
industrial tribunal michi apply its 
formula many months after the 
event. 

Wbat is needed is an amendment 
rn section 3 of rhe Bill which would 
clearly stare rhat exclusion from 
trade union membership for refusal 
in participate in collective action 
trill be deemed cn be unfair. 
Furthermore a worker who is un- 
fairlv excluded From union member, 
ship for this reason and subsequently 
loses his job berauce of rhe nnera- 
tion of a closed shop should be 
entitled as of righr ro reinstatement 
and not merely rn the inadequate 
compensation which is the only 
remedv rhe Bill preset tlv provides 
even if his exclusion is held to be 
unfair. 

When, last winter. Mr Calla“han 
urged workers ro cross picket lines 
he was. hv virtue of rhe le^i.siation 
which his _ Government hid _ intro¬ 
duced. issuing to them an invitation 
to risk exclusion from rhe'r union 
and subsenuent loss of their job. 
The least his sucressnrs can do is 
ro ensure rhar such an assertion of 
individual responsibility is not 
visited w ! ih the same consequences.

In these circumstances, for so 
long as men are obliged to allow the 
union to do their thinking, for how 
long might there be a job of work 
to do ? Does the law protect those 
who wish to work ?

London's third airport 

From the Chairman of the British 
Airports Authority 
Sir, The Chairman of the Essex 
County Council. Mr Barnett (letter, 
January 24) states that on both 
previous occasions tbe Government’s 
proposals for the development of 
Stansred have been rejected triien 
examined under the light of a public 
inquiry. 

May r please put the record 
straight ? At the 1965 Chelmsford 
.Inquiry, before rhe BAA had 
assumed ownership of Sraosted. the 
Inspector found that the Ministry's 
case had not been proved and 
recommended a wide-ranging 
review. During Roskill. there was 
no public hearing into Stansred as 
such because its development was 
not proposed. 

More seriously, .Mr Barnett 
chides the Secretary of State for 
making no reference to the recom¬ 
mendations oF his' local authority 
ad risers on urbanization growth. 
Mr Barnett omits to mention that 
the Advisory Committee on Air¬ 
ports Policy recorded that doubts 
were expressed thar the Study 
Group on South-East Airports 
report may have, exaggerated the 
degree of urbanization and that 
there were marked differences of 
opinion. We _ believe rhe local 
authorities' views are based on 
serious misconceptions as to the 
economic forces influencing re¬ 
cruitment of the airport workforce 
and how its housing requirements 
would he ipet- 

Finally, Mr Barnett asks what 
has changed since 1971. I suggest 
there have been two fundamental 
changes. First, what is now pro¬ 
posed is an airport at most about 
half die size of the RoskiJI require¬ 
ment. Second, rhis country is now 
facing a national economic crisis of 
such dimensions that it can ill 
afford to hamper air transport, one 
of its few growing industries, at a 
time wben employment and living 
standards are threatened, as local 
authorities wrestling to balance 
their budgets must be all too aware.

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Brussels 
suspends 
sugar export 
rebates 


The European Commission 
announced the immediate sus¬ 
pension of daily export rebates 
on sugar because of soaring 
world prices. It also said it 
might have to impose an export 
tax if market prices keep climb- 
me 

The price for white sugar 
quoted in Paris touched 44 ecus 
per 100 kilograms (£27.35), a 
Commission spokesman said, 
surpassing the EC intervention 
price by about 1 ecu. In London 
the price for raw sugar rose to 
just under 42 ecus per 100 kilo¬ 
grams. compared to 36 ecus in 
the. EC. 

“IThe jump in world prices 
is extraordinary", the spokes¬ 
man said. “Since there is no 
shortage of the commodity one 
must conclude that this is be¬ 
cause of speculation. There is 
no other explanation ”, be said. 


Hedge buying brings steady increase in price levels 

Field days for copper speculators

Supply and demand usually govern the 
price of a commodity, bur recent rises in 
copper prices have had nothing to do with 
such fundamentals. 

The market is undoubtedly dominated at 
present by speculative interests. As one 
American trader has put it: “There is 
more money out there than people know 
what to do with, and they are pumping 
it into copper." 

The result has been that copper prices 
have been see-sawing about, trying to 
adjust themselves to those 'or gold, silver 
and oil, as speculators buy the metaf as a 
hedge against inflation. 

Since the beginning of the year, prices 
on the London Metal Exchange have risen 
from £1,047.50 per tonne for cash wire 
burs and £1.067.50 per tonne for three- 
month futures to £1,359 for cash wire 
bars and £1,369.50 for three months at 
yesterdays afternoon close. 

During January, the prices were erratic 
in the forepart of the month, dropping at 
one stage to £1,025 for cash wire bars 
and £1,052.50 for three months. But during 


February there has been, a firm, if still 
erratic, upward trend. 

The all-time record price for copper 
of .£1,400 per tonne was reached in May, 
1974, and this month the price has been 
edging up to that region. 

So far as dealings on the LME are 
concerned, an added impetus to buying 
interest has been the fact that for some 
weeks, stocks held in the official ware¬ 
houses have been hailing. Stocks stand at 
114,450 tonnes, compared with 645,300 
tonnes two years ago. 

Furthermore, the greater part of the 
LME stocks are held by institutions and 
are unlikely to be released, no matter 
what happens to the price. 

Other Factors which have fuelled, the 
surge include the situation 'n Afghanistan, 
reports of fighting in north-east Iran, the 
threat of a mines strike in Peru and 
doubts about production in Zambia and 
Zaire. 

Zambia and Zaire supply about 20 per 
cent of free world copper production 
under normal circumstances, but they

American rival Continental Group both 
have cause ro remember the first few 
weeks of this year.

Conditions remained tight in 
the discount market yesterday 
although credit was not so shore 
as on previous days this w-eek. 
The Bank of England eventually 
assisted the market on a largo 
scale, hut this was probably ex¬ 
cessive as secured loans dropped, 
to 13 or 14 per cent -at the close, 
having spent most of the day at 
accepted top rate of 17 per cenr. 

The Bank bought a small 
amount of Treasury hills from 
the houses and the banks, a smali 
number of local authority bills 
from the banks, and a moderate 
quantity of eligible hank bills for 
resale to the market at a fixed 
future date. In addition, the 
authorities lent a small sum over¬ 
night to two or three houses at 
17 per cent Ml*R. 

The market repaid the large 
sum advanced by the Bank on 
Monday, there was a small net 
take-up of Treasury bills to 
finance, and the market bought 
back a mode rate-sized parcel of 
" cligibles ”, Treasury bills and 
local authority bills from the 
Bank.

Sterling held a firm position 
throughout yesterday finishing 
around its best level of the day 
with a 1.15 cents gain at 2.3085 
compared with 2.2970 overnight. 
The trade weighted index how¬ 
ever, eased back from a best 73.1 
level at noon closing at 73.0 
against 72.9 on Tuesday. The new 
increase in North Sea oil prices 
was principally responsible for 
renewed demand for sterling. 


The dollar tvas out of favour 
again with sentiment not helped 
by President Carter's implementa¬ 
tion of his pledge ro send military 
forces into the Arabian Sea.
